Letters whidi had appeared, in the first instance, in the Times 
newspaper, and which had been answered by some Letters in- 
serted in tke Pilot newspaper: the latter were soon trans- 
ferred from the columns of that newspaper to the pages of the 
Orthodox Journal, a Monthly Magazine, published in Lon- 
don by a Cadiolic Editor, patronized by the Catholic Body, 
and breathing a spirit of the most bitter and unrelenting hostility 
towards the Ecclesiastical, Political, and Civil Grovemment of 
this Protestant nation — ^but serving at the same time to establish 
m the strongest way, the liberal and tolerant character of a 
Church, a Parliament, and a Grovemment, which can all in 
thdir turn be content to endure, without resentment or anger, 
the periodical attacks of the very persons who are reposing 
in security under the broad shade of th^ mild^and benignant 
sway! 

The Letters in question partake of the character and 
genius of the work upon which they were thus engrafted. 
The arguments contained in those Letters would not, of them- 
selves, have rendered any answer necessary ; while the vin- 
£ctive and opprobrious terms in which those arguments were 
conveyed, would not, upon any recognised prindples of cour- 
tesy aj^d good breeding, have entitled their Author to a reply. 
These Letters were followed by a work of Me. Dallas, 
entitled, " The new Conspiracy against the Jesuits de- 
^* tected and exposed,"" a title suffidently extraordinary ; 
because, unless Mb. Dallas meant to include in the Con- 
qnracy, the Abolisher of the Order, Pope Clement XIV. and 
his ootemporaries, all of whom flourished nearly half a century 
ago (and in which case it is no new Cons[nracy\ it is difficult 
to ooncdve who these formidable Conspirators are, who have 
thus occaaoned so much uneasiness to their assulant. 

Tho Letters in defence of the Jesuits, appeared to Me. 
Dallas as auxiliaries of too much importance to be omitted in 
his wcnrk, and he therefore reprints tliem in the conclu^on of 
it; by which act, he adopts as his own, the invective and abuse 
which tliey contain, y.nd for which it is to be regretted tliat he 
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Bhould hav^ thou^t it necessary to his purpose to have made 
hiiDflelfaiQeoable. 

It appeared) aa consideration of Mb. Dallab^s perfbrm- 
anoe, that the course pursued hj him throughout the whole 
conduct of it, would ^e to any sunide refutation of his woric 
the character o[ a mere con^versy by which the ends of 
truth were not likdy to be efleotua^ {nromoted, and which 
could hardly be expected, if it stood alone, to interest the 
public at large; it therefore seemed that for the purpose of erta- 
hlishing, in the first place, the accuracy of the brief ^^ Account 
'^ of the Jesuits^ abeady published, a more full and complete 
history oli that Order had become necessary, which mig^t jbe 
strengthened by ampler testimonies from various historical 
sources than cQuld haye appeared in a mere summary of their 
histoiry, while, at the same time, it would be equally necessary 
to reply tP such pc^rts of Ma. Dallas^s statement, as might 
roqvire ftiller observations than could be introduced in the 
regular progress of the history. 

The following History will be found to have adopted for its 
basis and foundation the History of CounasTTS, altboiu^ 
without systematically following that work in all its partf ; 
there b^ng much in the work of Coodhetts, which would fiMl 
to interert .an English reader, and would have swelled a vdume, 
•before perhaps top much extended, to a still larger com- 
pass. It is not among the least honourable testimoiues ^ 
• favor of thq work of CounaETTE (which first appeared in tlje 
year 1761), that it had a principal share in leading te the sup- 
pression of the Order against wbi4i he thus entered his pro- 
test in the face of the world: a protest which has to this hpiur 
re^sted all the attacks of its enemies; and whidi, in order to 
be answered eSectually, must be divested of the volumii^ous 
references to wellJcnown facts, and wellHUilhenticated histoptis, 
with which it is at once illustrated and supported. 

The exposure of the Jesuits, although the chef<l^oeuvre of 
this Author, was not the only work in which he had beenr 
engaged against the advocates of Papal intol^aQce and sup^r- 

c ft 
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^tion, having, in ftn eartier period of his Itfe^ written against 
the celebrated Bull UnigenUuSi for which he was imprisoned 
first in the Castle of Yincemles, and afterwards in the Bastille. — 
The litei^ary research which was necessary in preparing his 
History had nearly deprived him of Iris eyesight. 

As far as his personal character is concerned, he was uni<- 
versaHy regarded as a laborious, active, useful, and disinterested 
Ecdeinastic, and on6 to whom his own Country in particular, 
tind the world at lai^, were unda* considerable obligations *. 
It is no small tes^mony in favor of Coin>RETti:''s History of 
the Jesuits, that Professor Robertson has principally found- 
cid his account of the Order upon it; since it is well known 
^t he was not accustomed tp consult worlds of equivocsi 
authority, or to be influenced by writers upon whose correct- 
ness and" veracity he could not depend.— If ever there was a 
geniiis who painted for posterity, it was Robert'so)}; and no 
maoMras more careful in a general way, in the Section of his 
colours. 

fiefore Mr. Dallas, therefore, had pertnitted himsdf to 
np^ In disrespectful terms of Coudrette, it would havte 
b^en widl if he had considered how such an oimiion was to be 
supported. To say nothing of the abili^ of the author in 
question; the peculiar merit of his work is, that he has sus* 
tallied ev^ asseition which he has adv^ced, with its own 
fxroper authority; quoting with the utmost accuracy the 
ieveral documents to which he refers, and leaving nothing to 
rest uikm his ample and unsupported testimony. — In order, 
' thetse^Me^ ^ invafidate the credit of this writer, Mm. Dallas 
ttiH^ at die same time get rid of the concurrent authorities 
of two centuries: he mtut not only succeed in discrediting a 
mitar upon whose diaracter for honour and veradty no one 
has as yet been able to fasten an imputation ; but he must also 
succeed in inducing the world to consign to the same contempt

and indelibly on record for him ather to deny their existtaaoe^ 
crto explain away their guilt: he must doteofe;hemu5t8heW' 
that the difSerent nations, societies, and individuals who hava» 
with one consent, stated their grievanpes aond misenes so feel- 
ingly and loudly at various periods, from the commpnrpment 
of Jesuitism till iu suj^ressbn, were either utterly mistake^ 
upon the nature of their own case, or else ei^;aged ii^ a con* 
federacy which is without a paraUel in lu8tory» £ar the- purpose 
of injuring and destroying the most innocent and irreproach- 
able of men, who had no other crime than seeking the instruct 
tion and happiness of their persecutors. 

Mb. Dallas appears to feel something of the difficulty, 
if not imposaibiUty, of consigning to the same oblivion wluch 
he has destined for Coubbette, the ^* doud of witnesses^ 
which that writer has produced; witnesses the most unfix^ 
oqptionable; witnesses of different nations ; of different religions^ 
of differffldt languages ; not acting in concert with each other; 
living in the very times in which they write, spectators of the 
various events which they record; and having, for the greater 
pai%,. no conceivable interest in the invention and propagation 
of falsehoods which they must know would be refuted as so<:ni 
as published: the opponents of the Sodety can in fact afford 
to spaie all that CounsfiTTE himself has ever, written^ so 
long as hb authorities abundantly establish whatever he has 
advanced. 

Me. Dallas, under a conviction that it, would not be 
enough to lay the ghost of Coubbette, unless he could at the 
same time alence the oth^r spectres which troubled his reposes, 
proceeds with all possible sang-froid to <hfl|)ose of ell thehi^U^ 
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riinf irfio haye presumed to speak evil of the Jesuits; and it 
is & that the public should observe, with what a bold and 
swe^nng band, the grave and reverend authorities of ages are 
^ipkictd in every instance, where they have borne any testi* 
mony agamst the Jesuits. 

A principal object of the following Reply will be to [dace in 
its true light this attempt of Me. Dallas to falafy the re« 
oqgaised facts of history. There is something peculiarly dis^ 
ingenuous and inadmSsnble in this mode of conducting an 
argument ; but which; fortunately for the interests of truth, 
fismeB itM own refutation on its front 

In thus extiiiguiBhing the %hts, and sinking thi buoys 
1^ biMory, Ma, Dallas is bound to inform us what he would 
propose to substitute in their ^stead. Is the world now for the 
fiJiBt, time to be left ^t sea without any b^ter means of shaping 
its course, than his system would provide? In what other 
way are we to arrive at a knowledge of the truth, than by an 
appeal to the evidence of experience, and the records of anti* 
quity ? 'We have, as it were, forced upon our consideration 
at this time, the phenomenon ot a great Catholic Order, once 
flourishiiig, opulent, and powerful ; aflerwards abolished by 
the accredited Head of the Catholic Faith ; and now restored 
by the same authority : we lisve absolutdy no othor means 
nf gaining- accurate notion^ risspecting the diarafiter of this 
Ord^ Ifaan by a reference to history ; we have no other 
means of ascertaining, whether the Pope, in reviving this Order, 
has conferrefi a blesang, or inflicted a curse upon bis own 
Church, upon the Protestant Church, and upon the world at 
large: we have no othor way of coming to a right estimate of 
thenalureof our own oUigations, or the extent of his enors.*— 
In this Protestant Country, it will not be taken for :granted 
that a measure is either wise, or good, merely becaaae it don 
ginates widi the Head of the Catholic Church; becaiise all 
pur experience, both as Christians and as Englishmen, ftn^ 
|4shes us with primfi faci^ evidence that, on this very accouirt, 
|t wi}l ))e neither^ . - : - 
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Jf, therefore^ we would know whether we should rejmce in 
the arrival on our own ^res, and in the establishment in our 
own Empire, of these strangers ; or whether we should not 
rather dread and deprecate their int|tx[uction> as characters 
^igainst whom the wholesome statutes and proclamations of 
our ancestors are yet running ; we must refer to history alone 
for a solution of our doubts. Me. Dallas, however, vir- 
tually denies that the appeal lies to history, in choosing to reject 
its testimony, and to falsify its assertions : the fact is, that 
its general voice proclaims too loudly another language than he 
l¥ould have it express; and therefore he would stifle and 
silence it. Thus, what were facts in other times, are facts no 
longer — ^the parties relating them were prejudiced, or inte* 
rested; they were " Jansenists,"^ or " Parliamentarians,'^ or 
*' Enemies of the Jesuits :'' those who believed them were credu- 
lous, easily imposed upon, and afford no example for our imi- 
tfition. — ^If indeed Ma. Dallas can succeed in this object, his 
end is accomplished. — If he can persuade the British Public to ' 
unlearn all that they have ever been taught; to forget all that 
they have ever read ; and to discredit all that they have ever 
believed; the question between the Jesuits and their oppo- 
nents is at an end : we may then bum our bodes, as so much 
waste paper; and resolve to be wise in defiance and contempt 
of those means of information by which our humbler ancestors 
were content to be guided*. 

It is, however, worthy of observation, that by a striking 
ineonastency, not unusual, either with the Jesuits or their de- 
fjgpders, Mb. Dallas will, on all those occasions where he con- 
ceives that History may help him, condescend to be indebted

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to her*— -If, therefore, he should succeed in discrediting and 
overturning all the testimcmy which has been adduced against 
the Jesuits ; upon what better foundation will his own autho- 
rities in th^ favor rest? He has not failed to adduce what- 
ever his industry could collect, in their behalf, from the 
records of past ages, which he appears to expect that his 
readers should receive with the most implicit confidence; 
although some of these testimonies are actually eulogiums of 
the Jesuits upon themselves (such, for instance, as Charlevoix, 
UAvrigmf ♦, and Gamier), and almost all are the testimonies 
of Catholics. Does he expect that a British public will 
permit him thus to blow hot and cold with History ? Does he 
think that they will believe History in the few ai\d equivocal 
instances in which it answers his purpose that they should; but 
that they will disbelieve it, in the infinite variety of cases where^ 
it opposes his ofnnion ? 

It is time, however, to revert to the Defekce of the 
Jesuits, by Mb. Dali^as; which it b therefore now proposed 
to examine in order.

Mm. Dallas commenoes hk Defence of the Jesuits by 
complaining that the Catholics are << attacked through the 
*^ ffldes of the Jesuits."^ (P. 6.) It is indeed ahnost impossible 
to separate them, since they hold many tenets in common, 
which are dangerous to Protestantism, and the world. In 
their mokal casuistet, for instance, as Claude has most 
ably shewn, in his work on the Refimnatkni, it is impossiUe 
to condemn the Jesuits, and at the same time to acquit the 
Cathdics*. 

• *< 0»B CANNOT CONDEMN THE JESUITS WITHOUT CONDEMN* 
** ING AT THE SAME TIME THE WHOLE ANCIENT SCHOOL OP THE 

^* Roman Chuech. For ezarapley the one sort accuses the Jesuits of 
** teaching, that it is lawful for one maa to rejoice within himself at 
^ the death of another, and to desire it, not only when it is an eril to 
^ Um who suffers it, but also when it is advantageous ta him who 
^ desires it* But Gmmenmu shews us that that is exactly the doctrine 
^* of Thomas A^pdnaSf of Cajetartf and divers others, who all maintam 
«< the same. The one accuses the Jesuits for teaching, that it is but a 
^ venial sin to be dispbedient to divine inspirations : but GnimensBUS 
^ shews us that it is also the doctrine of Aquinas and Cajetan. They 
^ accuse the Jesuits of teaching, that it is lawful to advise, and at the 
^ same time to draw in a man to commit alesser sm, to avoid a greater 
** evil ; as to persuade a lascivious man to mere fomicatioD, that be 
** may avoid committing adultery. But Guimensros proves this to be 
f* the doctrine of C4^<^ajf| Scotm^ and Sjlvatcr Pritrias, They accuse 
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Again ; the Catholics and Jesuits are united in sentiment 
on the expediency of permitting the commands and re- 

auiSmONS OF THE DIVINE LAW TO BE EVADED UPON THE 

WARRANT OF MERE HUMAN AUTHORITY ; and they thus equally 
justify a coiurse of life which is entirely at variance with that 
internal piety which constitutes the very essence of vital Christ 
tianity. Their pliant morality accommodates itself to human 
lusts and passions, with the same fadlity as that of the Jesuits, 
What else are the Absolutions, and the Indulgences, the P6? 
nances, and Fasts of that Church, and especially its doctrine 
of Purgatory, but Papal and Sacerdotal Licenses for Sinf 
If a mere man, or any set of men, may, under color of a 
ocmunission from Heaven, absolve from punishment for vices 
that are pest, or sanction the perpetration of vices to be omda- 
mitted — ^if mortification of the body may atone for the sm of 
the soul ; and abstinence from particular food may take rank 

** the Jciuits of maintaining, that a man may not only not remove an 
■« occasion or ground of sin from another, who they know will abuse 
** It to that end, but that they may, at the sartic time, prettift tt to him, 
*^ and by that means lay a in^e for hhn, to make him £s]l 'Into am, 
<< provided they do It with a good intention, either to correct his 
^ Tidousness, or to make him shun some other inconvenience ; so that 
** a husband, who is jealous of his wife's committing adultery, may 
<< present her with an opportunity or occasion to commit it | and a &• 
<< ther may lay an occasion in his children's way to steal fix>m hinu Bat 
« Ouimcnssns lets us see that this is the very opinion of Aqmnas^ Sebius^ 
*^ Navam% and of Cajetan : I omit an abundance of other beastly cases* 
<< which no one can propose without wounding his modesty. They 
** will say to this, it may be^ that the SoH)onne has censured that book 
** of Guimenseus .* but this answer signifiesHothing, for we are not con- 
<< oerncd to know what the Sorbonne holds in these days, nor what it 
« approves or condemns | but to know whether those authors that 
** Guimetunu }ias alleged are well or ill quoted \ whether it were not 
** true that those scandalous and pernicious maxim? were ' taught in the 
<< school in the days of our fathers, and whether our fathers ought 
*< not to have looked on them as evident and certain proofs of a great 
<« cotruptiOD.'* ClavoeV D^fmce df the RifirmMwh ^Ui. parti. 
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ttDOQg the tssential duties of rdi^on — if men tire to be taught 
tba;t, bowerer they may live, they may yet be redeemed, aftar 
death, by the prayers of others, from a state of bdng, reqpect-"' 
iiig the eidstence of which, the Holy Scriptures aflbrd no evi* 
defioe; whatcanbeeiqpected to result from such radical »rors, 
but a system of relaxed motility, or rather of actual immmw 
fity, which is the same in kind, if not in d^;ree, with the km 
and debased ethics of the Jesuits * ? 

* ** That Religion is chiefly designed for perfiecting the nature of 
** man, for improving his faculties, governing his actions, and securing 
*^ the peace of every man's conscience, and of the societies of mankind 
** in common, Is a truth so plain, that, without further arguing about 
** it, all will agne to it. Every part of Religion is then to be judged 
^ by its relation to the main ends of it ; and ance the Christian doe- 
** trine was revealed from Heaven, as the most perfect and proper way 
** that ever was, for the advancing the good of mankrod, nothing can 
*• be a part of this Holy Faith but what is proportioned to the end for 
•* which it was designed ; and 9}\ the additions that have been made to 
<' it since it was irst delivered to the world, are justly to be suspected; 
** especially where it is manifest at first view, that they were intended 
^ to serve carnal and secular ends. What can be reasonably supposed 
« ii> the Papacy (where the Popes are chosen by such intrigues, either 
** of the two Crowns, the nephews of the former Pope» or the craft of 
<< some aspiring men), to entitle them to Infallibility, or universal Jup 
** risdiction ? What can we think of redeeming souls out of Purgatory, 
<< or preserving them from it, by tricks, or some mean pageantry, but 
** that it is a fool piece of merchandise ? What is to be said of implidt 
<< obedience, the priestly dominion over consciences, the keeping the 
** Scriptures out of the people's hands, and the worship of God in, a 
** strange tongue, but that these are so many arts to hoodwink the 
** world, and to deliver it up into the hands of the ambitious Clergy I 
<< What can we think of Superstition and Idolatry of Images, and all 
** the other pomp of the Rooian worship, but that by these things the 
*< people were to be kept up in a gross option of Religion, as a ipltii- 
<< did business, and that the Priests have a trick of saving them, if they 
^ will but take care to humour them, and leave that matter wholly 
** in their hands ? And, to sum up all, what can we think of that con« 
** stellation of prodigies in the Sacrament of the ahar, but that it is an 
^ art to bring the world by wholesale to renounce their 'reason and 
^ sense, juid to have a most wonderful veneratioo for a sort of men. 
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There is, howeTer, no part of the system of the Cathdics tm 
which they are moreunited with the Jesuitd than iti the import* 
aaoe whicli they both attach to auricular confession ; a duty 
of the Romish Church, which as it has tended, above every other, 
to extend and keep alive the influence of the CathoUc Priesthood 
^ the people, so has it been, in the hands of the Jesuits, .the 
most powerful instrument they have ever possessed to forward 
their ambitious policy, by enabling them at once to influence 
the councils of Princes, and to direct the minds of more subor- 
dinate agents. " The abolition of Auricular Confes^on by 
** the Reformation*" (says Villees on Hie Refbrmation)^ 
^^ was a stroke which cut at once the infinite ramifications with 
^* which the hierarchical despotism had every where entwined 
^* its roots, and deprived the Clergy of their enormous influence 
" on princes and the great, on the women, and in the bosom 
" of every family :"" and in a note on that passage of Villera, 
the Translator obser^-es, *' Of all the contrivances to enthral 
^< mankind, and to usurp tlie entire command of them, that 
^^ of Auricular Confession appears the most impudent, and the 
^* most effectual. That one set of men could persuiide all 
** other men that it was their duty to come and reveal to them 
^^ every thing wliich they had done, and every thing which 
" they meant to do, would not be credible if it were not 
'^^ proved by the fact. Thb circumstance rendered the Clergy 
^ masters of the secrets of every family : it rendered them too 
^* the universal advisers : when any person^s intentions were 
'*^ laid before a Clergyman, it was his bu^ess to explain what 
^^ was lawful and what was not, and under this pretext to 
'^ ^ve what counsel he pleased : in this miumer, the Clergy 
^' became masters of the whole system of human life ; the two. 
** objects they chiefly pursued were, to increase the riches of 
^ the Order, and to gratUy their senses and pride : by udijig 
*' all their arts to oyole the great and wealthy, and fittackiqg 

.<< who can with a word perform the most astonishing thing that ever 
^ was .^'—Burnet'/ Prefyce to bis AbrUlgmeni ^ the JBstoty of t^e 
]^efhrmaiion. 
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<^ them in moments of weakness, uckness, and at the hour of 
** death, they obtained great and numerous bequests to the 
** Church : by abusing the opportunities they enjoyed with 
** women, they indulged their lusts; and by the direction 
'^ they obtained in the management of eretj family, and every 
^* event, they exercised their love of power, when they could 
•* not draw an accesdon of wealth.'" — ^Mills''^ Translation of 
ViLLEEs on ffte Refbrmation^ p., 159. 

Again; on the several questions of Tms Papal Infalli- 
bility* AND Supremacy; the lawfulness of Regicide:; 
and THE DUTY OF PSESECiTTiNG Peotestants ; we haVe 
constantly seen the Cothdics lend themselves to the Jesuits, 
both in the doctrines which they taught on these heads, and in 
the practices which they pursued. They have, in fact, been, 
in every age, the willing instruments of the Jesuits ; . nor can 
this be any subject of surprise, when it is considered^ that, in 
the eMimation of a sincere Catholic, the interests of his own 
Church are of paramount obligation ; and therefore that he 
has no occasion to be more nice about the means of ext^ding 
its influence, than the particular Order in question. Hence it 
vras, that akhou^ the Jesuits organized the attempt of far- 
riere iqpon the l^e of Hemy IV. (as is shewn in the fdlow- 
ing History), it was a rector of the Catholic Church, 
in Paris, who was not a Jesuit, that first encouraged the 
design of Barriere^ concealed the treason from the Govern- 
ment, and sent the traitor to the tuition of the Jesuits, w^o 
tnuned him to their purpose. Hence also, when the Jesuits 
Garmtif Gerard^ Tesmond^ Baudcrnn^ and HaU (as will be 
seen in the fdlowing History), had contrived the horrid tra^ 
gedy of the 5th of November, they found instruments fitted 
to thor hands, in CaUsbyj Winter, Sir Everard Digby, 
Bookwood, and Fawkes ; no one of whom, however, was 

♦ «* The Jesuits of Clermont declared, before all Paris, that tU 
. ^ Ptpe was as infallible as Jesus CMst bimtelfy and employed all their 
^* knowledge and talents to inculcate that doctrine, and make it aq

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▲ Je00it, but meeely of the same Church. The influence 
of CaieAy, who was a Catholic Pbiest, upon the minds 
of the Consfnrators was very remarkable ; both Sir Everard 
f)igby and Ambrose Rockwood having publidy declared, after 
theif conviction, that it was from their strong attadim^t to 
him that they had at first been led to aitertain the project. 
Modkwoodj in particular, affirmed, that << he was persuaded 
*^ and drawn in by CaUthyy whom he loved above any man, 
*' and that he had concealed it, not fcnr any malice to the 
^^ person of the King or to the State, but only drawn with 
*^ the tender re^Mct and faithful affection he have to Mr, 
^^ Cakshy^ whom he esteemed dearer than any one else in the 
^^ world.'' [State Trials, vol ii. p. 186.] Such, in these in- 
stances (among innumerable others), was the conduct of the 
Catholic PriesAood in reference to the Jesuits; and such was 
th^ inflnenceof that Piieslheod on the Laity. The system of 
each remaining the same; the inference is, diat Cadiohc 
Priests must continue to be the agents of the Jesuits, and that 
the Catb<^ Laity will continue thdr devoted submnnoa to the 
Priesthood. 

Ma. Dallas has therefinre no right to complain that die 
Cathdics have been identified with the Jesuits, esperinDy 

, when he oonnders that they will noi permit themsdoes to be 
separaied; that Catholics espouse the cause of Jesuits when- 

^ ever they are attacked; and appear to feel and act as if they 
conndered thanselves mutually interested in each other^s exist- 
ence and welfare. Thus, no sooner had the Letters against 
the Jesuits appeared in the Times newqpapa*, than a Catholic 
Priest (as has been seen) entered into a formal vindicatiaa of 
the Order, in anoth^ newspaper; which Defence was imi|ie- 
diatdy republished by the Catholic Editors of a Catlxdic 
Journal, who have in all their subsequent Numbers industri- 
ously supplied every argument on behalf of the Jesuits, which 
had been omitted in the Letters ; and given higher colouring 
and greater force to all which had been advanced in their ikvor. 
It roi^t indeed have been reasonaUy expected, and it

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oertmnl J waa expected by some onoere foends rf the CatJiolic 
cause and the CathoUc dauns, that the members of that 
Church (at least its English members) would have com6 fix*-* 
ward and disowned the Jesuits, en corps, as too bad to be 
defended. Those Protestants, however, who expected this, 
knew but little of the spirit and genius of CathdOicism : so ftr 
from their expectation having been realized, the Catholic body 
has been remarkably active in its eflforts to exculpate the 
Jesuits. It is easy to understand upon what principle this has 
happened ; the observation of the Lawyers to our Lord, supplies 
the reason ; " Master, thus saying, thou reproachest us also.'* 
Whatever may be the reason, however, the fact of the Ca- 
tholics having chosen to make common cause with the Jesuits 
is beyond dispute: they have volunteered thdr best services 
in bdialf of the Jesuits, and so entirely identified their interests 
with those of the Jesuits, that Mb. Dallas has not the 
power to separate them, even if the CathoKcs would thank 
him for the attempt If it be true, therefcH*e (as Me. Dal- 

• las deptores), that the Catholics have been " attacked through 
•* the rides of the Jesuits," it must be answered, that the 
CathoEcs have chosen to place themselves in the ranks of the 
Jesuits, and consequently have no right to complain if, in 
conten£ng on the same ride with them, they are taken finr 
the same troops, and adjudged to be fighting for the same 
cause: " If," as Jmnns says, " their bed be a bed of tortures, 

' ** they have made it fi>r themselves!" 

Me. Dallas proceeds to state that the Summary of the 
Hieiory cfth£ JemMsy puUished in the Beief Account, is an 
un&ir and dishcmest statement, inasmuch as that portion of 
it whidi is in fiivor of the Jesuits is suppressed ; and upon 
diis remark he founds several reflections, whidi impute to the 
Author of the Brief AccofwnJt a derign of aggravating, by 
inch omisrion, the description which has been given of tins 
Order by PaqFEssoE Robsetsok, in his History of Charles 
the Fifth. 

The riiort refdy to this charge is, that the Summary in 
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quoBtion was not taken fit)m Robeetson'*s History, but fiom 
the Encyclopjbdia BEiTAmacA; and if Me. Dallas will 
turn to the article ^^ Jesuits,"" in that wcnrk, he will find that 
the passage, with the sup{M*e88ioa of which he has charged the 
author of the Brief Jccounty forms no part of the article 
from which his Summary was actually taken. So much for 
the imputation of improper motives !•— an imputation which, 
in every case where it cannot be supported, only recoils upon 
a writer who resorts to such an argument. If it should be 
said that the Compiler of the Enoyclopesdia Britannica had a 
^nister motive in omitting this exculpatory passage, it piay be 
observed that the testimony which it afibrds in favor of the 
Jesuits appears har^y strong enough to warrant the suppoo- 
ticm that any person could have intentionally suppressed it; 
for, to what does it amount ? Certainly not to a vindication 
of the Order, or even to an apology for it as an Order, but 
amply to an averment that among so large a body of men 
some individuals were always to be found who were too himest 
to lend themselves to all the abominations of thdr fellows ; 
and who can doubt this fact ? or who, that is in any degree 
acquainted with human nature or the world about him, does 
not know that corruption can never be so general and entire 
in any socie^ of men (however depraved), as that some will 
not at all times be found who are an ornament to their own 
particular body, and aflford exceptions to the general rule, 
which rule, however, they prove by becoming exceptions to 
it P^Such was undoubtedly the case even among the Jesoits 
themselves ; and, therefore, in asserting that it was so, Peo- 
FEssoE RoBEETsON advances a truism, which the Editor of 
the Encyclopsedia Britannica appears to have c(xisid»«d it 
unnecessary to repeat : it was with the Jesuits as an Order 
that the Editor of the Encyclopaedia had to do : it is with 
the Jesuits as an Order that the British Public has to do; 
and the circumstance of many of their members having been 
honest men, no more proves that the Order itself was pure^ 
than the fact of there b^ng many excellent Catholics will 
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{HTOve that the Catbdic Churdb ha» not fallen into many awful 
csrrKpCionB <^ doctrine and pctesAce. 

It would have been well if Me. Baixas, wlule attempting 
tQ convict others of inl^tionaUy suppresnng a pasiage whi^ 
he ccmceives calculated to aisist the Jesuits, had nothimpelf 
suppressed a pibsage im Pbofessob JKobkbtsom^ which it is im- 
possiUe that he could have ov«rboked« as it is the continuation 
of an Extract wluch he has given: this Extract, so fiur as Mb. 
Dalla* has chosen to give it, is in fisiTCMr<^ the conduct of the 
Jesuits inParaguay; but when R(»i£BT80N atrives at a counter- 
^atement, the pen of Mb. Dallas suddenly st^ shcMrt, as if 
leftiang the unwelcome officeof criminating his friends*. The 
passage Aom Robsbtson in favor of the Jesuits in Paraguay 
will be found in p. 9 of Mb. Dallas. The Mowing passage 
immediaUly JoUoufS ii in Rqbbbtson, and in &et forms an 
^essential part of.it; although Mb. Dallas -shrinks/from the 
-Offensive truth which it conveys ; involving, as it does, a 
chaige upon the Jesuits of having been influenced by motives 
<}f ambiticm and worldly policy, and of having supported their 
empire by meai^ altogether opposed to the character of preach- 
ers of the Grospel of peace. 

*^ But even in this meritorious effort of the Jesuits for the 
^^ good of mankind, the genius and spirit of their Order have 
^^ mingled, and are discernible. They plainly aimed at esta- 
^^ blishing in Paraguay an independent empire, subject to the 
^^ Sodte^ alone, and which by the superior excellence of its 
*^ constitution and police, could seaixdy have failed to extend 
^* its diHoinion over all the southern eontinent of America. 
'* With this view, in order to prevent the Spaniards or Por« 
^ tuguese in the acQaoeirt settlements, from acquiring s^y dan- 
*^ garouB influence over the people within the limits of the

Thia piS8«ge is quotad above maEely for the purpose of 
AeYfiB^wilh what fatality Ma. Dallas can suppress fisu:ts 
wloah are c^f^posed to bis own views; while^ at the same ino# 
ment, he is charging upon others a similar practice. 

Ma. Dallas intimates (in p. 12)^ '< that the labour of the 
" author '^ of die Brief Account of the Jesuits is " a new aU 
** tempi againH ioUraimg the Catholic Religion ;^ and he 
then niOTe plainly argues for the toleration of that Religi<m^ 
as if any one had eveifr disputed the propriety and pdicy of 
tolerating i^ abstractedly considered. He raises^ in this m^ 
stance, a phatotam, which he then %hts with, and subdues. 
It has beaino where asserted that the Catholic Religion, per 
#0, should not be t(deraled : but it has been asserted by manj 
of the best and wisest men, both in and out of Parliament^ 
thai, if ev€» that period shall arrive whai the members o£ a 
Church, which is dqiendent upon fiireign oontroul, and into- 
lerant towards ProtestadtSy shall acquire the right of exeani^r 
iag l^;islative ot executive functions in this Protestant Reahn^ 
the worst cooseciuences alone can be expected to ensue; a 
proposition which, if it be true at all, assumes tenfdd import- 
ance from the drcumstanee of t}ie revival of the Order of 
Jesuits^ a measure of Papal policy, which shews the necessity 
of increased caution mid vigilance, with reference to the Ci^ 
tholic claims, on the part of all who can estimate their own 



Does Ma. Dallas discern no difference between holding 
fast our own fiberties and rights, and invading those of others? 
Are we therefore intolerant towards iCathoCcs, or reoommend- 
ing intolerance, because we do not dioose to give them the 
ri^ofexereinngintsolerance towards oursdves? Theftlkey 
of this mode of arguing for the Catholic claims deserves to be 
exposed, because it is much too common \ it is calculated to 
involve a plain question in obscuri^, by an assumption of 
ftlae pnnci{4es and a perversion of terms. It is not indeed 
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pecuUaJr to Me. Dallas to impute to the opponeats of the Ca^ 
tholic claims a refusal to tolerate the Catholics ; but the simj^ 
(act is, that Protestants, with pow^ in their hands, have not 
ceased to tolerate Cathohcs, while it is not to be doubted 
that, with the same power, Catholics would refuse to tcderate 
them : the sophism adopted in this reascming is the same in 
prindple, as that which is conveyed in the terms ** Catholic 
^^ Emancipation,^ a phrase which supposes Catholics to be in a 
state of slavery. Bach mode of stating the question is grounded 
on a peHtio principiiy by which it is found convenient to as- 
sume that to be a fisust, whidi it is weU known an o^x>iienft 
will not grant Since Protestants (argues Ma. Dallas) do 
not tolerate Catholics, ergo they should alter theat conduct: 
^ce Cathohcs (say thdr other advocates) are in a state of 
slavery, ergo they ought to be emandpated : ndther one nor 
the other of these syllogisms can be adnutted, eince the Ca» 
thohcs are free to enjoy their own rights, both civil and reli- 
gious, and only are not free to exercise ^ch as (if all History 
be true) would be incompatible with Protestants enjoying 
theirs ; but perhaps Mb. Dallas and his friends would no 
more admit the validity of an appeal to WisKory in this matter, 
than on the question of the Jesuits *, 

Ma. Dallas next attacks (p. 18) the Provincial Lbt* 
TERs, which he charactmzes as ^^ the satirical e£Fudons of a 
" writer who had espoused the cause of the Jansenbtsf .^ To 

^ ** And therefore will he wipe his tables clean j

f Of the Jansenists something will be said in the following History, 
where it will appear that Jansenism was merely the watch-word of the 
Jeswtical party, and that all their opponents were indiscriminately 
l)randed with it. At present it shall suffice to notice what Villers has 
said on the subject in his admirable Essay on the Reformation. 

^< Tl^e most formidable enemies to themselves, whom the Jesuits 
<< raised, and the most capable of opposing them, were the Jansenists. 
^ The Jesuits fancied they saw, in the pains taken by the Jansenists to 
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this it mdy be answered, that Pascal is too much above any 
attadc upon his weD-earned fiune to be injured by this re* 

^proi>^ate tod recommeiKl the doctrtees of St. Aa^ttin concerning 
<< grace* a pUato bring down the Society* whose principles were not 
«« consistent with those of th t Father of the Church : but^ whatever 
** may hive been the secret design of the partisans of Jansenius with 
^ regard to the Jesuits, it is not the less true that aU this controversy 
^ doncerhing grace was immediately produced by the religious qusrreb 
^ which Bowed from the Reformation. That terrible ahoclk* wkioli 
^ had separated from the Romish Church a great part of the Christians 
<< of the West* had shaken that Church herself to the very foundation* 
** and had left within her a Jeaven and prindples of fermentation not 
•* soon tabe purged otf : the spirit of inquiry, of chicane, and con- 
* troversy^ was aho awakened within her. The greater part of Catho^ 
•• Hcs would have been happy to see certain refonns in the Chuvch 
** hertdf* certain aitiendmeats and regulations with regird to doctrine 

' ^ and discipline* which were not produced, or not in the manner 
« which they desired. There were many discontented Catholics.. Many 
«« abuses attacked by the I^rotestants appeared to those Catholics ex- 
•* trcmely reprehensible \ and several points of doctrine* controv^ed 
** by the former* had induced the latter to think. The council of 
<* Trent had satisfied scarcely any body bi^tthe people beyond the 
^ Alps : what concerned the righu of the Pope and the kierarchy was 
** there carefully settled ; but some essential points of doctrine were 

. '^ still left in a painful state oi uncertainty ; as that of grace, for ex- 
** ample* which held so important a place in the systems of the Lu- 
** therans and Calvinists. Baius* a theologian and professor of Lou« 
*« vain* who had been a member of the council, brought the subject 
** under discussion* and occasioned considerable noise in his time. Af« 
^ ter him* Jansenius* a professor in the same University of Louvain* 
** followed the same errors* wrote his book, entitled Augustinusy was 
** the friend of the Abb6 de St. Cyran, and some other leaders of the 
** party which was called the Jansenist party from his name. It is well 
<< known how many illustrious defenders this party produced, of 
** whom Port Royal became the principal seat. The war of opinions 
'< which was lighted up between the Jansenists and the Jesuits was 

^the most violent which ever raged within the Church. The Jan- 
** senists* who in reality had so many opinions in common with Luther 
•* and the other reformers* and were most heartily adverse to the pre- 
** tensions of Rome* and of the Jesuits* the satellites of Rome^ 
V dreaded* above all things* the reproach of heresy* which was libe* 
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mark, or to require «ny inwdBcaNicfli. The attenipt of ICir. 
Dallas to depreciate tbe PiiovniciAL Lettxbs, or to imnl 
thdr force by calling than a Satire^ b a sophism whidi will 
not araS the ApoAo^ ef^liie Jesaitd: itia true, that Pascal 
has, in this inimitadble work, availed himsdf of the legitimMte 
advantages which the talent of ridicule afibrded him, ** ridendo 
<^ dic^re venim ;" but the facts advanced by him throughout 
the work are inooDteetaUe, and the Extraots fxom the writinga 
ef die Jesuits, with wkidi it as £31ed, have never yet faaes 
doubted, or denied to be tfie production of the bmb whom lie 
exposes and confutes : all the Jesuits dted by Pascal were 
conodered by their own Order as orades, and the whole So-^ 
ciety always acted so ^fstematically as a body, that the doc^ 
trines of the one may be inqputed to the rest mere fiurly th«B 
in any other %iass of men. It is upon the Extracts fhn the 
Works of the Jesuits that the logiod reasoning and briffiant 
wit of this admirable watk are founded ; a work, whidi at 
enee enli^tened the world and immortalized its author* 
Before, therefore, the credit and authority of t9£ Pbovinciji** 
LsTTftfts csn be shaken, the Friends of the Jesuits must 
succeed in proring that tfie karge and ample quotations fitun 
their writings, upon which the whde reasoning of the Pbo- 

^ rally bestowed upon tfaem. It became, in some measure, a pdnt of 
** honour with them to write vigoroasly against the Protestants, in 
^ order to give striking proof that tbey were as good Catholics as their 
« adversaries. At the same time, they wrote at least as vigorously 
u against the Jesuit^ and acquitted themselves in this essential ofRce, 
^ com amon$ with still more eloquence than in the other. As the Je* 
^ suits had entered the lists of sdence and genius with the Protestants ; 
^ their adyersaries the Jansenists aspired, in like manner, to shew 
•* themselves superior to Ae Jesuits in those very respects in which the 
'^ Jesuits excelled* They composed gramnuu^ books of education 
«« and piety, treatises of logic, morality, history, erudition. The 
<< names of Lancelot, Amauld, Tillemont, Nicole, Pascal, SuUy, Sec. 
**sit immortal as the memory of the services which they rendered to 
••the sciences and to French literature.

VoLTAiKE hiniBelf belonged, to corrupt mankind upon d^e 
laigest scale whidi infidefity and profligacy ever attempted. ' 

In p. 14, the charge of fabrication and forgery on the 
part of the ojqponents of the Jesuits is pretty distinctly con- 
veyed in the following terms :— ^^ Widi such enemies aa the 
*^ l^ansenists, will it be thoi^t extraordkiary thi^ a thousand* 
** fabricatiotfis of those days, falaekanng the Jesuits, may be 
^ referred to ? With such enemies as in latar years tcppesred^ 
'' against them, in the host of Phikeophers and Jacobins, is 
*^ it wondeiful that there should bcs modem forgeries?^ tf 
this passage has any meaning, it can only imply that ancient 
authorities must be conado^ as febrications, and modem 
ones as fw^eries, when they happen to bear upon the JesuiU; 
and the passage in question affords a fine exam[^ of that 
species of logic which assumes a £eK^ by interrogation, and 
proves it by implication. 

It would be well if Ms. Dallas had been shle to authen- 
ticate a sin^e instance of either ancient t)r modem fbi^ry :■ 
he only adduces one— namely the ComptM Rendus ; which 
he has, however, entirdy failed in estaUishing as a ibrgeiy, 
as will be hereafter shewn. 

One woiid also, once for all, respecting " the Enemies of 
" the Jesuits^ — ^With Me. Dallas every opponent is only an 
opponent because he is an Enon^, and no Enemy is^ to be 
believed. The imputation of hostility, in order to the invali- 
dation of evidence, is an old rtise^'guerre of the Jesuits and 
their frienda. When the Parliament of Thoulouse declared 
against tbe. Jeaiats, they appealed from their decision, al- 
leging " qu€ le dif Parlement porte de la home au^ JesuiteeT^ 
It is impossible to conceive a more convenient and summary 
mode of disposing of evidence. If applied to the criminal 
Jurisprudence of the country, it would form a prisoner^! 
standing Defence ; for, no doubt, the Prosecutor is generally 
the enemy of the Prisoner, and therefore, upon the same 
principle, ought. not to be heard against him ; but how did 
the Prosecutor happen to become so? most probably fix>m the 
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previous oonduct of tke Piiaoner. Hdir Idid'ii ka^qsen that 
such an excfU^t and exemplary Older «f meo as Mb. Dal- 
las represents the Jesuits to be, had the imsfertune to nudce 
eneoiiesof afanost all the world, ^oept from th^ own deKn* 
quendes? We see to what length thd argument of permitiing 
no enemies to be heard has carried M&. Dallas, when he 
gravely rejects (page IS of Preface) the concurrent testimony 
a£^^ the Umversify and ParliamefU^ of France" for two hun- 
dbred years, upon no betttf plea than that they were enemies 
of the Order. He ap{dlies the same test in innumerable other 
instances : but it seems an expedient not much unlike that to 
winch a culprit once resorted ; who challenged all his Jury in 
turn, in the hope that, by objecting to the whole, he should 
escape a trial. 

In pk. 15 we have a testimony firom the pen of M. Lallt 
ToLSKDAL, to theipfluence of the Jesuits in keeping the pasnons 
<< of the savage pc^ulace^ within due bounds, and preserving 
subordination in the world; which is best refuted by a refer- 
ence to their conduct in every nation, and especially in France, 
during the time of the League, as detailed at large in the fol- 
lowing History : but as that remade is introductory to many 
others of the same dass, and as Mb. DallasV main aigument 
throughout his work is, that the (Opponents of the Jesuits were 
Infidels, Philosophers, and Jacobins, and that if the Jesuits 
had never been suppressed, the French Revolution would never 
have haj^pened, it may be as well to consider that arginnent 
in this place, ooce for all. 

In order to shew that Ma. Dallas has not been misun- 
derstood in supposing him to advance these propontions, it 
may be right to recapitulate the passages which record his 
sentima:its.

Now, in advanciilg the above remai^cs, Mr« Dallas must 
not lay claim to originaii^ : he appears to have taken his 
hint from the following observations in the Letters which ap- 
peared in the Pilot ^^wspaper^ and the Okthodox Catholic 
Magazine, viz. 

*' Every Ptince^ eviery obscrvcar knows t6at the overthrow 
*^ of the Socie^ of Jesus was the first link in the ooncatenatioii 
^^ of causes which produced the late horrible successes of re- . 
" bellion and mfldelity*'' 

And again : ^' To favor the daring projects of civil arid 
*^ religious innovators, the Onder was devoted to destruction, 
** and the extinction of it was presently fdlowed by the uni- 
** versal uproar of the Grallic Revolution*'* 

These observations, it must be admitted, have been very 
likilfully work^ up, and amplified, by Mr. Dallas. The 
bullion of the newspapers and magazines haa bean wire^lraWn 
through many pages of the volume which followed them; and 
the sum of the whole matter is (if the British puUic wiU be>- 
lieve it), that the French Revolution never would have hap- 
' pened if the Order of Jesuits had not been suppressed ! It 
is obvious that the writers in questicm, by this mode of con- 
ducting, the argument to their own conduaons, undertake for 
nothing less than to prove a negative; a taxk which (as it 
has beeti generally held impossible) they may be safely left to 
accomplish if they can : at all events, no one would attempt t* 
xlisturb ^em in the enjoyment of such a beau idkU.

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Without intending at present to meddle with die questiGn 
#f BDUCATION, which will be oonndered hereafter, it may be 
worth while to iBquire, bow it appears that the Phibsc^pheni 
of the Fvench Bevolution Wiere the enemies of the Jesuits. 

Mb. Daixas has abundantly proved that Voltaikb was 
never t^ opponent of the Jesuits. It wa3 he who wrote 
against PAseAL (see p. 14 of Mb. DALhJis)y declaring that 
the Sodety had been undeservedly defamed by the Provincial 
Letters. It was ?ie who in writing to Dahilavill^ (see p» 
186 <^ Mb. Dallas), protests thar innooenee of the crime of 
Damiens, and. declares that all posterity would acquit them of 
the dime of fegfeide; nay, Mb. Dallas himself, in p. 1S7 of 
his worit, expressly asserts, that ^^ Voltaibe was greatly at- 
^.^ tadied to the Jesiuts, and had the highest opinion of them.^ 
How then does tins fact agree with Mb. Dallas^s imputation? 
If VoLTAiBB had hated and dreaded the Jesuits, as the sworn 
foes of his revolutiomtty system, how comes he to be cited even 
by Mb. Dallas himself^ as a strong authority in their 
£ivor? And upon what principle can Mb. Dallas ponnect 
ivith the fact of Voltaibb^s defence of the Order, as recorded 
by himsdlf (p. 136), the statement with which he follows i^-^ 
that VoLTAiBB^s revolution of established opinions and author 
lities was referable to the suppression of the Sooefy ? 

The next statement of Mb. Dallas whidi is intended to 
prove the same position, is, that the Philosophic Infidd 
P^Alembbbt was an enemy to the Jesuits. — Tins he woul4 
maintain, first, by an anecdote (p. 16) that D'Alembebt 
said of a Jesuifs sermon against Infidelity, ^^ These men cBe 
^ hard ;^ a thing which if he ever did say (for no autbori^ is 
pvea)i by no means proves that the Jesuits, as a body, were 
at all more active in dedaiming against Infidelity than thos^ 
Priests, who were not Jesuits, and consequently does not, of 
itsdf) prove that D^Alxmbeb? had any cause to dislike or 
dread the Jeaujits more than odber Priests. — My, Mb. 
Dallas would prove the sameasserdcmby stating (p. ^) that 
P^AuuiBSBT and Dibebot were the chief. Directors of the 
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EnegiAptSg, which mi^ terj well hi^pm widmit tmt 
htfdfig been ottm peculiiiriy opposed li^ tfte Jeeuitethan Aey 
Were to the lre»t <^the Cetfaolic Priesthood; nor does such cir^ 
cumetance {nroTe that diey oonBidered the Ord^ oi JeemlM Id

Now, so f|up 
ftom its being certain that TfAhituwKvt was hostile to thtf 
JTesuits, his work De la DestrucHon tks Je s m ies leaves hie

Dallas cmumvkig, that if he can establish the cxisteooe of 
such hostility, he wilt at the same time prove that the Jesuks 
were the firitnds af Order, Loyalty, and Twmen regimti; all of 
vAieh those PhOospphers design^ to overthrow. Such a 
ppmsess of reasoning as this, supported by no bet^ findeno% 
fiiHa to the ground of itself. 

As ta the apiftien of the Abbt froyari to the sanef pcN^t 
<as statad in pcl36 of Mk. Dauas), there can be little doubt 
tt fan havii^ been himself a Jesuit : he ibund it neeess^ 
indeed to deny thia charge, as many of his Bvetfaren bad 
done befons him^ who weare however not die lass Jtouita ofi 
thataocoiat 

M BL Dauas, in osder to prove further thait thi^ ^F^^ 
siott of the Jesuits was injurioin to Monarchy and Ghd^, ad4«( 
Ae tea^flidittes of the President D'Egviues (p. :38), Ibe 
Infidel King FaKnmc of Pbitssia (p. 143)^ and BA¥S6nf 
(p. 146). 

Now^howdosstheftctOtfiUyi^pear tohiivesto#dF Th«t 
Vot/TAiiB and Us Schocd were in a league agaiiNt the €»* 
tholie Religion^ and Colitkmilftl Oov^mtieiits, ecircdy anf 
Onecattdofllit; and that they siuoeeded^ in conjiactiofei with 
other cauMs, in discrediting that relqiion^ and silbveftingKian^ 
of those GovenMnentSy is equally elear : thMB tox theoppenenta 
and deAmders ^ the Jeauits are i^eed.. Ma. Dajlas^ ho#- 
€90ty is not cflwteiiC tfiat the oppdnente of the Jiesiits should 
mvd ao ftr with hua, and then stop, but idlers himself 
he shsAban^ their concuxxttM^t in aMtbsr propositiMivhaind^ 
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4bat tke new Philoaqpliars abhorred the Jesuits because they* 
were the chief instmments in preventii^ the spread of impifi^ 
and rebellion ; that they conspired to sujqnress the Order am 
this very account; and that if the Jesuits had never been 
suppressed, the French Revolution, with all its direful train 
of evils, would never have occurred. — Mr. Dallas has in 
the £rst place failed to prove that the new Philosophers had 
any particular quarrel with the Jesuits, or had any hand in 
their suppresaon; and much less has he proved that if such 
suppressdon had not taken place, the French RevoluticHi would 
never have hiq)pened. 

What, then, was the real occawm of that omfederacy of 
wit and talent, which burst forth with such scorching and de- 
etructiTe eflbcts at the paiod alluded to ? 

This quesdon admits of «n easy solution. The progress 
from Superstition to Infidelity, or from a eorcupt rdi^n to 
no religion at all, is very simple : the history of mankind, , in 
all ages» furnishes examples to prove this pdbt— Under the 
Pagan lystem, which was no other than a copruption o£ the 
Patriardial and Primitive Dispensation, the liqpses from the 
national faith were almost of course, and the wise and learned 
men of Grreece and Borne (as a general question) either 
openly dmied the authori^ of ^^ them that were no Gods,? 
and dericed the claims of the Priesthood ; or else acquiesced 
in such a system, from a notion, that even a false Relij^on 
was, as aquestion of State, better than none at all. — In lik^ 
manner, uider the corruptions of the Papacy, it was ^npos 
aUe thatas knowledge was difiused throu^ the world from 
the period of the Reformation downwards, and men were peff^ 
mitted to hink for themselves, the errors and inccmsistendes <^ 
Popery sl^uld not become apparent, predsely in that propor- 
tion in wiiich light was thrown upon the human intellect. 
Inquirers ^f this descripticHi found that the Religion of the 
lUnnish Ciurch would not alnde a dose examination, an4 
that it wou^ much less endure the test of a comparison with 
the Scriptules of Truth.-^The doctrine of Papal InfalHbility^ 
for example] was too monstrous for good men to recognise with 
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-iifety to thdr oonaeieiioes, when thejr observed the' erton 
:wfaidi'the Popes had tommitted, dud the vices ki which they ' 
\iad indulged: wh3e<that of Papal Supremacy waa too grosSf 
either for wise Statesmen or true Patriots to admit with safisty 
to their country. Thus also it was found, that the spirttiial 
poorer claimed and exercised by the Bomish Clergy (each of 
whom became the Pope of his own district), was equally at 
variance with the dictates of good sense and sound reasoning* 
They found that the doctrine of Purgatory acocnrded no betlJer 
with any thii^ which the Scripture had r^ealed in support of 
it, than it did with the constant, dedaratipn of Scripture, thai 
the present was a state c^ probation, and the fut\ire, of retrl*. 
bution. The doctrine of Papal or Priestly Absolution ap- 
peared to them only an usurpation, by man, of a power which 
i>eIonged to hb Creator,.while that of Papal or Priestly InduU 
gences afforded sanction and toleration Sx every species' of 
crime, ' They conmd^red the terrors of Excommunication and 
Anathema, as the mere engines of temporal power^ assumed 
for secular purposes alone. They regaled the doctrine of 
Transubstantiation as an, invention, by whidh a mystery waa 
mtroduoed' into the amplest Institution, for no other purpoeip 
than to. enforce the necessity, and exalt the authority, of a 
atunding Priesthood. They found thaft AuricUlat Confea- 
mm, while it, enabled the Ministers of Religion to penetrate 
into the secrets of families and individuals, tended, above 
every other expedient, to oonsolidate their power, and to mul- 
tiply tbor resources. They considered the denial of the Bibte 
lo the eommoa people, as an evident mark of die departure 6f 
^that Church from the truths which it revealed, and the strong- 
est proof of the weakness of a system which could resort to 
inch a measure. They further regarded all the attempts of 
the Bomish Church to mix human Tradition with divine ilev«- 
latioD> as utterly unjustifiable upon every principle; and as 
IMe eonM they endure to see Tradition putting its own gloss 
aad comment upon the Scripture, and virtually invalidating 
the sanctions^ and evading the force, of the word of God bimr 
TOL. i^ X 
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«d£ Tbey observied that a obntempt of the Instittition df 
tfie Sabbath was a ehai^u^teri^ of Popi^, Wherevier that ReBl 
gion preriEiiled; and that the violation of the Marrii^ Voir 
wafl ahnofit pecuiiar to thfi same S3rstem. lliey observed il 
tdigion of forms, jM:oce^ons, cei^monies, and externals, 
usur{Mng the place of that Holy Faith which invariably proL 
duces the fruits of Holiness, without which the Rdigion of 
every man is in the «ght of God utterly vain. There appear- 
ed, flurther, in Pn^rs and Invocations being offered to 
Saints, many of whom had been canonized by the - Ronndi 
Church, after lives o£ open and notorious sin, to be 8ome> 
tinng as repugnant to reasm as it was contrary to revehtion: 
They observed further, that the cruelties and persecutions 
which that Church had exerdsed in every age, were albogetiier 
<ipp08ed to the religion of the Prince of Peace, and calcukted 
Only to alienate the finends of Reli^oh, and multiply its 
enemies. When to these considerations, men who were ih 
search after truth, added the immoral and scandalous Kves 
of the Catholic Clergy 9s a Body, chiefly arising out of 
Ihrir self-imposed Celibacy, they were still further revolted*. 
In cases where inquiries of this description had their proper 
operation, many of the Individuals who made them, sUently 
consulted th^ Bibles ; looked up for the wisdom thit " dd- 
<< soendeth fitmi above T end, witiiout •penly qtdtting a Chtotih 

• Thi« was pecufiarly the case in Spain. — « The reltgion of Spain^ 
(says Mr. Pinkerton in his Gedgraphy) ** is the Roman Catholic, wfaidi 
^ in this country and Portugal has been carried to a phdl of ikiii- 
^ dsnu— The Monks being extremely numerousi and haiaan passid^s. 
** ever the same, those Ascetics atone for the want of marriage hj t^e 
** practice of Adultery, and the Husbands, from the dread of the Jnqui* 
^* sition, arc constrained to connive at this enormous abuse. The cm* 
^ sdenee h seared by the fractice of Msdktim; and the mind becomes 
** reconciled to the strangest of all fbenomemh tlmrftie piety and practical 
^ ** vice touted in bonds almost imdisidlnble, Tho vice b eto m irj iagrant kymd 
** eoneepti^fos it is practised by those very men who ought to inhibit eseampki 
^ « qfpure morality.** Pinkcrton's Geography, voU i. pp. 409 «nd/|T;« 
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%faieh had deported fran her first faith, secretly tmcninced 
her errors^ becanle qibitually enlightened ; and receiving in 
ono^rity the great fundamental truths, which the Romish 
Church hdids in common with the Protestant, they rejected 
chose doctrines of human imposition which were unnecessary 
to salration, and those depraved practiced which were abso- 
lutely opposed to itc with some such hmnble and honest wor^ 
shippers, the Romish Church has been graced and blessed in 
every age; and sndi, many such, are at this moment to be 
fi^und within her palci Other inquirers who had arrived' at 
the saiiie conclusions, openly deserted the Church of Rome^ 
aii4 went cfwer to the reformed Fiddi. 

^ A third class, however, which was by far the most nume« 
Bcms, having talent enough to detect the absurdities of the 
'Bomish Church, and wit enough to expose them; observing 
the grossest errors both of doctrine and practice pas^ng current 
under the name of Religion; and being too proud to inquire, 
whether, anudst such a mass of evil, scnne good might not lie 
ooQoealed ; themselves sensual and proffigate, and determined^ 
Botwitfastanding, to hold fast their vices, these men did not 
care to go over to a purer system, of which they knew as little^ 
and thou^t as ill, as of their own; and yet they would not 
permit the multitude to continue in a track whidi could so 
ftfiily be demonstrated to be a wrong ope. They visited 
therefore the abuses of the Catholic Religion upon Religion 
itse^ and judging of every other Religion by the specimen 
before them, they invited the world to do the same, and unfor* 
tunately succeeded too wdL With men whose abilities enaUed 
them to expose the abominations of the n atio n al faith, but 
wliose proffigacy ^nadeit necessary for them to wish there, was 
no better, there was no other resource than in something worse, 
and that alternative was Ikfidelitt: once embarked on an ocean 
like this, it was only natural that they ^ould desire companions 
for sudi a voyage; in other words^ that they should wish 
to render all men as wicked and wretched as themsdy^ Iii 
iiltarking the Clergy, in order to attain their object, they cm^ 
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tainly were not likely to spare any part of that bodyrbi^ io 
contend, as Ma. Dallas does, that they singled out ths 
Jesuits, as more peculiarly against their new Philosophy than 
Others, and that^ by doing so, th^ proved the Jesuits to be 
the steady friends of true Religion, r^ukr goveniment, and 
tlie peace of the world; these are positions which M&. DiXLAa 
must be content tp have asserted, fi>r they are utterly m^ 
capable of proof. 

If, indeed, the new Philosophers had pursued a course de- 
iddedly hostile to the Jesuits, there would have been nothii^ 
surprising in it, when it is. considered that the Oda* of Je- 
suits formed the most corrupt modification of a corrupt sys« 
tern: and therefore, so far from that event (if it had taken 
place) . having in any way assisted Mb. Dallas in establishing 
either the moral purity or political utility of die Jesuits, it 
90uld only have gone to confirm the fact already advanced ; 
IMunely, that the debased condition into which the Catholic Be- 
Ugion had sunk, was in fact the occasion of an Infidel attack 
ypon Religion itself, throi^h the medium of a Church whose 
manbers, whether they might call themselves by one name or 
fmother, had, as a general questicm, apostatized from the truth. 
In confirmation of this (^nnion, a thousand modem autho- 
rities might be cited ; one only may suffice : it is that of Piii* 
XSBTQN-— ^^ It may perhaps^ (says he) ^' be afiserted, that the 
^f Roman Catholic system in the south of Europe is the only 
)^ Superstidon in the universe which has at any paiod necesst* 
^^ tated the practice of vice; thus confirming the maxim, that 
" the corruption of the purest and best system, is always, the 
" worst. . Were an Apostle again to visit SPAiN^.he would oer- 
^^ tainly begin with preaching the Christian practice, as if the 
** very idea of Christianity had perished, and his first duty 
" would be TO convert the Ecclesiastics.*' — ^Again, speak- 
^ of France, he says," The laws and decency erf marriage are' 
V frequently sacrificed, and the looseness of the Fr^ch morals 
*' in regard to the female sex has become proverbial*" And 
fiiPiher,,." The.j^ligipn of Faakce wasjthe Roman Catholic 
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•*'till the Revolution established freedom of conscience, ob ba-

Now, without endeavouring to strike ^e balance of im« 
<iuity between Atheism and Deism, it is by this time pretty 
^ell agreed that a deplorable cc^ruption existed on the'Conti- 
nent before the Frendi Ilevoluti(>n ; and that^ in the ri^teous 
judgment of 6od, ev^ an Infidel Philc^phy was permitted 
to become the scourge of the perv^ted Faith and criminal 
practices whidi bad taken the place of allthie Religion aiid 
virtue. '■ 

It is a necessary consequence of Ae superstitious abuse df 
Religion, and of the excess to which such an' abuse may bc^ 
carried, that Helicon itself falls into timversal discredit; and 
18 commonly replaced by Allieism, KbertHiiam, and the cbpU 
tempt ef all laws, divine aiid human. 

If the following Histcny diall be considered to establish 
Ae fact of the Jesuits having been from their origm the 
opponents of s^tual li^it, a|id the advocates of spiritual 
darkness, die uidiaQowed inst^ruments €f perpetuating the 
reign of bigotry, superstition, intolerance, and error; what 
dien win become of Mb* Daila^^s attempt to erect these very 
men into Apostles of jiety and purity, or df his theatrical 
assertion (p. 167), that they were " actuated by the su^

If that statement shall be oompletdy negatived by the 
History which follows, what then will become of his minor 
proportion, that it was to their suppression, rather than to its 
own demoralized and vitiated condition, that Christian Europe 
must refer the tremendous visitation she has experienced; k 
^visitation which, so far from having had the purifyin|; tmd 

eS 
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salutiuy effects which might have been antidpated, fa^sonly 
seen her settle down again, into the dregs of the same system 
which was, before, her sorrow and h^ shame:— a violation 
which, after all the expenditure of Protestant blood and trea- 
sure in defence of the rights and liberdes of the world, has 
only issued in the restoration of the Pope, the revival of the 
Inquiffltion, and the re^establishmept of the Qrder of Jesuits? 

So far from Mb. Dalulb having establiahed his extnunr- 
dinary theory, that the Jesuits would have prevented the i^vo^ 
lution of opinions which preceded the revdlitioii of Govern- 
ments, it h wdl known that some pmons, and pardcularlj 
KiCHOLAi of Berlin, informed the public, during the same 
period in which the new Philosophers were at work, that, so 
far from the Jesuits having ever been effectually suppressed, 
they were at that very time actively engaged in abettii^ and 
supporting the advocates of Infidelity; and that the members 
of the ' odety of Jesus were then to be found in every place, 
under various habits and characters, labouring with indefatii- 
gable zeal for the re-estabUahment of thar own government 
upon the ruin of others. Whether this opinion be true or false, 
will be best ascertained by a refei^ence to the evidence which 
that writer and others collected and published in Grermaay in 
support of it: but at all events it may s^re to sb^w, that 
before the Public consents to be concluded by the positive 
assertions of Mr. Dallas on this subject, the interests of 
truth require that an opinion so entirely at variance with his 
own, should be fmrly examined; an (pinion Whidi undoubtedly 
corresponds better with the recorded History of Jesuitism 
than that which is advanced by Mr. Dallas, and which (as 
we have seen) he has supported by no better authority. 

It may be very fiurly questioned, whether the Jesuits, so 
far from bcdng pure of all design to {»t>mote Scefytidsm and In- 
fidelity an the Continent, did not actually encourage and fi»r* 
ward the propagation of those principles frt)m the period of 
their public suppression, as an Odar, down to the time imme- 
diately antecedent to the French flevolutioh; and this bj 
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igi^^Qlis ofthe Masonic Lodges which abounded both in France 
^4 'Genuany^ and which axe laow well known to haTe been 
tfsiasei to the vilest purposes. There seenis at least to be some 
evidence in support of such an opinion from the following au« 
ikontj: Paofbssob Bobison, in the Iatro4uction to his Proqfi 
ffa Cqn^pwaoy against ihe Rdigiai^ and Governments of 
Europe^ says, ^^Grermaa Freemascmry was much connected with 
^' many occurrences and sclusms in the Christian Church: { 
^^ found that the Jesuits had seveaal times intebfe&p)

AJfterwards» speakingof Frecmaaonry in England in the time 
«r the Civil war, he says, ^^ I have met with many particular 
^ tacts, which convince me that at this time the Jesuits in- 
^ TEBFEBED coNsiDEBABLT, insinuadug thcmsclves into the 
^^ liodges^ and contributing to increase that religious mysticism 
** that is observable in all the Ceremonies cf the Order. This 
^* Society is w^ known to have put on every shiqpe, and to have 
** made use of every method that could promote the power 
^^ and influence of the Order: and we know that at this time 
*' they were by no means without hopes of re-establishing the 
*< doxoinion of the Church of Rome m England.^ See p. 21 
of PiofesBor Bobison's work. Again, adverting to the period 
^hidi followed the English Revolution of 1688, he says, 
** King James % with many of bis most zealous adherents, 

♦ That the attachment pf Bang James 11. to Popery (by whid^ he 
lost his Crawn) was chiefly referable to the intrigues of the JesiMts, 
will appear froin the well-known letter of a Jesuit of Liege to a Jesuit 
of Friboui^, dated ad February, 16849 given at length by Rafin. 
This Letter was circulated publicly through Switzerland, and was 
fopied by Burnet, at Zurich. It is as follows:

^ to kneel and kiss his hand, according to custom, saying, * Reveiend 
<< Father, you have indeed once, kissed my hand; but if I had known 
** then, as J do now, that you were a Priest, I would rather myself, 
<< Father, have kneeled down, and kissed your hand.' After he had 
** finished his business, in a familiar conversation, his Majesty told this

« that. Many are of opinion, that Father Edward R. Petre, who is

^ tiiere is always one of our Divines, who has converted some of the

Now, whether the above Extracts go tbeJbngth of aictiiaU;f 
' implicating the Jesuits in that great work of destroctioB whtfJi; 
by eradicating the best princiides of the human heart, first 
ahenated.midi firom his Creator, and then fr^oi his Brother, 
it will be fiir the Public to dedde : but at all events, enouj^ 
it is {^resumed, has been advanced to demonstrate upon what 
ft sandy foundation Mb. -Dallas has built the main argument 
of his work ; namdy, that thp Jesuits were the great oppo» 
nents of .Scepticism and Infidelity, as also that their suppres- 
tton was the death4)low of Beligion ,and Government,^ and 
actuaUy broij^t about the French Revolution. 

To return to Mb. Dallas's work-^He occupies the whole 
pf p. 17 in expressing his indignation,^ because, in the Britf 
AccourUj the word ^< professed ^ (quoted fic^om the Encyclo- 
pedia) is printed in Italics. It is not always easy for writ^ara 
to. sfty, whether they or their Printers have moat to answer for

lk»! bat charity might have led ^K. Dallas to believe.diitt 
no perveraon of Hktory wag int en de d by the sdectioii^of k 
oieoked letter m pi«femipe to a-stiaight one ; or otherwise he 
AouM npt himfldf (as he has dope in. p. 8) ha;^e.put several 
trordB in that 8ai]ne defivmed chagarter, although RomcetsokV 
firom whom they are quoted by Mb. Dallas, gare those 
words aU the i^d^antage. that he.conpideped tbflm entitled to^ 
whsB-be placed them upright on their legs* 

In p.l8 Mil Dallas cCtaiplaiBS- of the <* dnngemioas^ 
^ ness^ ^ he terms it) ^of dualling, the Jesuits ewcfuHvdjp 
^ witb rendering Christiamty utterly pdious in Japaa,* wh^^ 
as-he oontemb, rtg/ Vw u f M ci i w Friars were guil^ too. 

The aasiwrr to this ia very simple: It has been no wherp 
an olgect to duu^ the Jesuits eaedusivefy with the crimes.in 
which they weoa engaged; but rather to diew that they fre- 
quently.ai^ed in comsert with the Catholic Clergy, and even 
laity^ when it suited thdr purpose: indeed, Mr. Dallas ia^ 
so senflble of this, that, in p. 11 of his Pk!efiM», he states 
the nsffnabk object 6f the Briff Account to be, to ^^ r^idtir 
^ the Older odious, but the real one to be an attend to at* 
^ taoh odium upon CafftoUcs in general in the present cnsb 
<^ of the Catholic question.'' The fact is, that in stating the 
Jesuits to have rendered Cbristainity odious in Japan, the 
Bri^Jccoumt does not happen to exhibit the part taken in 
thai a&^ by those %ho were not Jesuits, as is done in other 
jnstBBOf ; and this aoridental omisflion is thevtftte converted 
by }iu. IXiLLAS into a chai^ of an in^m^uMui/, design to fia 
upa^ the Jesuits ejBcluMvc^ the crimes in question. When 
Ma. Dallas, faowevev, inds the othor Orders of the Catholia 
Religion implicated, togetbor with the Jesuits, ^ in t^e lela* 
tion of the trpuUeain France, in the time of the League, or 
the Guiqpowd^ Plot in England ; he tl;ien shifts his position^ 
and finds oause for census because other Catholics are reflect*> 
ed on MweU as 4he Jesuits. In one instance he thinks th^ 
Catho&s ought to -come in tor their shai^ of oondemAC^tion ; 
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in aooother he ihiciks thejr ought to have been spttitid': in 
order^ however, to the complete exculpation of the Jesuit ill 
J'apon, Mb. Dallas should have shevm that they did not reaii^ 
Christiflnitjr odious there ; for^ until he can do that, the statement 
Aat they did, is not controverted by his proving that olh^ 
Catholics did so too. It is under a conviction that, in order 
to desct the Jesuits at all, he must clear them altogether, that 
hie therefore, in p. 19, would have us doubt Aether eithef 
^tie Jestiits or the Priests were to Uame; and thus, after hair, 
ing admitted that the Jesmts really acted with tHe other 
Priests, he quotes MoirnssauiEir to shew that ^ the Miigis^ 
^ trates of Japan punished the people for not renouncing th^ 
^ Christian Religion:^ undoubtedly they did; but does tl^ 
redtte what has been first asserted, namdly, that the Jesuita 
had rendered Christianity odious there ? M oirrESQiTiEU*s re^ 
mtttk applies to die period of time when the Jesuits had r^i^ 
Sered Christianity so odious, that the government of that ooun^ 
iry determined none of its subjects shbuld belong to radi a 
{nrofbsdcm. When MoNTEswrEtr, therefore, states that the 
Magistrates punidied Christians in Japan; this does not 
prove that (he Jesuits were innocent of t^e scandal thuA. 
tnmight upon Christianity, Or that they had not been msttu- 
mental in bringing nt into disrepute and contempt*. The 
prbof that they actually did so, must be referred to the 
following History. 

Ma. Dallas Aen (p. 20) asserts, that, as ^ to the enor* 
^ mities in China, the Jesuits were not more responrible for 
** these ;'* and in order to prove this, he quotes what he calli 
** a geographical Account of China*^ (without informing us to 
what account he alludes), the Extract from which goe^ to 
riiew, that two Jesuits having begun the mission in Chma, 
they had many foBowers, ^ until tiie Dominicans and Fran- 
^ dscans took the .field, and then contentums broke (nd.^

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Now^ supposing this geograghical acoount to be true in 
itself^ and correcdy quoted, it is clear that it would pnlj prov9 
that two other Catholic Orders were involved in contentions of 
9ome sort or other with tlie Order qf Jesuits in China ; but it 
, was not with contentions <^ any kind that the Jesuits had been 
accused^ when they were charged with " enormities in China.^ 
The enormities alluded to were their open and scandalous 
alliance ot Idolatry with Christianity, and th^ inculcation, 
in that Empire, of an impure and debased form of worship, 
in which the rites and sacrifices of Heathens were mixed wit^ 
the purer religion of Christ ; and all this, in direct contraven* 
tion of their professed object, which was to convert Pagaxt 
Idolaters, and to evangelize the world by means of those Mis- 
nons of which Ma. Dallas speaks so highly-<*-Let us hear 
what Palafox the Bishop of Angelopolis says of this matter 
in his Letter to Pope Innocent X. dated 8th January, 1649 1 
^' The whole Church (says he) pubhcly laments that it has 
*^ been rather seduced than instructed in (^hina by what the 
" Jesuits have taught respecting the faith : they have kept 
*^ the Cross of the Saviour out of sight, and authorized cus- 
^^ toms absolutely pagan ; instead of Christianizing Idolaters, 
•^ they have heathenized Christians ; they have united God 
*< and Belial at the same Table, in the same Temple^ at the 
^^ same Altar, and in the same Sacrifices ; in fact, Idok are 
^^ worshipped in that nation under fhe mask of Christianity, 
« or rather the purity of our holy faith is polluted under the 
^* mask of Idolatry. They have not only permitted the new 
** Converts to frequent the Temples where Idols are adored, 
<< but to take part in the abominable Sacrifices which are offer- 
<< ed to them; nay, they themselves offer sacrifices to the Idols, 
" prostrate themselves before them, present incen^ to them, 
*^ and erect the Cross in the same Temple with Dagon ; the 
•* Idolatry of such rites being evaded by a pretext of the Jer 
<^ suits, directing the inward attention of the worshii^)er to a 
^^ Cross which b carried in secret at the same time that exte- 
^ rior worship is c^ered to the Idol.''— ^< No other Ecclesiastical 
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** Order ever departed so widely from the true princifdes of 
^^ the Chrktian religion. It has been seen, that, mstead of 
" teaching the new Converts as they ought, the new Converts 
^' have invdgled their Teachers into Idolatry, and have m-^ 
^^ duced them to embrace a worship and customs which are 
^ detestable ; so that the fish has ftdt I)een taken by the 
" angler, but the angler has been cau^t by the fish *.— I 
*^ have a whole -volume of apologies c£ the Jesuits, in which 
'^ they not only ingenuously admit their most pernicious mode 
^ of instructing the Chinese Converts, but Didaque de Mo-- 
^^ ralex^ the Rector of their College of St. Joseph in Manilla, . 
" whidi is the metropolitan City of the Fhilipjnnes, obsti- 
'^ nately defends (m a work of three hundred pages) all those 
" tlungs which your Holiness has very justly condemned by 
^ seventeen Decrees of the Congregation de propaganda Jlde^ 
** and endeavours by all the subtilty in his power to overturn 
'^ the reasoning contained in those decrees.^ 

That it may not be imagined that this Bishop had not iint 
best means of information on the subject, it is proper to add 
his own declaration in support of his statement — 

'< As I am nearer to this people (the Chinese) 'Aim any 
" other Prelate ; as I have not only received Letters fiom 
*' their Instructors, but am acquainted with all the facts of the 
^^ case, and am in possesion of all the documents that have 
<' appeared upon it : and as, in the character of a Bishop, 
^ Grod has called me to the government of his Church, I 
'^ should have cause to tremble at the awfiil day of Judgment, 

* ** A man (says Bishop HoftNS) should be very well established 
** in faith and virtue, who attempts to reclaim a profligate } otherwise 
** he may become a convert, instead of making one. Cbapelle was met 
^ one day in the street by his friend BolUath who took the opportunity 
«< of mentioning to him his habit of drinking, and its consequenoet r 
*^ unfortunately, they were just by a Tavern ; CAa^lie only detbed 
** they might step in there, and promised he would listen patiently and 
** attentively ; Boileau consented, and the event was, that about one in 
'* the morning, they were carried home dead drunk in separate

In p. 21 Me. Dallas repeats his charge, that the object

Thore is something in the mode of putdng thk observatbn 
idiich requires attrition. The charge of a de«re to exdk a 
ftrmefU against the claims of the Catholics is not justified by 
any thing which has been offered. An attempt has certainly 
been made to shew that such claims are, under any dbcum* 
stances, fraught with danger to a Protestant State— and fiir* 
ther, that with Jesuits both in England and Ireland to enfijtee 
those claims, and (in the event of their being conceded) to 
take advantage of that concession, in conjunction with other 
Catholics, such dan^ becomes formidable in no common 



It will not be denied, that a great measure of state policy, 
new in its nature/ vast in its magnitude, and hazardous in its 
consequences, has been proposed by the Catholics and dieir 
advocates. It is the inalienable privilege of every English- 
man to examine this question, involving, as it appears to do, 
his dearest interests, his civil and religious rights and liberties, 
and all that he has been accustomed to oonnder most sacred hi 
this world. It is equally his privilege to convey his opinion to 
his Countrymen,, with his reasons icx the conclusion to which- 
he may have come. If any other man should take a dif- 
ferent view of the subject, he is also at liberty to express his 
opinion ; but by what right does he venture to impute to his 
neighbour any desire to ^^ excite a ferment'' by his preceding 
statement ?

which authorities Mr. Dallas has any right to object), 
Mezeeai, in his Abrtg6 Chronokgique^ provesthat the Jesuits 
had a principal share in various Leagues throughout France, 
the grand centre of which was the League at Paris ; and, 
that the members were bound by oath ; that Matthieu the 
Jesuit was expressly named ^^ the Courier of the LecLgue^ on 
account of his frequent journeys between Home and Paris; 
and Mezeeai further shews, that it was the intr^ues of the 
Jesuits which led to the treaty between the King of ^pain and 
the Dukes« of Guise, dated 81st December, 1584, which 
provided, that, %n the event qf tfte death qf Henry IIL the 
Cardinal de Bourbon (a creature <^ the Jesuits) should be 
proclaimed King.

{tttal, and to divert them fixim a sense of the misery to which

teen, the Jesuits gave an impulse to seditkm, ^bidi was fdt 
both in the cajntal and throughout the Kingdom ; that they 
j^reached revolt in their Sermons, circulated it by thar writ- 
bgs, and inculeated it in their congregatkms. 

VBiHoire de la ViOe de Thoubmae, by RaTKAL, shews 
that A0Oi£:a the Jesuit administered the oath to the Leaguers 
of Thoulouse, and that its leaders pledged diemselves never 
to adcnowledge Henry lY. as iheir King. 

Dk Thou states, that on Matthieu^s death, which hap* 
penad in 1588, the General of the Jesuits appointed Odon 
PiGSNAT his successor, whom he calls a violent and Jimaticai 
LtagUer of the Jesuits. The work, ^titled, ^^ Les Jesuites 
<< crimineis de* Lhse Mofestif^ and Callibr's << History ef 
^ Marshal de MatignotfT (who was sent to quell the League, 
by Henry lY.)) both prove the League of Bourdeaux to have 
been instigated by the Jesuits. 

The testimony of Du BoouiY and of Sully might be 
diljed to the same purpose, as wdl as that of other Historians 
equally unexoqptionable, all tending to establish the fisKl diat 
the Jesuits were particularly active and fermidable during the 
period of the League; a oonfed^nuy whidi had for its general

Daixas and 
die other friends of the Jesuits with the Extracts dmwn from 
those accredited writings in which the Casuists so fully deve- 
loped what has been called *' raart ie diicaner woec DieuJ* A 
oansideraUe degree of anger must always be excited by the 
exposure which the Jesuits suffered by the pubiieation of s«ch

The Jesuits and their advocates find it eanerlo deal with 
pHnd statements, than with specific facta; and it is therefbte 
mo natter of surprise, that, when they are pres s ed by. such ar* 
gaments as these, they should lose all patience, and substitute 
invective for reasoning. 

Hie next Historian whose testimony is sought to be invali* 
dated is Pbyknk. 

It would have been strax^ indeed if he had been spared, 
sinee it was principally owing to his exertions that the desigaa 
of die Jesuitt and thdir adherents of the Catholic r^gpon m 
the end of the ragn of James I. and throughoiit that of 
Charles I. were detected and defeated. The character of such 
% writer can no more escqpe the aqiersions of those who d». 
ftod the Jesuits and thdr friends at this time, dion Pannix 
himself could escape the resentment of the Jesuits and their 
friends when he lived. The ofience of Prtvkk is too deep 
to be forgiven, and too recent to be ^Nrgottsn; anoe the body 
of Evidence ooUeeted ahd brought forward by turn if;ainBt the 
Jesuits and Pajnsts, is <me of the most important links in the 
chain of the History of Popery in England. 

When the unjust and tjoranmcal Court of the Star Cham»> 
ber had determined to silence, by whatever means, the loud 
and general remonstrances which were heard throughout the 
nation against the revival of Pqsery, and its inseparable at- 
tendsokty Arbitrary Power, theybegan by inflicting, the most 
cruel and odious punishments upon those who had been instru- 
mental in apprizing the pec^le of the measiu^s which were in 
agitation. The persons who were principally singled out, were 
Pa, BunTOK, a Clergyman c^ the Church of England, Da. 
Bastwick, a Phyflician^ a^d Ma. PaYNKS, a Barrister; wl|0 
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^wn dl 8iifa}0ct»i to the htaviest ^es, and the most severe 
and ignomxnious pumiafaraents, the effisct of which steps, on tlie 
pert of the Court, was directly contrary to what was intended: 
Ibe Protestants of England, so far fixim being awed into 
snhmjswmi by the terrors of this example, espoused the cause 
of the acciued, and went the length <^ honouring them by a 
public triumpb— From this moment, Pbtkne enjoyed the 
cenfld^nce of thechief opponents of the Jesuits and Boraan 
Catholics; and it must be confessed, that if considerable 
dqpth and Tigour of intellect, an unabated ardour in die 
pursuit of his olgect, and a large diare of l^al and juridical 
biowledge, entided any one to take a prominent part in a 
question cf the deepest national concern, PRTKim was emi- 
WSoAj that man. The portion of personal feeling which may 
be supposed to have operated with PaTiniE after the punkh- 
ment inffieted on him, oug^t undoubtedly to be taken into the 
account in judging of the degree of credit to be attached to 
his testimoDy; but not, as Mb. Dallas would insinuate, to 
dBscredit that testimony, even if it stood smgly. Fortunately, 
tic^wever, for the interests of truth, his writings do not rest 
upon hn own statements alone, but are amply sustained by the 
fiicts he adduces, as well as by much other concurrent testi- 
mony of that particular period. 

Mb. Dallas refers usfor an account of Pbtnke to Hitme, 
die well-known advocate of arbitrary power; who, with his 
characteristic levity and contempt for religicHi, notices one of 
Pbykne^s works, from whidi he takes occason, as usual, to 
sneer at Piety under the name of Puritanism. Pbykks, how* 
ev^r, published several others, which it 'did not perhaps i 
the purpose <^ Hume and Mb. Dallas to mention : one '

nign of Charles I. as weU as thai Kng^ subsequent misfam 
tnnes, to his affection for Popery, and his desive to reign 
without Parliaments.

laid by him before the Sing, and aflarwards proved on oadi 
before the Parliament We have also his Account of the 
TBiAL OF THAT Aechbmhop ; including the evidence adduced 
on the trial, which shews that the Popish Secretary of State 
WiivnEBAHK (who afterwards fled the Kingdom), Caeddtai. 
Babbebini (the nephew of Pqpe Urban VIII.), the Pope^s 
^undo CuKEus, THE EvousH Jesuits, and the Catholic 
Pbibsts, were all engaged in a league throughout the first 
years of the rdgn of King Charles I. (in which they were 
abetted by his P<^Msh Queen*), to establish th^ own religion

wfajcb has lately i^qpeared), and by Lord Chatham (in his 
Letters to a noble Rdative recently pnUished), as the most 
fiutbfiil and elegant History of those times.

•* ants or Heretics. Into this most bigoted, Popish, royal family was

** secretly inclined to Popery, notwithstanding his declarations to the

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Sir John Templc'^s History of the Massacre of the Protest- 
lants in Ireland ; Baxter^s Life and T^imes ; Whitlock^s Me- 
morials; Sir John Berkley's Memoirs; Clement Walker's 
History of Independency ; Ludlow'^s -Memoirs, and particu- 
larfy his Three Letters from the Hague ; Fairfax's Memo- 
rial;' and a variety of contemporary works; some of which 
have been lately republished by Ma. Baron Maseres, who 
is well known to have paid particular attention to this inte-* 
resting period of English History, and who, on the subject of 
the quarrel of King Charles with his Parliament, and the im- 
portance of the Protestant Succession, expresses himself lui 
fidlows in his Preface to the Select Tracts rekO^ to ike 
Civil Wars in England: " This part of the History of Eng- 
** land is generally considered as more interesting than that of 
** any other preceding period of it, because it contains an 
** account of the grand struggle between King Charies I. and 
*^ the people of England (acting under the direction of the 
** famous Long Parliament^ that met on the 3rd of November, 
*^ 1640), to determine * whether he should be permitted to 
*^ govern them by his sole will and pleasure, as an absolide 
** Monarchy and without the assistance of a ParKamekit (as 
** he had done very lately for ten years together, before the 
" Civil War begun), or whether he should be compelled to 
*^ consent to admit the two Houses of Parliament to a parti-^ 
^ dpation of the Legislative authority with him,^-«o that no 
^ new Law could be made, nor any old one be repealed or 
" altered, nor any new taxT be imposed upon the people, 
" without their joint consent ; to which participation of the 
" Legislative Power with the two Houses of Parliament, all 
^^ the Kings of England, his predecessors, ever since the 
" creation of the House of Commons by King Edward I. 
" in the twentj -third year of his reign, A. D. 1^95, had 
*' uniformly consented, as to a known and established maxim 
** of Grovemment.' 

" This was the real sulyect of the dispute between King 
i< Charles and his Parliament : for, as to the Executive 
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^ Power of the State ; or the right d[ causing justice'to'b^ 
^^ admipjirtcred to his people^ aooording to known Lawsabeady 
*' duljr establi^edy and of appointbg proper judges for that 
** purpose; and the right of making war and peace with 
^ foreign nations, and of levying sddiers, by free contracts 
^ with them, to serve him out of the dominions of the Crowii 
** of England, against such foreign enemies, and of ajf^xnnting 
** the Commanders, and other Officers of the Soldiers so levied 
'^ for foreign service — and the right of levying the MiKda of 
^ England to stippress a rebellion, or to resi^ an invasicm of 
^ England by a foreign enany, but without going out of the 
*^ dominionfl ofihe Crown:: — all these powers, great as tfiey 
*^ are, and dugeroustopuUicUberty as diey Would be, if they 
*^ were abused, yet ware allowed to belong to the King ; andL 
*^ no intention to change the English Monarchy, into a popular 
** Gov^nment, or Commonwealth, was then entertained by 
*^ any conaderable number of the Members of that Parfia* 
^< ment, (nr of the Peoj^e of England, by whom they had been 
-^'eletted. 

^^ The real question, therefore, which gave rise to that 
^ famous Civil War, was, ^ whether the Engli^ nation should 
^ di^nceforward be governed by die King alcme, or l^ the 
^ King and* Parliament conjointly;'* or, in other words of thef 
^ same import, * whether they should be governed as slaves to' 
** the will of an absolute Monardi, possessing the power of 
^ an Emperor of Morocco, or as a free people, who, in Ume^ 
'* of peace and d<»nestic tranquillity, had a considerable sharef 
** in makii^ andaroendii^ the laws by which they were to te 
^< governed i* and theref<nre it is most happy for the English 
^^ nation, that the Parliament was successful in this contest: 
** for it is to this success, together with the subsequent glo- 
^ rious Revolution, in the year 1688, under the great King 
** Wilfiam, that we owe the degree of civil Hberty, security 
*^ of person and property, and other advantages of a wise 
^and equitable Grovemment, which we now enjoy, an<| 
^* have enjoyed ever since that great event; «ad, ^more 
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** etptmSij, since Ithe guoces^n of the Princes at the Home 
<^ of Hanover to the Throne of these Kingdoms, iqxm the 
<^ death of Queen Anne, in the yeat 1714, in oonaeqn^Ke of 
^^ the wise and noU^ Act of Parliament^ generally known hj 
f ^ the name of the Ad qf Settiemtnt^ which was passed in the 
^ latter-part of King William'^s rrign, for excluding all the 
<^ Popish branches of th^ Royid Family, and likewise all such 
<^ members of it as shall bereeiler embrace that hostile and 
^ intolerant Religion, from thdor ri^t of succeeding to the 
^ Crown ; and ndither of the^e two great events, the Revo^ 
^^ kition in 1688, and the succession of the Haiiover Family 
<^ to the Grown in 1714, would probably have taken {dace, 
^^ if King Charles bad been sucoesbful in that contest with 
<^ Ins Parliament^ — Pre&ce to ^^ Select Tracts rdating to 
<^ the Civil Wars in England, in the B^gn of Kii^ Charles I."" 
Mr. Babon Massrxs furthar observes, in his Pre&oe to 
'^ Ludlow's Three Letters,"" << The people of En^^d had 
<^ as much reason to be dissatisfied with ilhe oppressive and 
'^ illegal government of King Charles I. in the first four years 
'< cX his reign, as their successors had to be dissatisfied with die 
<^ of^esdve and ill^;al acts of the whole fi>ur years of the 
^^ zeign of King James II. ; and if the rtsistanoe to King 
<^ James II. for his tyrannical proceedings (which produced 
<^ his abdication of the Crown) was justifiable and even laud« 
^ aUe, it mast surely be allowed that the resistance of the Paiv 
'^ liament of November, 1640, to King Charles I. must like^ 
^^ wise have been justifiable and laudable. It is to t^ wise and 
^ vigorous proceedings of that Parliament, in the two or three 
' *' first years of their continuance, and befwe they were dis- 
** turbed aAd overawed by the mutinous conduct of their own 
^^ victorious armies, ailer the King was made a Prisoner, that 
^' the subjects of the Kingdom of England, afler the restora- 
" tion of the monarchy in 1660, have been principally indebu 
** ed for the several political privileges and advantages that 
** have exalted their condition above tliat of the subjects of 
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*^ Pnuioe and Spain, and most of the dtber monarbhied of 
** Europe.'' 

A plissage in Millar's Historical View of the EngHsk 
Gooemment nay serve to oonfinn the oometness of theabore 
remarlffl: 

** The first fifteen years of the reign of Chasles I. pre* 
^ sented nearly the same view of political parties which had oc- 
^^ curred in the reign of his Father;^ the King eagerly demand- 
^* ing supplies ; threatening that> unless his demands w^ere com- 
^* plied with, he must have recourse to other methods of pro- 
^^ curing money, and declaring, that as the existence of Parlia- 
^^ ments depended entirdy upon his Will, they must expect, 
*^ according to their behaviour, either to be continued or laid 
^^ afiode ; — Parliament, on the other hand, tvith inflexible reso- 
** lution, insisting upon the previous redress of grievances ; itii 
*^ members imprisoned and called to account for their beha- 
^ viour in that assembly ; repeated dissolutions of Parliament, 
^ for its perseverance in refusing to grant the Sums dananded; 
'^ and each dissolution followed by the arbitrary exactions of 
^ Loans and Benevolences, and by such other expedients as 
** the Crown could put in practice for procuring money."" 

^^ From the whole behaviour of the King during this 
*^ period ; from numberless instances in which he declared his 
f ^ political sentiments ; from the countenance and favor whidi 
** he shewed to Uie authors of doctrines entirely subversive of 
" civil liberty ; from Iris peremptory demands of supply 
^ accompanied with menaces, in case they should not be com«> 
*^ plied with ; from his repeated dissolutions of Parliament, for 
^*' persisting to inquire into national grievances; and fhim bis 
^^ continuing, in consequence of an avowed resolution, fcnno long 
^ a pamd as that of eleven years, to rule without the aid of any 
^ national Council, and to levy money, both directly and indi- 
^ reedy, by his own authority ; from all these circumstances 
'^ it is mamfest, that he conadered himself as an absolute Mo- 
^^nsrdl,: and that althou^ he made repeated if^filications to 
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-<^ Pariiament for supplies, he was £ur from admitting die necd^ 
^* nty of such an expedient, but clumed the power of imposing 
** Taxes as an inherent i^t of the Crowfl.''— " To the illus- 
^ trious Patriots, who remained imshaken during this period, 
'^ we are indebted, in a good measure, for the preservation of 
*^ that ftieedom which was banished from most of the otha 
*^ Countries of Europe. They set the example of a constitu- 
'< tional reastance to the encroachments of prerogative ; aocom- 
'^ modated their mode of defence to the variations in the state. 
^^ of Socie^ which the times had produced, and taught the 
^^ House of Commons, by a judicious use of their exclusive 
^ rij^t of taxation, to maintain and secure the ri^ts of thdr 
** constituents.^ 

Of the Long Parliament too, MaLAB qpeaks in the fed- 
lowing terms: — ** Whoever,^ says he, " examines with otten- 
'^ tion the proceedings of thb Parliament, from their first 
*' meeting to the commencement of tJro^Civil War, will eaaly 
^* perceive that theur views were someVRat difierent from those 
^^ of the four preceding Parliaments; and perhaps will find 
<^ reason to condude, that they did not continue thfough the 
^* whole of this period, invariably the saine. It was the object 
*^ df this ParKament, to reform sudi parts of the Constitution 
<< as were grossly defective; but their plan of reformation was, 
^ necessarily varied, and extended according to the pressure oi 
^^ drciunstances. That the Parliament had, at this time, any 
^ intention to overturn the Monardiy, and to establish a re> 
^ publican form of Government, there is no good reason to' 
^^ suppose: after all the regulations which this Parliament intro-. 
** duoed, the Sovereign still ranained in the possession cfyerj 
" ample powers: he still would have enjoyed a vcrioe in the 
^^Legislature: he would still have exerdsed the. power of 
^ collecting and disponng of the Public Revetme. He would 
<^ still have remained the fountain of honour; would have 
^^ nominated all the Judges during pleasure, and have had the 
^< sole privilege of declaring Peace and War, with that of levy* 
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ing and oommaDdhig all the .mercenary fcM^ces of the King- 
dom. In a word, his direct authority would hafve been mort 
» absolute tlian that of the British Monardi at present." . 

" With respect to the conduct of Charles during this 
*^ pmod, we meet with no important variation : the same 
*^ arUtraiy system invariably pursued, and by thm same \xxf^ 
^* scrupulous means of dissimulation and duplicity : to those 
*' indeed who look no further than the immediate transacticMis^ 
^^ and who are unable to trace the intentions and motives of the 
^^ Parties, it may seem that the ground of the dispute had been 
>' changed^ while Parliament was labouring to introduce a set 
** of palpable innovations, and the King, who certaiiily con^ 
*^ sented to these with reluctance, is represented to us in the 
^^ light of a secret friend to the old constitution. This is the 
** aspect of the controversy which those Authors who attempt 
'** to excuse or justify die Monarch, are at great pains to ex* 
" hibit, and to whicli they would willingly confine the atten« 
" tion of the reader. They endeavour to conceal or keep out 
** of view the former measures of the Sovereign, by which lie 
*^ had subverted the fundamental Laws of the Kingdom, and 
^' the evidence which had occurred of his obstinate resolution 
*^ to persist in the same designs. Thus they impute to Parlia- 
*^ ment, the offences in reality committed by the King, and 
** represent as violations of the constitution the regulations 
<< which had become absolutely necessary for its preservation ; 
<* that is, they confer as a poison the antidote given to pre- 
" vent its baneful effects.'" 

. Now, if the above views be correct (and with the body of 
evidence, which Babon Maseres, and the Authors who$e 
works he has republished, have collected in their favor, it will 
not be easy to prove them otherwise), then is Prynne entiUed 
to the gratitude of all succeeding times, for the conspicuous 
part taken by him in exposing the intrigues of Popery, resist- 
ing arbitrary power, and maintaining ^e privil^es of 4he 
British Parliament, and the Uberties of the people of Eng- 
land. 
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Mft. Daluls^s statement, therefore, that Pbtnnb was ^ a^ 
^ factious agent"" (p» 86), " a thorough-paced puritan,"^ and 
^^ a Libell^"" (p. 36), will not suffice to overthrow his testi- 
mony. There is nothing easier than to call names ; and the 
tmputation otjacthn is a^ old as the age of the Apostles, 
•when the chief of that chosen band was called ^< a pestilent 
>• fellow," a ** mover of sedition, and the ringleader of a sect" 
(Acts, xxiv, 5). 

Mb. Dallas's assertion, that Prtnke attacked the Church^ 
is not correct, unless he means the Church of Rome : he cer- 
tainly attacked those Members of the Church of Ei^land, who 
(like Aechbishop Laud, Bishop Montague, and Heylin), 
a{^)eared determined to bring in Popery^ against tlie wishes of 
the People of England; and who shewed its Professors and 
Mimsters such honour and patronage, as appeared to PrtnkS 
and others, to be inconsistent with the safety and existence of 
the Church of England. 

So far was Prynxe from fpying any countenance to the 
excesses of the Parliament or the Army, that he invariably: 
exposed the irr^ularities of both, to the utmost of his power^ 
both by his public conduct, and his printed works ; and he 
also attacked the usurpation of Cromwell with so much vigour^ 
that he was actually imprisoned by that military Demagogue : 
so far also was Pry^tne from displaying any hostility to Mo- 
narchy or r^ular government, as such, that he was eminently 
instrumental in restoring Charles II. to the Throne, and 
gave his most strenuous support to the legal and estaUidied 
government, which was effected by the Restoraticm of the 
lawful Monarch. 

Mr. Dallas next attempts (p. 85} to diecfedit the testi- 
mony of De Thou. 

This great Historian enjoyed the oonfideqce rf HEintT III^ 
of France, by whom he was employed in Normandy, Picardy^ 
Germany, and Venice; his knowledge and integri^ reccHn^ 
mended him to his Successor Henry IV. who made lum his. 
Privy Counsellor, and reUed on him in the most impoitani 
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n^gotisCioiis. He placed him at the head <^ the Boyal LU 
faraiy ; an office (say the French Biographers) worthy of hit 
erudition. The same Ejng appointed him one of lus Conunid^ 
sionersy on the part of the Catholics, in the celebrated Confer- 
ence act Fontainebleau, during the Regency of Mary d^ 
Medids. This distinguished character was one of the Directors 
General of Finance; he was dq>uted to the oonferenee of 
Loudun, and employed in.other affismrs of the greatest ooa$e^ 
(pience, in all of which it was diffictdt to decide whether hia^ 
hcmesty, or his talents were most conspicuous. His intimate 
acquaintance with the best dassical audiors,- his profound r^ 
searches, uid his extensive travels, his knowledge of the 
manners, the customs, and the geogn^hy of various countries, 
enunently qualified him for that stupendous work, the Hisfory 
of his own Time (from I64i5 tx> 1607); awork which kivrive^ 
aU the great interests of poliey, war, and letters, during a nu>st 
interesting period. The impartiality and intelligence which 
are displayed in this performance, have been the theme of 
genemtadmiratidi : hit redecdons are elevated, and yet jikK-- 
ciotM ; and although his details axe sometimes dabontte- andf 
diffuse^ the doquepoe with which they are reiieved may be 
permitted to atone for this defect. De Thou, however, al^ 
jdiongh himself a Cathdic, was too enlightened, not to eftserve 
Ae crooked and secular policy of Ae Church of Rome, and 
too honest to suppress the result of his obsenations. He 
ipeaks, therefore, with freedom, of worldly-minded Popes, of 
a licentious Clergy (whether Jesuits or not), and of the trea*< 
<4iCfoitt House of Guiie ; andhe evinoea eonsidUeable Kberalitgr 
aiid candour towards Protestants. ** ifine illae laerymse T 

Sudi H line of conduct could not fail. to attract many foes^ 
He was accused of heterodoxy by some» and of heresy by^ 
others: this esdted no surprise in his own mind, and it 13% 
thtts that he rrfutes the imputatioBs whksb had arises, in a> 
Letter to the PrendeUt Jemmm. ^ I call God to witn^"*^ 
% (iays he), *^ that I have only had his glory, and the public , 
^ ff^^ ud view, in having composed my History with the most 
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^ jscrupuknis and unoomipted ficbHt j of ^ich I was ca{taUcf> 
** wkbout suffering myself, to be inflij^nced by friaidship ot 
*^ by hatred. I admit that many have the adyaAtage of m^ 
** in a more agreeable style, in a superior mode of nairation^ 
^^ and in the depth of their reBections and maxims ; but I wilt^ 
'^ yield to no Historian who has preceded me, in fidelity and 
*^ ocnrrectness. I oould eaaly foresee that I should draw 
^ upon myself the hatred of many persons, and the event has. 
" shewn that I was not nustaken. Scarcely had the first part 
" of my ICstory appeared in 1604, than I experienced the 
<< animosity of many, who, by artifice and calumny, excited 
^ some Courtiers againsit me, who (as you know) are not 
*^ themselves the best judges c^ subjects of diis kind. They. 
^^ carried the matter to Rome, where, after having condemned 
'^ me, they easily broi^ht about the condemnation of a work 
** (by means of prejudiced Cens(»«) of which they had not 
** perused one third ♦.'' 

Perhaps, however, Mb. Dallas may object to De ThouV 
aeoount of himsdf. Let him hear then what the great Loe]> 
Mansfield said of him and his History, in his celebrated 
qpeech in the If ouse of Lords, in the cause of Tfie Chamber^

pretext of Rfligion,the Pope in this, consigned to excommunication the- 
anthors of all woilct, in which the authority of Princes and Magistnrtea* 
was supported against the usurpation of Ecclesiastics : besides whicb>, 
the Romish Inquisitors prohibited, in the mass, all books printed by 
sixty-two printers who were named, which works they denounced^ 
without any regard to their contents ; adding further a general prohibi- 
tion to read any book issuing from the press of any printer, who but 
once in his life had printed any thing produced by an Hereficw-^By^his/ . 
means (says the Historian) nothing was left to read, and never was a* 
better secret discovered to paralyze and corrupt men by Ridigion.-^e> 
Hittory of the Council of Trent, book vi. 
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Jain ^London rtgmnH Evans: he thare qpeaksof him «• 
*< that great man, who, thou^ a Papist, had dared to advaiKce 
** 80 many admirable things in the dedicatiim of Us Histay 
•* to Henry IV. aHistoiy which" (says Lord Mansfield) " I 

•* KEVBE EEAD WITHOUT HAPTUBE.'' 

It was De Thou whom the great and learned Gsotius ea^ 
teemed above all othars, and with whom he preserved a fiiend- 
•Up and maintained a correqpondence, till the hour of hi* 
death. 

It is at this character, that Ma. Dallas ^^ first casts a 
/* stone r 

To furnish any further eulogiums on Ds Thou would be 
to write a volume. Let his own works pnuse him. Let the 
general esteem in which the world has agreed to hold th^oA 
(with the exception only of certain partisans, who cannot bear 
the truth) sudSce to wipe out the asperaons which have be^ 
cast upoa him by tlie author of the Letters in the Pilot 
Newspapeb, and the Popish Journal, which Ma. Dallas has 
thought proper to make his own. Finally, let the unsuoess- 
ful efforts of the Court of Rome, to stifle the evidence collected 
by De Thou, and a multitude of other Historians, while they 
/ifibrd a strong argument in favor of those writers, serve to 
estabhsh more fully the narrow and perverted policy of sup- 
pressing facts, because they do not tend to the. credit of the 
Bomish Church ; a policy which would sacrifice truth itself 
to the interests of a particular system, and would keep th^ 
whole worid in darkness, rather than that the delinquencies of 
Popery, and her twin aster Jesuitism, should be exposed. 

Me. Dallas next ventures <m a little bush-fighting with 
the elaborate and fSaithful Histoiy of Bapin; not daring, as it 
diould seem, to hazard an attack in firont 

He oomphuns, ^< that he finds in the pages of Rapin, the 
** names of Jesuit and Catholic indiscriminately used as acr 
^ cused of plots :^ and, whom has Ma. Pallas to censure fer 
this? Certainly not the Historian, but those faithful Bre* 
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tfaren, who, true to each other, and to their cause, were diu» 
Indiscriimnately engaged in plots, of which Raptn records the 
failure. If the names of Jesuits and Catholics are indiscrimi' 
tiately found in the pages of Rapin, what are we to infer from 
this, but that, if the same persons are found sgtan in this 
Protestant nation, thej wiU be indiscriminately engaged in the 
same pious work ? 

Mr. Dallas, however, finds that " the Jesuits conAited 
*^ the accusations brought against them by the most persuasive 
** dmplicity of their protestations of innocence ;"" and blames 
** a writer of 1815 for citing the pretended plots, in the days of 
*' Elizabeth, and of the Stuarts." 

If protestations of innocence were to be admitted as proqfk 
of innocence, M&. Dallas might contend witli greater proba- 
biEty, that the plots of the Jesuits through the five reigns of 
Elisabeth, Charles I. and 11. and James I. and II, were only 
pR£TEi>n)ED. Let U3, however, examine this assertion. 

The greater part of tlie offenders in the above instances 
Were charged with having designed the destruction cS the 
lawfiil Sovereigns bf the land. In addition, therefore, to the 
ordinary crime of murder, the treason which it involved 
against the highest authorities, and a sense of the distraction 
and uproar which might be reasonably expected to ensue, ren- 
dered such a species of crime peculiarly detestable to the 
people of England. Now, it has ever l)een found that most of 
those who rank in the worst class of offenders declare their 
innocence to the last, especially in cases where the offence is 
not deposed to by an eye-witness of the fact, and frequently 
where it is, it being attempted, in the latter case, to affect die 
credit of such witness, as perjured or suborned. It has often 
been found that the dread of general odium and indignation is 
the last surviving prindple in the human breast : it is dearer 
than life itself; and many who have not f«u:ed to die", have, in 
all ages, shrunk from the complete forfeiture of character which 
A confes^cmof their crime would invdv^. They could daz^ 
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and eivluTeevery thing, but the bfie of {mbUc opinion. Thu 
m nciDAtter of speculation at tbeory ; but the histc^ of crime 
in every poiod and every nation iviU abundantly confirm i

Without looking back to antiqidty, we have two remarkable 
examples in our own time of the most resolute denial of guilt, 
in cases respecting which no honest man could entertain any 
doubt. The first is that of Marshal Niet in France, which* 
has been alhided to before ; and the second, that of Lord 
CocHBANE in England, who, being accused of a crime which 
no gentleman ought to have committed, endeavoured to falsify 
the evidence of dinnterested .witnesses, impeacheil the decision 
of a Jury, which was sworn to decide upon the evidence, §nd 
insulted a Judge who, in every man's mind but the Prisoner-s, 
was elevated above all suspicion of any bias against him. 

It was probably upon the same principle that the J^raks, 
charged as they were with crimes of the d^epM die, Crimea 
which in the Proies^rs of religion assumed greater aggravation 
than in the case of common men, determined on denying, ta 
the last, the accusations which had been brought. 

But further; in estimating the vakie of the Jesuits^ ** pro* 
^* testations of innocence,^ it must be considered, that the 
interests of their own Church, and of dieir Brethren then in 
England, required that they should not avow tlieir guilt, on

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account of tbe scandal which would haye accrued to the 
Romish Communion, and the danger whidi nught hare ensued 
to oAkers.

Priests by whom they were attended^ without the addition of 
a.puUic.confesaon ; wluch, while it could not savje th^ own 
Kves, would only commit th^ own cause *. When to these 
considerations are added the doctrines of casuistry whidi jus- 
tify rebellion, and divest it of its guilt ; the merit of a good 
intention, which sanctifies the end in view, by the use of any 
peans to obtun it; and the duty of obedience to Papal autbo- 
xity; we may perhaps ccnne to some more ccnrect conclusions 
upon, the importance to be attached to a Jesiut'^s ^^ protestations 
"of innocence,^ than if such r^ections were laid out of 
s^ghtf. 

• The following passage from Purnet will prove that be did not 
tnadoe very highly the Jesuits' " protestations of innocence.'* •* One 
'^ Seijcaot, a sectrhir Priest, who had been always on ill terms with the 
^ JcMtitSy and was a sealous Pa^MSt in his own way, appeared befbt« 
^^e Council, upon security given him; and he averred that Gawcn 
^ the Jesuit, who died protesting he had never thought it lawful to 
** murder Kings, but had always detested it, bad at his last being in 
^ Flanders, said to a very devout person from whom Serjeant had it, 
** that he thought the Queen might lawfully take away the King's lifb, 
<* -for the injmes he had done her, bat much more, because he was a

f Burnet, it appears, would not believe those who were not 
Jesuits under circumstances where their religion was opposed to their 
▼cradty— « 8hr Edward Hales" (says he), « a gentleman of a noble 
^ funily in Kent, now declared himself a Papist, thougli he had 
^ long disguised it$ and had once to myself so solemnly denied k, that 
^ I was led from thence to see there was np credit to he ginfen to that 
*f sort ofmin^ wher^ their Cbttreb or Religion nvas cmcemed" Burnet's 
Historyof hSsown Times, Vol. li. p. 379, Edit. 1734 — AndBAXTEa was 
much ef the same opinion; ftn- he says, ** The King" (CharlesII.) « that

It is not true thai they have been cited with any such ob- 
ject : they have been addu^ to shew, that Jesuits cuinot be 
tolerated with safety to this country, and that CalhoEcs ean- 
not safely succeed to power or influence in the State; whether 
the argument which they afford to this point, together with 
iike other arguments to the same point, which have beeft 
Inrought forward, go to establish it, let die country judge. It 
is the less necessary here to notice the sophistry whidi i mpwta i 
to aU those who cannot see with Mb. Dallas^s eyes, a vefiHnl: 
to tolercUe the CathoRcSy because that imputation has been 
conadered before. The Cathodes enjoy, and may they ever 
enjoy, the most ample toleration : no man who values religious 
freedom and loves his country, would wish that they should 
have less ; but surely many of the best friends of ToIeFatia» 
may still be excused (or refusing the Catholics the power te 
act intderantly towards those whom they call HereHcs^ wkh^ 
out at the some time being chaiged with refvsiog to tidecat^ 
the Catholics. 

To resume the subject of the Popish Plots : Mb. Dal- 
las, in order to shew they were only^ pketeubbd, refers us to 
«< Db. Milnk&^s Letters to a Prdbendary,^ and he is certainly 
entitled to all the benefit which he can derive from the evi- 
dence of a Popish Bishop. He then pksses to the asserlidns, 
or rather asseverations, of Mr. Fox, respecting the Plot of the 
Jesuits m the rdgn of Charles II : although, from the manner 
in which the pasrage is quoted, Mr. Dallas^s readers are left 
to guesfr what Plot Mr. Fox alludes to; and, indeed, it ia 

** alienating the Crown from the line of succesftion, and partictilarly 
** that he would consent, that till the succetctor^ (James JI.) << should 
^ take the test, he should exercise no act of goTernment. This offer 
** took much with many ; but most said that it signified nothing ; voR 
^Papists hate easily dispensations to take ^jhy tests or 
9* oaths."— Baxter's Life and Times, part iii. p. iSi« • 
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ontf hf reference to Mn. Fox^s work that any one can disco* 
Ter* It is iinpoBsible to acquit Mr. Dallas cf a r^reb«)'^ 
iiUe (not to say intentional) ambiguity on this sub|ect ; for, 
iBdHM^diatdy after his quotation from Mr. Fox as to tUs Plot, 
ke has these words : ^^ Speaking of one of the imaginary Po* 
** pish Plots, Mr. Fox expresses himself thus,'' 81c.: whereas, 
in fact, Mr. Fox is at that moment speaking of this samtf 
Plot in the rrign of Charles II. and of no other. Tlie Plot 
m question ia that which ccmcemed Liord Stafford and other 
Catholic Peers, the Jesuits Whitebread, Fenwick, Gowan, 
Turner, Haroourt, Coleman, and Ireland; and the under* 
plot cdnnected with it, viz. the murder of Sir Edmondbury 
Godfrey ; in which affairs, Oates, Bedloe, Diigdale, Tongue, 
Turbernlle, and Pranse, were the principal witnesses. 

It is sincerely to be widied, for the credit of Mr. Fox, 
Ihat he bad contented himself with a statement of the Evi- 
denoe which was actually given on both sides, in some such 
MamMT as Subnet has detailed it in his History- of his own 
Times ; lathef.than that he should have c<munitted himself to 
such an indecent attack upon ^^ the King, Pai^liament, Judges, 
** Juries, Witnesses, and Prosecutors," for their conduct at 
this important juncture. Had he attended to the cautious^ 
way in wluch Bpbket (who hved through the whole period 
alluded to, «id possessed the best means of information), as « 
weH as others^ have examined and balanced the evidence which 
was produced, it is almost impossible that he could have ex- 
pressed himself with so much passion and vehem^ice as he 
has done : the passage extracted from Mr. Fox's work has 
rather the dedainatory character of a popular harangue than 
that of a sober examination of an historical fact * ; and a re- 
ference to the authority which has been referred to, as well as

Me. Fox himself adnuts that the belief in the pbt waa 
unitersal (see p. 81); and expressly declares himself as mudh 
convinced as Bafix, that there waa a deogn or project to in^ 
troduce Popery, at the head of which were the King and his 
BMher (Charles II. Aum Jambs II.): but Mb. Fox can- 
not conceive how, if this were the case, the plot in questioa 
could have been real; notconsiderii^ that the Papsts were ge- 
nerally believed to have meditated the death of Chables II. 
who iras atlj their concealed friend, in order to make way for 
Jambs II. who was their open and avowed friend, and who 
afterwards proved himself so, even to the satis f action of Mb. 
Fob himself*. 

If, thei^efis^, that eminent Politidan and Orator, instead 
of quoting IhtTnBN (who was a Papist), in order to prove 
that the plot was fictitious, had adverted to the evidence 
wUch there is fat its truth, he woiild,' in all probaUlity, have 
bMi drtcyrted from hazarding so positive a declaration as we 
fin^ and might have preiened even indecision itself, in a case 
of conflicting testimony, to the decided and dogmatical tone 
which he has assumed,— With how much greater dignity and 
d^cenqr does Bubnet sum up his reflections on this whole 
subject, when, after a patient comparison of the contradictory 
tfvidence winch had been brought forward, he, observes^ 
^ lliese things put a man quite in the dark: and in this mist, 
** matters must be left till the great revelation of all secrets ; ,

Me> Dallas next ventures on an assertion (p. 89), that 
^^ IjOeo Staffoed^ who was bdieaded fcr lus part in the 
^ Plot, was an innocent victim of his pure attacfantient to 
"God."" 

It is difficult to comprdiaid upon what prkdple Mb. 
Dallas has voitured upon so pontive an assertion of Loeis^ 
jStaffoei)"s innocenc&r 

' BuEKET, who was sent for by that noUeman after his 
ocmdemnation, had frequent ocmununicadon widi hkn, and 
appears to have possessed much of his oonfidenoe^ states that, 
althoil^ he denied any intention ^ kilBng the Eingf he yet 
admitted to him (Buenet) that he <^ cmU discover mamf 
** other thingi, that were more material tfaanaay thiq^ that was 
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<* yet known, and for which the Duki^ of York^ (afterwards 
James II.) " would never forpve him ; and of these, if that 
** mi^t save his Hfe, he would make a full discovery :** in 
ecHisequ^nce of which^ Bubnet adds, he was exanuned by the 
House of Lords; but on his endeavouring to criminate the 
Easl of Shaptessuet, the House woi|ld bear no mm«. 

Tbis information goes strcmgly to shew that Loan Sxaf- 
FOBD had at least been engaged in thef deagn of estaUishing 
Pojpery, as it is odierwise di£Bcult to oonodve how any part 
of his ocmfesnon oould have criminated the Duke of York ; 
and with respect id the design upon the King^s life, whidi 
was deposed to l^ the witness Tubbeevillb, Subnet, after 
throwing some shade upon that perscm^s testimony, adducea 
the feflowing remarkable drcumstance in corroboration of it: 

" When Turbwwille'* (says he) " was near death, he 
^ sent for Mr. Hewes, tha Cuc^ at Saint Martin^ who 
^^ was a very worthy man, and froin whom I had this account 
** e£ him : Turberville looked on himself as a dead m^ 
<< at the first <ime he eame to him ; but his disease did no 
^< way affect his understanding or his memory : he seemed to 
^' have a teal sense of another state, and of the account that 
'^ he was to ^vie to God for his post life. Hewes charged him 
*' to examine himaelf, and if he had swOm fidsely agmnst any 
^^ mmskj to confess his sn, and glorify Gkki, Chough to his own 
^<. shame. Turbervffle, both in discour^, and when he re* 
f^ cdved the Sacrament, protested that he had vf^j^rnothing 
^^ but the truth, in what he depooed, both against Lobb Staf- 
^ FOEB and tub Eabl of Sraftesbubt, and renounced the 
<< jBMcies of God and the benefit of the death of Christ, if he

Two. reasons rendered it necessaiy to dwell the more 
largely on this Plot First— because the obscurity and am*

But inasmuch as the supposed offend- 
er, Sn William Scrogos, was not actually bom at the time 
when his learned brethren gave their information to the public, 
Jim. Dallas must excuse us for dedining to visit by retrospec- 
tion the ansof Sib William upon his predecessors; in other 
words, for concluding, that, because one man expresses him- 
fl^ with intemperance at one epoch, therefore that other men 
who had long before been in their gmves, are not to be be- 
teffdm 

fim. Dallas next relieves his atteirtion, after severe* stu- 
^Bes, by employing three pages of critidsm on the following 
passage in the Brief AccowU of the Jemiis: << It b foslnon- 
^ ahk with many reasoners to treat all history as a foble, and 
^ to set up for themselves in matters of policy, in defiance of 
^ the testimony of antiquity. These persons would assign 
^ the same office to the records of past ages, as they would to 
^ the stem lights of a vessd, wbkk serve only todirow a light 
^ over the path whidi has been passed, and not over that 
** whidi lies brfore us.**^ 

' Mr. Dallas, after expressly stating, that he is << at a loss 
^ to conjecture what is meant by the allunon to stem lights,^ 
' indulges Imnsdf, notwithstandipg, ill s^end fooetiouB oonjec- 
tnres, on the meaning of tba passage, and runs into some 
reasoning (in whidi be will notb^ ooqtradicted), upon the di& 
ftrence between stem lights, and ^ the moons of carriages*^ 

Sndi an attempt to evade the fptce of a v^ ample pa^ 
tfage by involving it in obscsurity, does not appear to require 
any particular comment : it may, howev^, be observed, that 
there is no defoct of vinon so difficult to treat as that whic|> 
is the result of a man^ own choice; in plainer (althou^ i|i 
homdy) terms> ^< none are so Uind as those who wHI not se^^^ 
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If) in the utmost exerdse of chari^, it were pomble to be- 
Mewe^ dmt Mb. Dallas oould really mistake or mbunderstand 
the meaning of the above passage, nothing indeed would be 
easier than to put it in different language; but it is to befear« 
ed, that unless the charge which the passage contains against 
those who reject or impeach the evidence of history, could be 
at the same time withdrawn, it is not a nmple alteration in 
the phraseblo^ which would satisfy Mb. Dallas, whose quar* 
rel, it may be suspected, is not so much with a mere meta- 
jdhor, as with the offenave truth which it conceals. 

In p. 45, we have another complsunt, that, ^ under cover of 
^f attacking the Jesuits, an attack is aimed at Cathoucs nf 
^^ obnbbal;^ and we are frequently reminded by Mb. Dallas, 
that the opponents of the Jesuits are the enenuesof th£ Ca^ 

THOLIC CLAIMS. 

In ireply to this, it may be right to observe in all fiankness, 
that the two questions of the Jesuits and the Catholic 
CLAIMS certainly do ajqpear to be virtually connected with ^ach 
other ; and that while he who defends the Jesuits, or fi^tb in-* 
different about them, may be excused for advocating the Ca^ 
tholic daims, or preserving silence respecting them, it b al*

* It is remarkable, that when the Rebellion of 1641 broke out in 
Irebmd, the Roman Catholics of that country enjoyed all the political 
power which they now seek in what they term Catholic Bmancipation. 
They were Members of Parliament, Lord Mayors, High Sheriffs, Jus- 
tices of the Peace, &c. ; yet this did not prevent, but forwarded the Re* 
bellion, and enabled them to accomplish their object of a Protestant 
persecution with so much greater £Eu»lity. Those who more partico* 
larly enjoyed theK priyileges were among the foremost to rebel, iot

Shaittow^ Alt Parish Brie^ of the umoii of Adamstown 
and Newbawn^ was •sworn by Davk^ NeriUe to have been 
active ia pfomotis^ the RdbeUkm in Carrickbyme Gamp 
[see Neville'*s Affidavit for much valuable information]. ShaS* 
lam liberated* from the Bam at ScuDabogue^' aiid saved by 
Usderieal authority, a young inan of the nane of Lett 
Lryan Murphy, the Priest, saved the life of William Fle- 
ming, by furnishing him with a regular pass. Roche the 
Caikhohc Priest, Commanderi in Chief of the Rebel Camp 
at Shievekdta, pubhdy exhortedthe Rcbds, ia the hearing of 
Fleming (who made Affidavit of the fact), assuring them, 
that ^^ tjiey were fighting finr their religion,. dirir liberty, and 
^ Ae riglhiB of .thrir anceBtnrs^ aiid that they must persevere;^ 
and Sermons of the aame tenour were daily preached by 
Frietta at the head of the xAd. columna in their camps. 
Roche also headed the Rebels in conjunction. 'mth.Bagenal 
Harvey at Three Rock Camp, near W^ord; and in a pub- 
lic harangue at Carrickbyrne, he denounced >aU Protestants as 
Heretic^ in the hearittig of a Protestant Gfnt1cma% .who was 
taken prisoner, and afterwards related it to Sir Qichard Mus* 
gr^ve, with this additional anicirmatb that Bag^nal Harvey, 
the Rebel Chief^ who heard die harangoe^ lamented to him 
that the wm* turned out to be purely religious, and that the 
PriesU had got absolute sway. This deluded Chief, Bagenal

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Harvey, was a man of honour and hmnaiaty, thougfc aban^ 
doned to absurd politkal speculittiont: he was filed widi hor^ 
for on hearing of ihe maMMcfe at ScuSabogue^ ' and the day 
lifter, issued ^Greneral Orders denoundng the putnshment of 
death on all who shoidd murda* thdr Prisoners; for which 
praiseworthy act he was deposed, and Roche thi Priest woe 
elected In his steady cuenore suited to carry into effect the san^ 
guknary objects of his employers, 

Keames the Catholic Priest was a Chieftain of the Bdbeb 
at Enniscorthy . He, with others, took prisoners Dr. Hill and 
his Brother, and kept them as hostc^nes ; and in the coarse of 
the march, said Mass for his luother Rd)elsy having a broad* 
cross bdt, anda dn^goon^ssabre, under his vestment; and when 
Mass was over, hepuhlidyexhcnrtedthe Rebels, buthisdrunk* 
enness and ignorance prevented hi& proceeding to any great 
length. 

When Boche the Priest, the Commander in Cluef, was 
encamped on Lacken Hill, he wrote the foUowkig Letter to 
Doyle, another Priest : 

*< Rev. Sir, 

<^ You are hereby ordeted, in conjdnctkm 
"with Edmund Walsh, to order all your Parishioners to the- 
" camp on Ladcen Hill, unda: pain of the most severe 
*^ punishment; for I declare to yOu and to them, in the name 
" of the peojde, if you do not, that I will censure all Sutton^s 
"parish with fire and sword. Come to see me this day. 

" Lacken Hill, June 14th. Roche. 

" To the Rev. James Doyle.'' 

Andrew Sheppard, a Corporal m the Irish Artillery, swore, 
that while a prisoner at Wexford, he was taken out into a 
small square in the gaol to be shot, and on his bong placed 
against a wall in the square, the Rebels burned priming four 
times at him with a musket : on which the Catholic Priest 
John Murphy (who had entered the gaol) cried out, " Let the 
^ Heathen go back to prison, and be damned :^-*(hat on the 
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fDorningof the day that the Bebeb marched from the cattip of 
Gorey to attack the Town of ^klow, Murphy the Priedt; who 
was killed at the battle of Arklow that day, asoended a car, 
and preafhed a Sermon of exhortation to the Rebels, in vrtAch 
he assured them that they were fighting in the cause of God; 
that the more of the Heathens (meaning the King'^s Army) 
they should kill, the sooner they would go to heaven; and that 
if any of them died in batde, they would be sure of imme- 
diate aalvalion: that the sam^ Priest took some bullets out 
of hii^ pockets, shewed them to the Rebels, and assured them 
that they had hit him at the battle ci Gorey, in iMerent parts 
of his body and limbs, and that they could not do him any 
injury: that he said furdier in the same Sermon, that he 
would take the gravel off the road, and throw it at the Here- 
tics, and that he eould kill them with it. This witness furth^ 
deposed, that another Prii»Bt of the name of Dixon declared to 
the Rebel Geiieiral Roche, that they should take the Town of 
Aridow in half an hour; that then they should be joined by 
tw^ty thousand men; and would then proceed to Wicklow, 
and from thence to DuUin. He further deposed, that the Re- 
bds, wherever they marched, put to death such Protestants as 
fell into their hands; saying often on such occasions, that the 
kingdom was thdr own, and Aat there dhould be but one Reli- 
gion: that the Rebels, on their arrival at Gk)rey, after the 
battle of Arklow, put many Protestant* to death, though they 
had served with the Rebels in that battle, and that when they 
were on the point of executing one Walkor a blacksmith, some 
of the Rebels pleaded in his favor, saying that he had made 
many Pikes, and fought well with them ; but the Priest Jc^n 
Murphy said *^ that if there wbs but one drop of Protestant 
'< blood in a family, they ought to put that family to death ;** 
and that the sud Walker was accordingly put to death.— -See 
ShephenTs Affidavit, which was sworn before the Lord Mayor 
o{ Dublin, on the 7th of September, 1798, and to whose 
veracity and credibility a Lieutenant Greneral, a Major Gene- 
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tal, a M»>r> ^d Aree Lfadtcnant Cofendb, jdl certify by 
rigmpg Iibeirriiime8.«t th^&Mjiof th« AffiSft^ i; -. 

; Georgp Taylor, of fiallyvtalt^/depoMd, tUt Sfidhad M»* 
phfy another Alesi; attended the R^bd Camp mtfjGorcy ; and 
hie Afiidayit roajrrhe: consulted £ar imiidi^raluaiik iiifinrnwtioii 
respecting the^ atrodttes eoai)nitted by ihe'RAeis on tlie Pro- 
testaats at Waxfbrd and elsefwhere. 

Bleakney Onnsbj^ of €raiTane, in tbe Coun^of Wexferd, 
deposed, that Ae same Priest Miohad Mitophyyirho ims dnef 
in cammand on thetaardi fiomOorey ix> Arklow, bidted Veiry 
frequently on the road, and offered up public prayers Ibr'ihe 
success of the^Rebels, who on those ooeaBions'knek'down^ and 
often, kissed the ground; and his Affidavit supplies Jnrtber in- 
fonnation on the nature of the contest, and shews that it had 
every character of a rebjpaus war.' This witnesses falher 
and two brothers were murdered, and anodier brother died of 
grief. , . 

Sir Richard Musgrave observes, that the Rdbeb were sup- 
plied with listaof the Protestant Inhabitants of emry FsipUi; 
and mentions ane instance, in particular, of a Rebel, who, on 
being solicited to nveaboy's life, declared that <^ he could not^ 
*^ rdease him oonsistently with his own saf^r '^ which shewed 
(says Sir JUdbard Musgrave) ** that he acted by the orders 
" of his superiars.*" 

Richard Grandy, of Bidlyshan, in the County of Wexford, 
deposed, that his obtsmed a pass-firom Edward Mufphy die 
parish Priest of Bannow^ to pass and repass through his dis» 
trict for the purpose of curing the wounded; and that he at- 
tended mass cdebrated by hitn, after which he heard him 
preach a Sermon; in whidi he said, " Brethren, you seeyouare 
** victcNious every wherer— that the balls of the Heretics fly 
«< about you without hurdng you — that few of you have fallen, 
** whilst thousands of Heretics are dead, and that the few of 
" you that have fallen was from deviating from our cause, and 
*' want of faith— that this visibly b the work of God, who 
** now is determmed that the Heretics, who have reigned up- 
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rBttunn^ mmoN amd xBBXi£ioir. If} 

^ words of ^m hundred years, sbould be •xtirpatod, iliid tbf 
•^ true C«^Iic religkm be esublkihcd''~aiid that this Ser- 
mon was preached after the bicttle of Boss, and that he hmtA 
sereral Sermons preached by the Priests to the same effect; 
audi that he likewise heard many Rebds who had beoi at the 
battle of Bmnsoorthy and elsewhere, dedare, that Rodie the 
Priest, a Rdbel General, constantly caught the bullets that 
cane from I£s Majesty^s arms, and gave them to his n^n to 
load their pieces with : that every Protestant that was ad- 
mitted into the Rebel corps, was first baptiaedrby a Priest; and 
that every Protestant that refused to be bapdzedtwas put to 
death; and ^t many, to save their lives, suffered themselves 
to be baptized. 

Sir Richard Musgrave also gives a osfiy of the hornd 
Oath which was taken by all the Rebels, juinted copies of 
which*^ere found upon numbeas who were slain, particularly 
at the battles of New Boss and BaUicanew, and which oath is 
as follows: *^ I A. B. do sdeaanly swear by our Jjxd Jesus 
^< Christ, who suffered for us on die Cross, and by the blessed 
*^ Virgin Mary, that I will bum, destroy, and miirder all Hd- 
*^ rttics, up to my knees in blood. So help me God."^ . 

In further proof that the great object of the Irish R^ 
bdlion in 1798, was the destruction a£ the Protestants, the 
depositioil of William Fleming on oath is very material. This 
Affidavit opens with the following paragraph, viz. that be was 
a YeomAn in the Ta^^imon cavalry, was taken prisoner by the 
Rebeis, at Kilbum near Taghmon aforesaid, on the thirty-first 
May, 1798, by a man of the name of Brien^ who was a o^ 
tain of Bebels; and diat the said Brien asked him whether be 
would be iNqptizedP On which he replied, that he was bap- 
tized before, and that he did not think a second baptism pe* 
cessary : that Brien asked him, whether he knew that, this was 
a religious warP to which he r^ed, he did not; on which 
Brien told him, that no person would be suffered to live but 
he that was a true BcHnan Cathcdic. 

David Ne\iUe swore an Information, the 2d of July,

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IIS PEiBSTs^ 8si>moK AND mi^muoiT. 

1798, b^nre the llev. Jcdm Kennedy, aa^ in presence of 
General Fawcett, that John Cody, Michael Devereux of Bat. 
tlestown, John Devereux of Dungulph, and David Walsh of 
Ballygo, in the county c^ Wexford, were buiy in promoting 
the B^>ellion; and said, that the object of the Rebellion was 
to murder such Protestants as would not turn to mass. 

James Murphy, a Papist, deposed on the 2d June, that . 
die object of the Rebellion was to murder all the Protestants, 
and to have the Kingdom to themselves. 

John Fitzgerald, of Black Hill, deposed the same the Sd 
July, 1798. 

Charles Rdilly deposed, 5th July, 1798, that he saw Fa* 
thers Byrne and Shaillo^, at the camp of Carrickbyme, active 
and busy in promoting the Rebdlion. 

Joseph Kelly, a Protestant, deposed, 6th July, 1798, that 
he was baptized by Bernard Downes, a Priest, aloi^ with 
many more; as he heard and believed, that every Protestant 
was to be put to death. He also deposed, thiit brakes of furze 
weve set on fire by the Rebels^ in expectation of finding Pro- 
testants hid in them, 

Andrew Shepherd, and Patrick Dungannon, of the Royal 
Irish Artillery, who were taken prisoners at the mountain of 
Forth, on the thirtieth c^ May, deposed, that the Rebel Ge- 
nerals Roche, Fitzgerald, and Murphy, informed than, that 
Jdtm Coldough, Esq. of Tintem, in the county of Wexford, 
was at the head of six hundred Rebels, at Tintom a£[Hresaid, 
ready to cut-off the retreat o{ the thirteaith regiment of foot; 
and that the Priests Dixon, Cavanagh, Murphy, and several 
other Priests, were very busy and active at the Rebel Camp at 
Gorey, promodng and forwarding the Rebdlion. Dixon en- 
deavoured to persuade the Rebels to march to Dublin, for the 
purpose of talcing it, and that they would be jdined by twenty 
thousand Rebels, in the county of Wicklow. 

The Affidavit of Elizabeth Edwards states that her 
neighbours who were Roman Catholics, informed her that all 
the Protestants would be put to death on the 10th June, 1798; , 
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in cttumpienee. of which, abe went to the Catholic Chupd, 
where ahe was beptiaed by one Brae the Priest, who after- 
wards ^^lafiiiM^f*^ bis fee, which she paid him aooordin^y* 

In fVirther proof of the war bang a reli^ous war, James 
BowsoD, of a Parish in the County of Wexford, a farmer, 
awoN^ that the Babel Commander at Gorey shot him in the 
head, and broke his jaw, and that he was << fully convinced 
^ that he bad no other reason for shooting him, than that he 
<^ was a Protestant.'' He further deposes, that his house, 
nuthouses, fumitnre, and fiEurming utends were burnt, and his 
cattle j9tokn by the Rebels, 

Thomas Cleary was executed the 8th of Mardi, 1800, fiv 
the murder of his master, £dward Turner, Esq. on th0 
bridge at W^onji. Just before his execution, he made the 
iMlowing con&saon, in presence of Joshua Numi, Esq. High 
Shoriff, Ihree magistrates, and many othas: That he was 
guilty of the said murder. On his being asked» Did he not 
think it a sin to kill his master? he refdied, diat he often 
beard the pec^Ie say, it was not a sin to kill him^ and that 
ance the murder of hb master, he received absolution from 
two Priests, Edanus Murphy, of the Pansh of Sjlrush, in the 
s^iid county, aiid Ryan, who had done duty for the Priest 
Redmcmd, of the Parish of Ferns. He was also asked, did 
they cNrder him to do any thing for committing so horrid a 
crime? He answered, they ordered him to fast from meat, 
three days m each wetk for three months, as a penance. And 
this confesaon was mgned by Joshua Nunn, High Sheriff, and 
three Magistrates. 

Eliaabeth Crane, qf Wexford, widow, deposed on oath, 
that just before the dreadful massacre of the Protestant Pri- 
soners, in cold Uood, which took {Jaq^ on the Bridge of Wex^ 
lord^ on the SOth June, 1798, she saw Doctor Caulfiekl the 
Popish Bishop, and tfocbe the Priest, together in the street of 
Wexford, and that the Bishop puUidy gave his benediction to 
a multitude^ c£ Rebels (who kndt to reodve it) armed with 
Pikes and other weapons, as they weMod their way from the 
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ISO FftniflTs^ K^mmj' Atrb MA^EUjmH/ 

Graol, where tfiey hid been^ngaged in the work cf death, to ibe 
Brk^, where n more awfbl sac^ttfioe was preparing; md'that 
very shortly after tiie men yAkt^ had been ao blessed b j the 
Bishop, had gcfne on to the Bridge, two Rebels amiedwitfa 
Pikes entered her house, who told her ^ they wexethen slaugk 
^teriilg«n the Bridge; thatthey would never drawbridle^till 
<' they put than alt on a levd, and that by that time to-nor^ 
" row there woidd be neither buying nor selling in Wexford.'* 
We further learn from the Affidavit, that this act of the BUiq> 
was no occasional or ordinary affair, aoice he was neariy -an 
hour engaged in the benediction, during which time the wit- 
ness heard the shot by whidi Matthewson was killed at the 
6aol. This Bidiop appears to hare given a Faculty or Power 
of Attorney to the Priest Bryan Murphy, who ordered the 
massacre at Seullabogue, enabling him to forgive rins, wludi» 
however, he withdrew about two years after the Rebelhon. 
At all events, titis or some other drcumstance led to a quarrel 
between these two worthies at that time, and the Letter whidi 
fbUows may afford a 6ir spedmen of EfMsoopal authority in 
Ireland.

The very interesting naradve of the Lan<fing« of the 
Frendi in Iidnid, in the year 17^, written by Dr. Stock die 
late Buhop of ^Syiala, will confirm the above authentic state* 
ments, as to the part taken by the Catholic Priests, against 
their native coontry, on every occasion of tria}. They havt, 
iran that period to the present moment, lost no occasion of 
incukating sedttion; they openly rejoiced in every success of 
Buonaparte on the continent, and did not conceal thdr sorrow 
-on bong acquainted with his overthrow, as the final defeat of 
then* own unlawful hopes: they havo sought to ccHTupt tihie 
•youtl^d mfaid'l^ p(ns(M}ng the qf»ring« and 'fountains of early 
instruction, pladng so(;h elementary books in the hands of 
Cathcdic children as are only calculated to trrsfil jninciples of 
didoyal^ and hatred 'to the eidsting order ckT things; and in 
partieulai, a Priest of Cork has very lately written a sort of 
-Political Catechism fbr the use of -Sehcds, i^ch is unhappily 
in general circulation throughout Irdand, the great ob« 
Ject of which is to shew that the whole Catholic population 
groans under ,the severest tyranny,' and that resistance to such 
a government is a duty f . Tliey have been lu^dve in the collec 
rion of ftinds, throu^out Ireland, contrary to Ae laws, in aid 
of their objects ; and this has been effected by a species of 
subordinate taxation on their own people, which,'so far firoin

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being recog^hised by the Constitutioii, is in direct oppositioii 
to it: they have very reo^tly appealed to the Pope against 
their own Grovemment and Laws, and sent a formal Deputa- 
tion firom their own country to Rome, to induce the same 
Pontiff who has revived the Inquisition, and restored the Or- 
der of Jesuits, to mterpose in their behalf, as an oppressed and 
persecuted race, and besought him to rid them of th^ griev- 
ances, by asserting their right to complete Emandpation; 
wfaidi is, in other words, a right to exercise comfdete power, 
both ecclesiastical and dvil, over their Protestant £dlow«8ub- 
jects*. It isninnecessary to proceed furthef on this head. 

There is no man, in any degree acquainted with the 
present state of Ireland, who is at the same time ignorant of 
the factious and turbulent spirit of the Cathdic Priesthood, 
and their unwearied efforts to embroil and ruin their unhqppy 
country.

<< they enjoyed instrumental in the oMrruption of their prin« 
<< dples. In these poisonous writings, their fellow^isubjects are 
** held up to hatred) their superiors denounced fin: assassins^ 
*^ tion, the laws of their country are defamed, justice slan- 
<^ d^ed, loyalty derided, rebellion applauded, and the Ruler 
<< of the French natiop proclaimed as their ally, and upheld 
^^ as the champon and deliverer of Ireland,""

In the second place, with respect to the Big(4ry and /nlo* 
brance of the Priesthoodi specim^is of these shall be ex- 
tracted ftt>m the Correspondence recently published by the 
Society in London, called " the Protestant Union,'' of which 
the late Granville Shabp was Chairman till his death, and 
finr the authenticity of which Letters, that Society has ex- 
presdy pledged itself to the Public. 

In a Letter firom Balkenny it b observed, ^* From much 
'* experience and obseryation, I am convinced that the Romish

^ such a bond of union, as at present exists between th^ 
" Clergy and Laity, and whilst the Pope is acknowledged by 
<< both, as Christ's Vicar on earth, it would appear to be the 
^ he^t of infatuation to ^ve power to a people who never 
•* loved any but themselves. The advocates for Emandpation 
«< appear to view the question in the abstract, without taking

" ceased to exist. Emancipation might be granted at once ; 
^ but unless Popery has changed its nature, it must be the 
•< enemy of Uberty, civil and religious, and therefore subversive

^\ advance what he conceives to be the tru^ religidn in m&ey* 
** possible manner. Intderance is of th^ very efnencft of the- 
*f Roman Catholic; r^li^on ; in celaxing whidh^ they vurtu-* 
** aUy, though not nominaDy, become Protestants* Popish* 
*^ ascendancy is what every lover of th^ truth {J. think) ouj^t 
« to dq>recate. It is not on account, qi the Pqiiats sharing' 
** our privileges, .that I am of this opimon; but loving, as I do, 
<^ the free circulation of the.wcNfd of: God, the unshackled- 
*^ exerdse of private judgxtent in reli^on, and the unob- 
*^ structed public opfx>rtunities of ^acting upon these prindj^s, 
" I cannot but tremble, (not, indeed, for the ark itself, but)

In another Letter fiom the County ol Limerick is th*

. In a Letter ftom the County of Tipptnuy^ we read aa 
fiiDowa : ^ The Boman Cathohos of. Ireland have not, so tar 
^ as I can see or learn, renounced or relaxed any one exndp- 
^ tionaUe article or tbnet o£ their Church; butseem to be, 
<< if it were posnbk, more firmly rooted inj them* The doc- 
<^ trine of ^ excluaire salvation,^ they openly and strenuously 
^ avow* One of them declared to- myself, in the most serious 
*^ and confident manner, * If you die as righteous as the saints 
** inheawn^ you must ^ to hell, unless you die a Roman 
** Catholic' And this is their common sentiment They 
^ hold the Pope to be the immediatB successor of St Peter ; 
^ and say he haa the keys €f the kingdom of heaven, and 
•* that he can admit and exclude whom he pleases. His poli- 
*' tical. degradation does not, in the least degree, lessen his 
" spiritual power ; for, m their estimation, they are. quite dia- 
<< tinct and independent The Pc^ dej^gatea hia. power ta 
^ the Bishops, cnr such, a pn^portion of it as is necessary, and 
^ through Aem it descends to the Priests, who are held hoe 
<*'in the most profound veneration by the common people. 
*" They say he (the Priest), can work miracjes. I knew a per- 
<' aoQ, who said once toaBoman Catholic youqg woman in the 

*<* CottBt?^ of Limarick, afier she had dedared dU die bdieved 
. ^ the Priest could: do, and hoped he would do ior her, < Why, 
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<' wwuov you mftke ft God of your Priest' < Yes,^ replied 
^^Ae^'heisas Godhus*: 

. <' The Roman Catholics here beSeve that Ihe Popish 
^ Clergy cnfy bare the right of cdchratingthe ordinance, or, 
<^ as they call it, ^ die sacrament of marriage.'* Therefore, when 
<f a Papist and a i^Eotestant hiqipen to be married together by 
<^ a PitHestant Clergyman, they uniformly get them married

*^ I was among the number of those who fek ik> objection 
<< to Catholic Emancipation, as I understood it, suf^posing they 
<^ might with safety stand on an equal pcditical footing with the 
<^ Protestants, as the weight of landed pipperty is in the hands 
<< of Protestants, and the appointment to all the high oJSBces of 
<< state in the hands of GovenHment; and that their Eman« 
^ dpation would cut off their pretext for dissadsfaction and 
^ rdbeOioQ. Biut, from all I have lately seen and heaJti of th^ 
*^ spirit and conduct, mymindis completely chaiiged; andl 
*^ cannot help thinking their unqualified Emancipation one 
*' of the most dreadful evils which oould be&l the Protest* 
f^ ants of this country. I amjbrced to think so, firom the 
'^ very nature of the spirit and principle0 of their profj^saon. 
*^ Th^ religion is, indeed, a dreadful one,' when vested with 
^^ political power. O ! remember the blood she has shed, the 
^^ chains she has forged, the cruelties she has inflicted^ end the 
^^ anathemas she has denounced. And we here in Ireland, 
*^ who know nothing of the scenes of old exhibited in Smith« 
<* field, in the reign of Queen Mary, or the massacre of 
^ Paris, in the rdgn of Charles IX. cannot fcnrget the immola- 
*< tion of the Protestants in the Church of Gorey, the Pro* 
^' testant massacre on Vin^ar Hill, the sdll mbro dreadful 
^^ slaughter on the bridge of Wexford, and ihe^fiery execution 
*^ of many scores both young and old, mak and fem^le^ wh6 
^^ perilled together in the bam of Scullabogue, no later than 
*^ 1798: and, alas! her spirit is not at all changed for the betted. 
** Have we not then just cause to fear?^ 

In another Letter it is observed, " Mr. ——of-*—, who 
** was a Roman Catholic of great resqpieGlBbihty, died lately^ 
« apd during his illno^s would not sae t Pkie^; declaring 
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** tluU his abtoliltaoh could do no good if it were not the vnS^ 
<^ of God to shew Un merc^; and that if he received that mercy, 
f < he wanted not the absohition. The consequence was^ that 
^' the funeral of that man, which^ under c^hor circumstances, 
^< wmildhave be« attended by a thousand peofde, was scarcely 
^^ attended by as many as were necessary to convey his remains 
f^ to the grave. This fact I had fitxn a respectaUe dergy- 
<< man who was a relative^ About two years ago it was neces^ 
^^ sary to appcnnt a ftoman Catholic diaplrtn to the eounty 
^^ piison of Kilkenny ; and the Gncnd Jury selected a man of 
^^ learning «od liberality : but he did not belong to the parish 
*< in whidi the piison is situated, and the late titular Bishop 
^ (Doctor Lanigan) put an interdict on him, and would not 
<^ aUow him to officiate. Two most respectable gentlemai of 
^ the Grand Jury waited on him.' He received them with att 
** the arrogance and hauteur of his priesthood, and declared 
<< that the rule* of the Catholic Church cduld not be broken, 
<< or its prindf^es violated : they returned much chagrined, 
^^but the Doctor persisted im his refusal to sanction their 
<< appointment, dll at ai subsequent assizes he carried his 
point The Grand Jury actually rescinded their owii 
order, and appcMnted the priest of the parish, whom they 
" disliked f 

^ Miyor firyan^ who is now conspicuous among the Roman- 
*^ ists, once entered the lists with Dr. Lanigan on the sutgect 
^^ of the Veto, and even attadced him in the provindal paper: 
^ but his bravado was soon over^ and he was obliged to suc- 
<^ cumb, and acknowledge the autbcnity of the Churdi. Doctor 
<* Lanigan had phimised to sign for the ooncesaon of the 
^ Veto ; but in consequence ci Doctor Milner^s influence and 
^^ instructions, he retracted, and published his cdebrated apo- 
^^ logy, in which he gave five reasons why a pnxnise might be 
^^ broken : and that, at aU events, the promise he made, though 
^^ a smous, was not a solemn one; and, thafefore, according 
<^ to his maxims, not binding. 

■ ^^ Herefl^ras ihe wcnrst of all crimes, m the estimaticm of 
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^ tbe great mass of pec^e here. Murder^ robberies, rapes, 
*^ be. &c. are venial in comparison of it. Children are trained 
^vip firom their earliest years in a fixed and determined 
^ hatred to the name of Protestant; and oonsequently shew 
^* that they are influenced by th^ instructions they recdive. 
^ In this place, they omstantly raise a shout after Clergymen 
<< who are active in their parishes, and whom they have, been 
*< taught to regard as their enemies. .The Priests also lay % 
^* much heavier penance upcm those who perchance hear a 
<< sermon at Church, or an exhortation at a grave, than upon 
^^ those who thieve, %ht, &c. 

*^ When a Funeral passes the street, the multitude will 
^< shout aloud in prayer for the deceased person, if he has 
^ dijed a Papist; but if a Protestant, their observation is, 
« < We are sorry we cannot pray for him V With this people 
" the traditions of men, or, in other words, the will of their 
'^ Priests, supersedes, in most instances, the commandments of 
*^ God. Saints^ days are kept with the most scrupulous 
^* exactness ; but if the preservation of an entire harvest de 
<^ pended upon working on one Lady-Day, they would not do 
^^ it, whilst, on the other hand, the Sabbath is proverbially 
^^ profaned and polluted. 

** The spiritual darkness of this fine island is visible, but 
" yet there are some chinks which admit the light. The Bible 
*^ is begin^g to have a ifree circulation ; Sunday Schools are 
<< very generally established, and increasing in number and 
«< usefulness ; tracts have found their way into remote comers; 
*' and, finom the rapid spread of divine truth, I anticipate 
<^ ^reat andspeedy Uesnngs. The BiUe akme can set before 
<< them the nature of the true Emancipation ; and, indeed, 
^^ until the souls of the people are emancipated from the 
<< g^evous thraldom, by which they are held in captiviQr, and 
^^ firom the unchristian principles by which they are influ- 
^ enoed, we neither hope nor expect any good effects from 
** thdr attainment of poUtical power. By granting what they 
/* mky we should sign our own death'Warraiit, we should en- 
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** tail misery upon our posterity, and prove oumdyeB bitterly 
^ unworthy of those great bfesnngs wWch we enjoy under « 
** free Constitution, and for which our ft^efathers shed their 
'^ blood. Oh ! for the spirit of a Luther, to enable us to 
*' strip off the mask, to expose the deformity of Popery to the 
** world, and to call upon every friend of trudi^ every lover of 
^^ the best interests of mankind, to stand firm at this awfol, 
<< this important crisis ! The contest is between tru0i and 
** error, between liberty and slavery. Let us manfully qppose 
** the principles that are evil, but love and serve those who 
^^ hold them ; those principles which I will not hesitate to say 
'^ are the curse of Ireland, and the fruitful source of the evils 
** which degrade and debase her.** 

In another Letter from the County of Louth are the iolU 
lowing remarks: " You wish to know the present state of the 
Catholics of Ireland, both Clergy and Laity. It Is veiy 
easy to prove by stubborn facts, that it is identically the 
same as it was in 1641, 169(^, and in the Irish rebellion df 
1798. Five out of the last ax years of my life, I have lived 
in the southern provinces, and have had frequent opportu- 
nities of conversing with the Priests and people ; some of 
whom I found to be very worthy characters, but the greater 
part, bitter enemies both to Churdi and State. 

^^ Since I came to this town, andther instance serves to 
shew the spirit of the Catholic Priesthood. In the month of 
September last, a quarryman was killed by blasting a rock 
with gunpowder. He was married to a Protestant, and 
from the time of their marrii^, never more went to mass. 
After his corpse was brought to his house, his friends, who 
were Roman Catholics,' asked liberty of his widow to bring 
a Priest to say mass for the deceased. She consented, say-^ 
ing that she believed it would do no good. Two Priests 
immediately came,' and after spending a short time in the 
apartment with the deceased, came to the aflicted widow, 
and said, ^ You vile Heretic, you have been the means of 
danming your husband ! He has died out of the pale of 
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'^ the true Church, and cannot be saved.^ One of them in« 
f < quired of her, if she was bringjmig up her children as Pra 
i^ testants? She answered in the affirmative. He replied^ 
•* * So you are bringing up a brood of Vipers for HeU, to go 
*^ there with yourself.^ This relation I had from the widow, 
^^ who told it weeping, and it can be attested by many respect* 
'^ able persons who were present I might fill many pc^es 
*^ with similar accounts. 

<< It is well known that the Catholic Priesthood is raised 
^^ up from among the lowest of the people, and taught in a 
^^ College, where hostility to the Protestant religion is one of 
^^ their fundamental prindplea. And what can you expect 
^^ from an ignorant people, under the unbounded influence of 
" such men, leaving the Pope out of the questio|i altogether ? 
^^ I do not see, in their present state, whitt pledge they can ^ve 
^^ to Government for their future loyalty and good behaviour* 
^^ An oath of allegianoe will not bind, while a Priest can break 
*' it, and absolve them ; as in many instances they did in the 
"Irish rebellion of 1798. 

" In a Letter from the County of Cork it is observed, " As 
^^ to an increase of liberality in religious sentiment, we expect 
•* no such thing from Irish Papists. Their doctrine of exdu** 
*^ Ave salvation is thar glory, nor will they abate one jot or 
** one tittle of it. That the Irish Popish clergy are as much 
** devoted to, and dependent on, the ,Pope, as they were three 
'^ hundred years ago, is an incontrovertible truth ; and that 
'^ they will give no pledge beyond their oath of allej^ce, 
" nor make any political accommodations* by a Veto, or 
" the nomination of thdr Bislu^ps, is with them now a fixed 
^^ point ; and indeed, as to concessions, they treat them with 
" conttmpt, and refuse to make them with a proud abhor* 
^^ rence. Thjus they refuse us salvation ; they look on our 
" Ecdesiastiii^ Hierarchy as an heretical usurpation of their 
'^ rights and dominion : they refuse a political pledge for 
" the allegiance of their superior Clergy, and laugh at aD 
^ sort of oonceamm to a Protestant government; and yet they 
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^* mnit upon leading our annies, prendiug in our courts,^ 
<< and with a Pojnsh population to return themselves to the 
*' Imperial Parliament ! ! Let but a Popish majority possesa 
^^ the elective franchise in towns corporate, as in the counties 
"of Ireland, and let but Papists become el^ble to rit in 
" Parliament^ and I will venture to prophesy, that in less 
♦* than seven yea^, there will not be a Protestant fepresenta- 
<^ tive irom Ireland, in the Imperial Parliament Alas for 
" the Protestants of this ill-fated country in that day ! Alas 
^* for the honour, the rights, yea, the very existence of the 
" Protestant Establishment in our Church in that day ! Who 
** then would not shield the rdigion of our fathers from the 
" cruel, bigoted, and infuriate spirit of a Priesthood, illiberal 
^* from prindple, persecuting from habit, and accustomed to 
*^ exerdse a usurped domination over the consdenoe and judg* 
<^ ment of the ignorant and superstitious ? 

" With their present hostile views of Protestantism in 
« every f<Mrm, and their declaration of that hostility ; with the 
*^ refusal of all concesaon, accommodations and pledges to a 
^^ Protestant Government, and at a time when they thanklessly 
^< demand, and are determined to extort what they call their 
<^ rights, from the Government; I conceive^ that to make 
*< further advances would betray a bad policy, and a weak and 
« pusillanimous dispoation.*" 

. The following is an Extract from the Petition ci the Pro« 
testant Noblemen, Gentlemen, Clergy, Fredicdders, and Inha- 
Intants of the County of Cavan, presented in Novonber, 1812 : 

" We entertain the most cordial afiection for our fellow- 
" subjects of the Roman Catholic rdigion, and heartily re* 
" joice at the repeal of those laws which affected their persons 
** —their property--and the fVee exercise of their religion.' 
*^ But we beg leave most solemnly to jn*otest against the claim 
^^ now advanced on their behalf, to be admissible into th^ 
" offices which constitute the Government, or to seats in the 
" Houses of Parliament ; a claim inconsistent, as vre concave, 
'^ with the safety of the Established Constitution in Church 
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<^ «nd State, and dangerous to the oonnexion bttuwen Great 
^ Britam,aiid Ireland. 

<< We beg leave humbly to represent, that the Roman €»• 
*^ tholks, in this part c^ the Em{nre, are a numerous class, 
^ ibmnng a strong, distinct, and connected par^ ; under tho 
<^ gorenunent of a Church, die rival of that wfaidi is erta* 
^^Uishedby law, vetaimng at diis hour as its head, ackimant 
<< to all the c^gnities and possssiiond of the Church of Ireland, 
^ hoUiog his title to be little kss ihan of ^ Divine Right,'*-* 
^ a pai:^, whkb, firm the Rtfonaation to the Revolution, 
** maiitfMiwd a constant stniggfe fyf die supremacy in diusdi 
<< and state^Th^ wisdqm of the great and eo^tened oba- 
'^ HM^t^ni who conducted the Revdution was notaUe to devkie 
^^ any other expedient for eflfeotually securing the existence 
** andcontinuttice of a Protestant Church estaUishment, than 
^^ that of excluding Roman Catholics from the Thnme, the 
'^ higher offices of State, and th^ two BUiiises of Parliament ; 
^ for they well knew that no ^ueh anomaly could ever east 
<^ together, m a Scnnan Catholic govemm^t and a Protestant 
^ Church. Rut, should Parliament be induced to condemn 
^^ this prinqple, and to aduftt the Roman Cadiolics to aH the 
<^ higher offices of the state, your Petitioners do not see cm what 
*^ principW their admissibility to the Throne can be denied.— 
** They demand perfect equality with their Protestant feUow* 
** subjects, and Ix^y state that nothing short of this will 
^^ satisfy them: as long as tb^nre excluded Irgm the Throne, 
'^ and the possessions of the Church, they iilnnojt connder 
(^ themselves on, such an equality. We confess we are not 
*^ preparedto saoifice to their demands the Protestant Consti- 
^^ tution of these smalms *.^

qrrtem of Education, the kMrease of Sunday Sdiocds, and the 
diAision dT the Bitde ; diey rcoBt in th€ most determfatsdimy 
tihtt introduction of .sacred or human Learning, exoept as ecm- 
nsotad with tbeir Own pnndjdes, and Ifa^ exert their whole 
iatfdeho^ (which is very extensive) against the dispcHrmmof 
tnslhand the li^t of science in Ireland: a greater crbneiSan 
baldly be'oonunitted intheieyesof a Priest, than that ona of h^ 
Flisck should enc<knnige a Sunday Sdiool or a Bible SociHy ; 
and liieir dSnrts to keep the people m daritness and ignorance, 
afford the best psoof that ^ey dread the iidux of looowled^ 
as at war with thdr wfcde v^slem, and iumiA the strongest 
argument Icr increased exertions on (he part of our Govern- 
nimt, and of all the real friends of Ireland, to enlighten the 
pnfalic mind by educating the mass of the population, which 
is the best and only antidote of Papal and political abuses, 
and the most effectual means of overthrowing- Idolatry and 
Superstition, and of weakening tM^ dominion of man otver the 
ooiiscienoeof his Brother. 

Enough perhaps has now bdea said inprodTof thejpoffMcoI 
crimes of the Irish Catholic Priests, and also in proof of th^ 
tigcify and miolerance towards Protestants. It would be no 
difficult task to shew that die 6tate of' personal moraUfy b at a 
vary low.ebb indeed in thts body; and innumerable examples 
•migfat be adduced, all tending to prove that corruption (^ prac- 
tice exists in Ireland to an awful extent, among the SGnisters 
and Teachers of a corrupt religion. To enter into details on 
such a subject, or to dte particular examples^ would be at ooce 
invidious and inexpedient. To those who are in any degree 
acquainted with the interior of Catholic Ireland, little need be 
said on a subject of this nature, ^ce their whole experience 
will confirm the assertion which ha^ been made. In the capital

scarcely any cymnexion widi the hi^Mtr and more tt^ipeotaiJ^ 
elasees of Society, die deptvvky of: die Irish ¥^Mk&(A i| 
deploraldBt thor licendousness with refattnee to the odMf 
sex is <^ the most notorious dsseripuon; todA^icati W&tf , 
doubfe Aat thdr tery refi|^ itsetf, in a variety of imtluttM^^i 
made subs^eat to die purttttt of thar object,' and die^^a)^^ 
theMice of their pmix)8es. This passage IriH to t>^<^iM^ 
HgiUe to those vkio are fiunifor with the mtemal s^it^ df 4ft| 
land, and widi the powerftdinflttenceof die Priests dv^tli^ 
deluded and ben^btedftodoi; and sodi pmons wilf b6 lAMft^ 
dandy able to eonfirm the accus^cm which it tevohes: Ml 
influence is of such a nature, that there is no pmaMllnent *tti 
which an illiterate Irish Cadvolic ctf either sex weidd not 
submit, ratlierthan betray or speak evil of-the Priist,' i^f^iose 
benediction is considered as the highest advantage whkh cad 
be enjoyed, and whose curse is more depvto^id than any tern* 
poral «vil. Mttiy of the Priests of Irdand have a female 
oonstandy rending with them under the name of a niece ^ vtYofiti 
designation is perfecdy understood in that ctAmtry; wMld 
others, who choose to avwd the reproadi of mcontihency at 
home, make ample amaids fbr the privation by fMffiga^ of a 
more general description. 

DamnrEVNEss may be conridered as a vice almost indi- 
genous to die Iridi Catholic Priesthood: the instances of the 
addiction of the Priests to this vice are innumerably ; its uni- 
versality amcHig them has in a measure lessened the horr(^ 
. with which it would otherwise be regarded: many Priests have 
not onfy inured tfaor health by thar excesses in this pactiieulary 
but some have actually pmshed in fits ef dnmkennifss; there 
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tref^^wofthemiii therenioCeiMrUaf thecouiilrjrwhoaiteiiol 
dnokers of sfinUy while rnanj ue systeamlk and habitual 
dniiikiund& 

The v$naE^ fiiiiud^ and a^foffiiofi of the Iriah Priest^ 
are almost proToiNal: thqr direct pUgrimagea to be petformed 
y^ the ddudediiaoide, and they asEiga the partkuhur statioiia 
to which th^ ivre to {vpoeed ; from whence arises a eoneidei^ 
aUe revenue to the Priests, who reside in the vianity of the 
places r^sortfd to. The pecuniary pvtyfit accruing from Indul<- 
(SOpesyand oth^ qaritual articles of ti»ffic, is not more over*^ 
looked in Irdand, than in otlw Popsh countnes; and it \s^ 
no unoonunon [wactice with the Priests, after having enjoKDed 
ioi^ hnwilHting or vexatious pepance to a wealthy member of 
tlisir own communion^ to commute sudi penance for a heavy 
j^aoyouaiy fine*. In Ireland too, where money is scarce, the 
I^riests are commonly remunerated by their people mi Amd 
Fkeemtfi of varioMa sorts are frequency ^xaoted^ where they 
met not besti9«red so liberally as the Priests eiqpeqt them to be; 
and msfanoBs are constantly occurring in Irdand, where the 
infliction of penance, and the threats of excoinmunication, 
cooqpel the unwillii^ contributions of the Cathode poor, both in 
money and other offerings. When qnqtua} influence has lost 
its effect, it is no unusual thing for ecdesiasitical terrors to 
supj^ its place, both on t^is ai|d other occasions; and the 
power usurped over the conscience is not the only one, nor 
often the worst, which the unfortunate Devotee expeieDces at 
the hands of his Pastor: such, however, is the fon^ of the 
jcd^igious system by which he is bound, and so great the infa- 
tuation with which he is tau^t to reqpect the commands of 
his Priest, that, generally speaking, it would be considered the

The task of dflwehfing the personal dslinqiMnciet of die 
Priesdiood b sufficiendy poanfiil, or (he present artiek n^glit 
be eonsideraldy extended: the interesta of truth, however, 
appeared to require that thus much should be adAioadsnxtplf 
to BisHoy MihVBJL^B defence of bis Clergy ; nor can it be 
ccmsidered any vidation c£ the Laws of Charity, that plain 
facts should be stated in a case ii^ieie lebdlicm is so audadons^ 
UgoCry so violent, and vice so fli^pnnt, as among die Cadiedie 
Priests of the Sister Country, 

In p. 47, Ma. Daio-ab quotes Rapik tar the pnrpoa* tf 
proving the cruelty of the Judges in the reign of Qettlr 
Elizabeth, and also ci further invalidating the evidence fur^ 
niabed by thb stats tuals and die Actio ik Pioniroass-; 
but it is a finuidulent Quotation, and a leference to Kafqi 
will shew, that Mb. Dallas was not justified in piesentsig 
that Quotation to his readers in audi a miitilated form. He 
produces no more q{ what Bafin says than the foUowiajg 
woids: ^* Meanwhile the Que^ sent for the Jud^ of the 
*< realniy and sharidy rqproved them for luvring been too sOi* 
«« vere in die tortures diey had made these men sufisr.'" Now, 
this being a very small part of what Rapik says, and only 
diat part which it suited Mb. Dallas to prodi^ce, while afl 
the rest of dnt author^s statement is directly oppoeed to M!b% 
Dallab^s assertion, let us hear what Ra?di really does say: 
'< Several Books, aa well prmted as manuscript, were handed 
<^ about, wherein the Queen was slandered to the highest da* 
'^ gree. She was taxed with putting to death Bumy Cadufies 
*^ without caus^ having first racked them, in order to eomspd 
** them to confess crimes whereof they were innocent. Her 
#* BMads of honour we(e exhdrted to lenre her in die sant 
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<^ nttimir Jodkh did Hobfeivura, nd veuier H mnu s Avm ^ hf 
'^«Qeh «a actum, woathy of tM apf^tne of the Glmrcfa,

^^^oajitm Me charffe, in/ an apology which was made 
^^pMk: Uney affirfMd^ ffuU no person had been made to 
^ mfffhr for his Retigiony ^ onfy^fipr dangerous practices 
^jogaimt the Qficen and State; that, indeed, Campion the 
^ fc&uk had been put to the rack, but with so little violence^ 
<< that he was presently able to walk and subscribe his confes* 
'^skm'; tii^ Bbtan, one of lus accomplices, obstinatdy reftis- 
^ iBfg to Speak or write, ihe person^s name who pienned the 
^•papers found about him, was, in<]feed, denied food till sudi 
^ Mftie as he asked it in writing.^ But, howev^, the Queoi, 
t^'wiftng to take fiom her enemies all occasion of disparaging 
**:iiet in fbreign parts, forbid the putting any person

^ • Now, if, iaiistead of taking an insulated text fttim Rapix, 
iSM^'DAiLAS had given us the context, we should have seen 
l!iai Qfiteen Elisabeth did not abstractedly condemn the 
9tiA^'S}r persecutiim, as he wo^ have us dunk; but thajl 
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^oomplabed of them puUidy, in oid^ (m Ibsfbk bcfieVM) 
that by their pdblic answer, or apology, her own oonduct nu^ 
appear to have q>rung, as it reatty did, not ftom avy haftred 
of the Jesuits, or thdr religion, considered in themself es^ 
but fnxn thor ^< dangerous practices against th^ Qoeoi and 
<< the State."" The esse was, that the Jesuits, as well as the 
Catholic Priests, had invariably represented the Queen as hos- 
tile to thdr reli|pMm, and persecutii^ them merdy on thikt ac- 
count; they chose to deny tfiat they had been the aufliers of 
their own niisfi»lunes by their previous perverse and rebel- 
lious conduct ; and they persisted in attribut^ the opponliiHi 
they experienced, to the personal hatred c^ Elizabbtr. Mow, 
in order to the vindication of her own conduct^ she cdled 
upon the Judges to give an account of diars, which they im- 
mediately did; and this tuxxiunt was made puUic by the 
Queen, in order that the world nugbt at once esthnale her 
motives, and those of the Jesuits and Catholics. 

In all this, there is nothing which prores the Judgte to 
have been vindictive or severe, as Ma. Dallas weidd in^- 
nuate, but the direct contrary : if, indeed, one paragn^fa of 
a statement is to stand for all the rest, then Rapik may be 
made to qpeak any thing, either on this or any other ooca- 
sioni and, upon thisprind^^, it agniiies little what view may 
have been taken by an ancient Histoxian who has told the «^k>2^ 
iruth, if a modem writer is to be permitted, by quoti^ only 
apart of the truth, to Araw his own condunons from such 
invalid premises. 

If it be any question, whether the Jesuits and Priests did 
or did not provoke oppoddon by the most perverse and cii- 
minial practices through the whole rdgn of Eiisabbth, let 
Rapin be honestly consulted, and fairly quoted, and the 
fullest convicdcm of their intrigues and treasons must be the 
residt It would be endless to follow ham through his state- 
ments on this pcHnt, but a few may not be usdesi : 

After speaking ct the EngUdi Seminaries at Rome and 
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Douijr, whom maiH olgect, he Mys, was ^ to send Priesti 
<< into EnglaiMi to pretach sedition and rebdCon,^ he observes^ 
*^ As long as the Court imi^nfid these men only administered 
*' the sacraments in private to those ot their reBgion, no no^ 
^^ tioe sesmed to be taken of it; but it was dia6wered at 
« leiqg|th» that they were diligent in spreading pefmdous prin^i^ 
^^ cifdes which might be attended with iQ oonsequenoes. They 
<< maintained^ that ths Pope had by divine ri^t (uU power to 
*^ dethrone Kings^ and that EutAiSTH bring exoommuniau 
^ ted and deposed by Pius Vth's Bull^ her subjecU were 
<^ filled fiKNoci their all^iance : four of these dangertNis emis* 
<^ saries were condemned and executed, for daring to tnAmf ^m 
^< {MiUidy that the Queen was kwfuUy deposed. 

<^ This did not hinder the two Seminaries firam ccmtinually 
<< sending into England Incendiaries, with whom were jdmed 
<* RoBsaT Paesons and EDMUKn Campiok, Jesuits^ who 
<< were the first of that Order employed to preadi 4he above^ 
<^ mentioned dangerous tenets. They had obtained of the 
<< Pope a Bull, dated 14th of April, 1680, declaring that 
*^ Pops Piuses Bull boimd Euzabxth and the Heretics al- 
^^ ways; but in no way the Cathdics, till a fieivourable oppw^ 
^^ tunity should oflfer to put it in execution. These two Je- 
'^ suits had professed the Protestant Religion, and even held 
^^ {daces in the University of Oxford : afterthat, withdrawing 
<< from England, they returned from time to time, iqppearing 
^^ one while like Cleigymen, another while like Sddiers, or in 
^ some other disguise, and frequented the Houses of the Ca* 
'^ tholiqf^ under jvetence of instructing and comforting them , 
^* but in reali^ to inspire them with sedition and rebellion. 
*^ All this craning to the Queen^s knowledge, a Proclamatioa 
^ was issued out, which (among other things) forbid all per- 
** sons to entertain or harbour any Jesuits or Priests, sent 
*^ forth from the Seminaries, upon pain of bdng punished as 
<^ rebels and seditious persons : shortly after, printed books 
^< were dispersed, intimating that the Pope and King of Spain 
<< had formed a dedgn to conquer England and restore the Ca» 
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^ thoBc Befigioii, and ekhorting the En^^ Papists to hdp 
*^ forward tbe design ; whereupon the Queen issued out ano- 
« tfaer Proclamation, declaring she was not igtiorioit of the 
*^ practices of het enemies, but, by the grace of Qod, and 
*^ the help of her faithful subjects, she was abld to withstand 
*<th^ attacks both at home and abroad: that, nuMreover,a8the 
^* fdots which were contnTing were not (Ally against her person, 
<< but also agaiiist the whole kingdom^ she did not intend to be 
^< cruel to dte gobd by sparing the bad, and^ therefore, sudi 
<< aa would not for the future keep within the bounds of their 
** dutyj were to expect no mercy*"— TindaPs Bapn, VoL ix. 
p. 6, Edit 17S9. 

Again, <^ England Was all of a sudden overrun with Ro« 
^ mish Priests, Jesuits, and other Cathdlics, who hoped to 
'* be screened there by the Duxs of Anjoo : among these, 
^* some were so imprudent as to vent <qpenly the most extras 
*^ vagant doctrines concerning the Pope^s power, a crime then 
'< unpaxdonaUe, because it tended to deprive the Queen of 
^ her Royal^, and stir up her subjects to rebel against hen 
^^ It is no wonder, therefore, that the furious zeal and impru- 
^' denoe of some of the Catholics drew upon the whcde body 
'< severities, n^iich the Queen would not have been eattly 
^ hrou^t to, if they had been contented to sit down in quiet 
^^ with the free exerdse of their r^^on in private, and not at- 
'< tacked the Government What did them still a further in- 
<< jury was, that some c^ them owned they were come into 
*< Enj^bnd with power to absolve every one in particular from 
<< lus oath ci aDegiance, from which Pius V.'s Bull had ab- 
^^ solved the whcde naticm in generaL^^Ibid. p. 19* 

Again, Rapik, after speaking of one of the Acts of P^« 
Hament of that time, observes, << Tins was the severest Act 
<< i^gainst the Cathdics in the reign of QmtXK Eusabsth: 
«< but ihey could Home noboiy bui ihenuelvei^ or raiher the 
** mdiicreet zeal cf eome emonget Aem^ who never ceaeed 
^^fUMmg dgamit ihe Queen, and endeavouring io Mi the 
^ Qmtli^^JScotiontheihrme^Eifgkmd. BvailUs.*a^ 
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^ tote WW Boe cftfMiUie of holcbiig tli^ in, tiUat l^t ibtf

And ftirther^ after enumeratbg several dangers which ^ 
threatened die kingdom in the year 1565, Rapih observes^ 
'^ I mention not the Court of Bcmie, or the -En^Ui Calho^ 
¥ Hos, wkQ ahoagfs cofiHntted in the same mind, so that th^re 
^ was nothing new in that respect. The Quebk of Soots 
*^was all. akng the stumbling-blodc : it was she. that gave 
<> Urth to all the devices. They had a mind to free her.ffon 
<^ captivity, in order to set on her head the crown of England 
*> and Scotland, and restore by her means the Calholio Belfgion 
^ in the two kingdoms. This was the scheme of ELiZABKTn'a 
^enemies. She ooiild not be ignorant of it, ttooe they had pur* 
<« sued it fifom the very beginning of ha: reign.''-— Ibid, pi 49^.' 

Agmi Bapin observes on this pcnnt: ** Nothing shews her 
^/ capadty more than her address in snrmoUnting' all the dKffi- 
</ oulties and troubles <a-eated by her enemies, especially when 
<' It is considered who these enemies wore^-persons the. most 
<< pow)Qrfiil» the most artAil, diemostsabtle, and the least ssni- 
^ pirfoua in Europe. Tbebaranainingof themissufBoient to 
^< convince aU the wosld-^THS Co&rt of Bomb, undar several 
^* Popes, Philip II. Eng of Spain, the Duxe o» Axva^ 
f'IbamY II. and Cuablbs IX Kings of France, Cathhexnt 
f^nfF Mbdicis, the Duks of Guise, CaedikalLobbaive^

Jawfril Rulers, and therefore were not to be soesteemed; that, 
further, the Declaratory Bull of Pope Pius V. had rendered 
whatevei^ had been done by the Queen^s authori^ utterly null 
snd void; nor did some diss^nble that they had come into 
En^andy with no other ol^ect than that they mig^t, under 
that Bull, absolve the people fit>m every oath of fidelity and 
.obedience towards the Queen, and they promised (says Cax- 
.dek) absolution from evety mortal 09, which they were enabled 
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to do the more aecurelj, because the more secretly, under ihe 
Seal qf Car^hnan. 

Such is the whole amouht of Camoek^s testimony ia that 
part of his Hialory from which Ma. Dallas has thought pio- 
por to cull a single sentence, which af^peared to favor Us 
cNm views* 

IKd Mm. DiALLAs sufqpoee that Camdek^s Amkals hod be^ 
come so scarce, that only Us own copy of that work was 
attainwHe? or did he imagine that other persons would be con- 
tent to take his partial statement upon trust without furth^ 
rramination? 

The fiK^t is, that a more imfbrtunate reference coidd hardly 
hav^ b^e^ made by Ma. Dallas than to Camden; whose 
acposurt of the treasons and btiigues of the Jesuits, through- 
out the whole leign of Elizabeth, should hmre at least taug&t 
any apolog^ of the Jesuits ^ respectful ulenoe, and prevent- 
pA him from SMl^pomaing an author, who, so far firom proving 
his case, has in every instanpe established the direct contrary.

Sdly. Mr. Dallas does not notice HfTMs^'s nextobjection, 
which goes to the dangerous inctilcation by the Jesuits of the 
doctrine of Papal Supremacj/i as occurring in the following 
passage: *^ The Jesuits, as devoted servants of the Court (^ 
" Bome^ exalted the prerogadve of the Sovereign Pontiff 
'* above all earthly power ; and, by maintaimng his authoritjr 
^ of dqpoang Kings, set no bounds either to his spbitual or 
^^ tanporal juiisdictioa. This doctrine became so prevalent 
f< among the zealous CathoKcs in En^and, that^the excom* 
<^ munication fulmmated against ^lizabeth^ excited many 
<* scroplesof a angular kind, to whidi it behoved the Hdy Fan 
^ ' ther to provide a remedy. The Bull of Pius, in absolving the

After diese observations whidi have been left on record 
by Hums, with what face does Mn.

. It ttiay.auAoe, however, to bkve merely produced these 
instances of suppression, leaving it to every ijeader to draw 
his own inferences. . 

We will now revert to the passages which Miu Daixai^ 
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( tpotB deom Huicx, but which he has been abeadj shewn 
to have quoted iiieorrectly.

b'i>« But though the Laity ihad contribute, by their own mi- 
'^ perstition and profuseness, to raise the Glergy fr6m poverty^ 
^and obscarityto riches and eminence^ they began, l>y de- 
^ grees, to <feelraiid ^ niurtnur at dieir encroachments. No 
<^'wsondar(h|ragfatyand martial barons should view the power 
^ and poisetaohsof the Church with envy, and regard the lazy 
<^ iind inaiitive^ chaMUJter^f Churchmen with the utmost con- 
** tempt; while, at- the sametinie, the indecent and ficentious 
** liv«8 of the Ckfgy g»ve great and just offence to the people, 
** and oonnderddly abated the veneraUon whidi they were accus- 
*^ tomed to yidd to that order of men* Immense wealth, ex* 
" treme indcdence, grdss ignorance, and, above all, the severe 
'^ii^tfnctiM'Of celibacy, had concurred to introduce this cor- 
<* ruptbn of moral^^among many of the Clergy; wbo^ presuming 
<< toomnefa upon the submissiohof the people, were at no pains 
** either to contoJ ig to disguise their own vices. Accorc&ig 
*^ to the accounts of the Reformers, confirmed by several Po- 
** pirfi writers, the most ^pen and scandalous dissolullon of 
<^ maonera prevailed among die Scottish Clergy. Cardinal 
<* Beaton, with the same public pomp which is due to a le^- 
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^'.timateddld^ ttkAvBi^ii the marmgfi of hb MtanfadMi)^' 
'^ter with the Earl of Cmwfiacd'ft son; and, tf we laky be-* 
<^ lieve Knox, he puWcly oontmued, to the end of his di]f»» 
<^. acrimiud eoneflpoiidence widi her mother, who was * w<^ ' 
*^ man of rank. The other Prelates seem not to have been ' 
^^ more regular and exanplaxy than their Piiniate. 

^* Men of such characters ouj^t, in reascm, to have been * 
<< alarmed at the first damoufs raised against their own mocils, 
/<and the doctrines of the Church, by the Piiyiestanl' 
^< preachers; but the Poposh Ecclesiastics, either out of pride 
<^ or igncMrance, neglected the pnqper mediods fiir silendkig* 
^^ them. Instead of reforming thein lives, or ditguising their 
^^ vices, they alfeoted to demise the censures of die peop^e^* 
<< While the Reformers, by their mortificatioos aad aysteri^* 
^ ties, endeavoured to resemble the first propagators ^Chns-* . 
<< tianity, the Popish Clergy were compared to all those pti^*

^ scandal of thor crimes. 

^^ On the other hand, instead of mitigating the rigour, op 
^< colouring over the absurdity of the estahbsbed doctrines 7 
<< instead of attempting to found them ufou Scripture, cv.to 
^ recondle them to reason, they left them without any other 
'< support or recommendation, than the auduorii^ of the 
<< Cliurdiand the Decrees of Councils. The faUes conosnung 
*^ purgatory, the virtues c( pilgrimage, and the merits of 
•* the saints, were the topes on which they inriated in their 
<^ discourses to the peojde ; esad the duty c^ pteachii|g beyig 
^< left wholly to monks c^ the lowest ai^ mopt illiterate ocd^rs, 
^^ their compositions were still more wretched aud oootempti^e

. ^< As the 'Popish Eeoleiias^ beaame mere and move die 
^ objeots of hatred and of contempt, the diacourses of die Re^ 
f^ formers^ were liglened to as ao many calls to liberty ; and 
^^ besides the ^qos indignatJon whidi they excited i^gaiost 
if those corrupt doctrines which Imd perverted die nstiure of 
*f tnie Cl^ristian^ ; bf^d^i.th^zealwkidi they iaqpirad fiw 
f'tbe knowledge of txuth and the purity of T^ligioA; thaygaM 
f^j^alsp, aipoQg the Sopttisb ntibke, to odiw views and pa» 
<<,sipns. Th^ybqiedtoshakeofftheyofceof ecderiasticiddo 
^^ minion, which they luid long fek to be oppressive, and wUdi 
<^ they now discovered to be unchristiaB. They expcolad to 
** recover possession of the Church revenues, which they weiw 
^* now tangbt to consider as aUenatiDns made by theiranaestors, 
*^ with a profusion no leas undiscen^ing than i»bounded. l!%ey 
** flattered themselves, that achedk would be givm to thepaide 
^* and luxury qf the Clergy, who would be oMigedhaposfiprward 
« to confine themselves within the sphere peculiar lo their sa^ 
^* cred character. An av^rsicm for the Established Chvicht 
^^whidi flowlBd fiom so many concurring causes, which was 
'< raised by oonsideraticKis of religion, heightened by ipMMivea 
** of pplioy, and instigated by prospects of private advaoMige^ 
^^ spread fast throu{^ the nation, and equated a spirit, dM 
*^ burat ou^ at last with irresistible violenoew

When Hume asserts, thai ^^ the violent invaoon ^the 
</ estaUiehed Meligian (by Kmox and the CoH6tiB«(aiTiofijl 
^•was* die adtual oommianeeimt of Bebdli^^**-*aiid wbMl 
Mr; DaiXAB quotes that' pasoige from HxmM^ in cndffr ($• 
ihelir -difeit lokber sects, besides Catholics, have^rebdled ng^imt 
lei^^Diog audmities, it. is fit that the people ^f JBn^fiM} 
diould b^ reminded that Knox and ths GoifQAEMfeioflfFji}!^ 
posed Popery in power (for that was ^^ die estaUish^ JMir 
*^ gpon**), and rebelled against Foreigners .and Papists who 
had forged chatns.for their consciences, improoned IJMr pWr 
sons, confiscated their property, and aileikCQd thek Pseach^s: 
the public must be reminded, that it was againtt a^ intolerant 
and cruel Religion that Knox and his adh^ents dedaiie^ 
themsdves, and that it was against a fofte^ yqke and a 
French army that th^ protested ; in opposing whicbjt diey 
were content to ha^a^ their lives, and shed ihmr blopd. 

When these fiu^ts are adverted to, it will be seen whether 
the ftritish Public will agree in opinion with Hums, tha|t 
^^ Knox'^s political principles, which he icommujucated to lu^ 
^^ brethren, were as full of sedition as his theological were of 
** rage and Ugoti^ :^ it will be also seen, whether the same 
Public will then agree with Ma. Dallas, in his assertion 
(p. 56), that <^ nothing can ^ceed the insolence and seditious 
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^ wpntit d die Refbrmcrs;'' imd that FdUie will idso better 
knrn how to appreciate die propiiety of Mr. Dallam's sp- 
pljring to the conduct of the Scotch RefiomierB thei^rase of 
^ symptoms of rebelfion, and even of kin^UIfing.^^ It is 
certain, indeed, that the Protestants of Scotland, when ripe 
fcr thifowing off the Papal doimnatioi^ did not pibceed in 
quite so courtly a manner as Hohk and Ma. Dallas would 
ISKir^ had thera«*Hior did the Pratiestants of England, when 
they meant to throw off the Papal yoke of King James II. 
cbserve much better manners.. 

When men feel that their lives are at stidc^ and that their 
re^ious liberties and privil^es (dearer even than life itself ). 
are in question, they may be excused for strong language and 
^igotoua measorea. Indifference and apathy belong only to 
dboee who have nothing to gain, or nothing to lose; but men 
«4m> were {daced in the situation of the Scotch Bcformeis had 
mb (fane for comj^iment, and no talent for dissimulaticm : they 
WMt straight forwurd, and the event shewed that difay had 
tidten the right course : they did not flatter the corruptiana 
iHiich they meant to extirpate, nor deal very tenderly with 
a system which they intended to overthrow. 

They found Ekox in Scotland precisely what the Protest- 
ants (bund LuTHEa in Grermany ; and nath^ c£ these cha: 
raeters temporised or trifled, in a case of sudi vital import- 
ance, where tihe eyes of the world were upon them^ and 
Vhere so mudi depended upon their ardor and exertion. 

The Defender of the Jesuits may st^matase thar con- 
duct as seditious and ^^ rebellious,^ but he must be informed 
that it was the c^ration of similar principles, which wrought 
deliverance for Scotland on this occasion, and effected it for 
England at the glorious Revolution of 1688; and, tharefore; 
tfiat he is not justified in applying such odious epithets to the 
Conduct of a people struggling for their just rights, both 
civB and religious, rf whidi Popery (that sworn foe to all 
other claims but its own) would oUierwise have deprived them.

*^ BD aibundBiiCly charged upon Cathofics^ obeeire^ p. 67,- 
tiiat *^ the te$l for proselytisni daHy thins the EstilblishiMt 
*^ C^ardi of England, and increases the Congregirtiofftr of thc^ 
^ hmumenUe denoimnatioiis of sectaries, which are Cxderatedl 
^ in this oountry ^ by which he proposes a parallel betweef^ the 
persecuting and exdunve zeal of Popery, and the derire enters 
twnd by the various sects amoi^ Protestants to impress theii^ 
afwn modes of thinking upon odiers. With regard to the 
statement, that ^* the zeal for proselytism in itsdf can be no 
^ "crime, if unconnected with die treasons, persecutions, atnd 
^ vices, so dbundantly charged upon the Catholics,^ it may be 
observed, that the zeal of the Jesuits aand then* adherents 
mver has been *^ unconnected with treasons, persecutions, and 
^ vioes,^ and that thus th^ir zeal cannot be oonridered except 
in connexion with its excesses. The effiirt, therefore, of 
Mb. Dallas to disunite them nnist fail ; and much more will 
his attempt to shew any analogy between the political dangers 
of JesnitLsii and of Pcq^oy, and the religious errors of our 
Protestaitf sectaries, for this simple reason, that whatevw may 
be the mistakes of some classes of Dissenters, they affect only 
themselves, and do. not obSge them to perpetual hostifity 
i^ainst a Ptotestant Throne, a Protestant Government, and a 
Protestant ParUament It will not be denied by the firmest 
"friend of the Jesuits, that for a very oonriderable time past, 
die Distetfters horn our own nationa} Establishment have 
yielded to no class of his Majesty^s subjects in loyalty and obe^' 
dience; and any ianendoea dr auggcJstions to the contrary are 
wholly unsierited. by diem, iuid unworthy of didr calum^ 
raators. Reposing as they all do undel- the broad shade of 
our tcJerant EstaUishment, the Dissenters are wise enough^ to 
know that they have Htt|a to gain a&d evety dung to lose, by 
any ^«ige which ooutd take place; and they are eqpedaltf 
iinpi ii ULd with a sense of tlus great truth, namely, that a' 
du^igtbooL 9^ Froteitimf to u /\jpt«^ estabtiih^MQt, iBolber 
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wflfibf Stoma talenmt to an mtolennt qrstem of.gofetlnMif^ 
would «ily invotve them in one ccmmion ruili with the mprv 
reguUur and orthodox members of the EstahGriim^nt. They «i« 
not BO ill read in History, nor, so ignorant c^ human nature^ «i 
to be insenatde of diis fact, that whatever 6E eltenqitioii <^ 
privilege Popery mi^t have to ofler than as an inducement 
to disloyalty or disobedience, Dissentav would only, in the 
erent of popery assuming tho reins of power, be indidgri wkli 
the privilege which Polyphemus c^ered to Ultsjuis, c^ bmg 
devouied last The Dissenter of ^i^and owes no exteroil 
alle^^ance, admits no spiritual supremacy, professes no penuK 
cious casinftry, and believe that those who essentially diftr 
from him upon the sutgect of religion, nuiy yc^ be in the way 
of salvation^ and ajt all events may go on to differ from him» 
without mdestatbn or injury. In the great fundamentals of 
relig^, the Dissenters, as a body, Indd the same doctrine^ aa 
the EstaUidunent ; abhor alike the errors and cc^rruptiong of 
the Romish Church; and equally maintnin the rights of con^ 
srience, and the liberty o£ the subject. 

No analogy, therefiore, can be sbewfi by Me. Dallas^ to 
subsist between the cases of the sectaries of £i^|land» and the 
emissaries of Rome : nor can any ocwncklenoe be estabKahedby 
him between the political crifnes and vices of the . Jesiuts^ and 
the religious ab^ratiiins of the Dissenters. .Tfan^ things are 
essentially distinct, and must eternally remain 3o^ in spite of 
Me. Dallas^s desire to confound them togethtf ; add ihereftM 
his attenqpt to make Protestant Dissent a pmUcepa mmtina 
with Catholic Intolerance, will not avail him* 

Me. Dallas, in p. ^ declares hiaoa^ (lm4t Crvdat

This confession he perhaps oonsidera necessary upon the 
same principle as certain defenders of the Jesuita considered it

Dallas or any 
other friend' of the Jesuits inoodUal and unfe^ned atech- 
ment to th^ ikclrines and diacipBne of that Church ^anong 
whom the wrker of these retturks mustdaim to be inoliaded), 
ka^e considered that Mr. Dallas has adopted a moat egctn* 
oit&iary mode of testifying hb attachment to the Cluirdt af 
Bilged, in beooianig Ae champion and defimder of a bodjr 
of men who were estaUsdied fbr the avowed purpose of op. 
poring the Reformation by all diemeans in their power; who 
have never ceased, from their first or^pn, todistuxb andperse^ 
eute all the Reformed Churdies of the worid; and who musti 
from their very eonstitadon, afah<nr the Ckuich of En^and in 
particular, as more pecidiarly oppoBoA^ through her whole 
Mstery, to ikt abuses and corruptions of Popery both in doC' 
trine and practice. 

Let us, however, eKamme a little more closely into Ma. . 
Dallas^s pretenakms of *^ attachment to the Church of Engw

' If a writer p gu fi fe w i ii g himielf a nieaber of the Churdb of 
Bqghmd^ will^ mtwidutandii^, reaaiutdy dtfend the sworn 
enendes of that Churchy the ample £Kt of his adopting sveh m 
Kne of conduct will indeed help ut to take the measure of hiff 
attadmient to the Chuidi of England with tolenUe-accuncy; 
bat when he prooeeds to slander die Refimaationy by charging 
upon it ^ the moat absurd superstitions,^ andby dedarii^ that 
^ dD that has been letiencfaed fir<»n the Cadid&c atoed*" (naiae^ 
ly, all the errors axid abuses wfaidi Protestants coonder Aeeor* 
rupbons of that creed, and hare Iher^fbre reti^Mdied from it> 
nnist be preferred to <^ the sbomiiialaons and Uaspbenuetr 
^ which every where, ui^ter the screen of toleration, disgrace 
^^ the world,^ we are spared the trouble of reasomng by infer-' 
ence or analogy; and we learn fiom Me. DALum^sown avo#al^ 
what are his true sentiments of the respectire Churoheb of 
Borne and of England ! The mask, howevo*, adroitly kept in 
its place before, now drops off, and the most indtsdulous must 
be convinced, that, since <^ no man can derve two maslers,^ 
attachment to die Jesuits, and attadbmetit to the Church 
of England, are utterly inoompatiUt with ewdi other.

^'^ous. An incredible mass of ceremonious observances 
f^ was every where visible;, while gross wickedn^ was peac^ 
^ tised» under the encouioganait of Indulgences, by which 
f* the guHt of the crimes was easily expiated. The preaching 
^ of the. Word was the least pifrt of the episcopal function :

% ** But the views of those wise and holy personages 
^ were fiur mate extensive. They saw, that* a practice so 
'* scandalously corrupt, was connected with the grossest igno 
'^ranceofthenature of Gospel-grace. The doctrine of justi* , 
^ ficatbn, in its explicit fimn, had been lost for many ages t6 
<< thp Christiaii w<^ld. If men had reaDy beKered,* thai'^by 
^ the grsco of <ter Lord Jesus Clmst salvatiMs was obtidned, 
<< and that God < justifies the ungodly' through fkith alone; 
** how could they have been imposed on by the traftc of Indul- 
** gences? In whatever manner the Papist might sididhse 
'< and divide, he was bompdled by his system to hold, that 
<< l>y a odtaipiianc6witb the rules of the Church, either in the 
^ way of Indulgences, or by seme severer mode, pardon was to 
^beobtahied; and that the satisfacdon of Christ was not suffl- 
^* dently meritorious for this end ; in other words, that the 
<* g^ (jf Cvod is not eternal life by Jesus Christ our Lord. 
^* And, in fact, the preadiers of Indulgences, whether Popes 
*^ themselves or thdr Ministers, hdd out to the people with 
*^ suffident clearness, diat the inheritance of eternal life was to 
^ be purdiased by Indulgences. Proofs of this have already 
'^ appeared in the course of thk History, and mort will be 
^ given hereafter. The testimoily of Sladan, one of die most 
** judicious and dispassionate hktmans, to the nature <^ Indul- 
'* gences, well deserves to be transcribed in this place. It is 
** contained in the b^;inning <^ his excdlent Histoiy. * ¥cfpe 
<< Leo X. making use of that power, which his predeeessoi^ 
<* had usurped over all Christian churches, sent abroad into 
<< all kingdoms, liis letters and bulls, with amide promise of 
*< tfa^ full pardon of sins, and of eternal salvation to such a» 
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'^^ would pQidiase the sam^ witti money ! ! P Even when the 
'^.trafficof Indulgences was checked by the Pontifi, as being 
'^ carrid on in too gross a maimer, no clear account was gh^en

^* fying and correcting abuses of this traflSc The system itself 
*^ was wholly impious, and the right knowledge of justification^ 
^ was the only remedy adequate to the evil. This, therefore, 
^ the reader b to lode for, as the most <^tal. olject of the 
*^ R^rmation : and thus, in the demolition of one of tha 
<« vileM pervernons of superstition, there suddenly arose and 
** revived, fai all its infant simplicity, that Apostolical doctrine, 
** in which is contained the great mystery of the Scriptures.

f*' from whence flowed t|le riobe^ and. luxury of the Court of 
^ Bom^ It was n^t to impQssible,nhat purity of life and of 
f* true religioiis princti^e, should k^p itself unqwtted amidst 
f ^ so much grandeur and affluence. On the oontcary, the Popea 
f^ were ao^mueb the more li4)le to make an ill. use of their 
*^ power, as the generality of them were not bom for so hij^ 
** a station. Acoordingly we find in histcMy, that Borne and 
'^ Avignon (the seata of ih^ Popes) were ^ centre of pi^ 
<^ avarice, luxury, aansuali^^ aad of all the most .scandalous 
<< vices. The Popes were neither learped nor religious. 
^^ Hardly was there one to be found thatnii^t pass Aran 
/*^ honest man, even .according to, the maxiniaof the world. 
^« And yet all the preambles of th«r Bulk wo^^tuffed with 
f< expresuons of thar zeal, thar duMityi their humility, tjMar 
.$( justice: .whilst for the most part W^t t]^y ^jo|i|^ wpf af) 
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^f mxh&alic proof of thdr piide and tjfmnj. I da not in- 
*^ tlie k^ aggravate matters* The autbora ii4uch wnyte 
<^ before the Reformatum have said a hi^ndred- times mcore, 
^^ Aixl the same haa bera evea publiclj psreadbbed belbre^,the 
** Councils. 

^^ We mayeasily iB^iagme that such kipd of Pqpea did not 
<< take much caxe tofiU what they call the sacred ooUe^, with 
*^ persons truly pious and religious. It is true, indeed, during 
^^.this oentivy tbare were Cardinals of gveat. £une, and 
^^ ^eminent for their wit, theiT eloqumce, tb^.pditieal values, 
^f and thdr capacity for temporal affairs. But they were for. 
^^ the.mpst part wwldly-minded men, who considered rdigio% 
<^ but as a means to make thw fortune. The Legates i^ 
<^ weresent to the several states of Christendom ,were 90 many 
*^ inceodiarifa, who made it their business to sow diseord and 
<^ division among Princes, or to spur them on to shed the 
*^ bkxxi of thdr own. subjects. In a word, they mmdied qo« 
^^ thing but the interests of their Master and the Roman See, 
f < making no consdaice to break through all the ndea q[ te^ 
f ligion and eq[uity, in order to compass their ends. 

'* The rest pf pie Clergy in general were no better. Most 
** of the Bishops were pijMUOted to the Episcopacy, pilrdy for 
** having shewn tbemsdves fitiqklers for the oomt of Rome, or 
^' been of swyice to Princes in their temporal concerns. They 
fi were per8on9 brought up at court, and bstructed in the 
t* maxims of the world. Cruelty, injustice, dishonesty, were 
" but too common among them. The^e were even deoned as 
f« so many virtues, i^rhen emj^oyed m the persecution of such 
"as ^y termed Heretkss, eqpedally of sudi as dared to 
5* question any of the Pope's at the Clergy's pret^ided rights. 

,** As ftnr real learning, it was scarce so much as heard of m 
i< this century, Sd¥)oWivinity and skill in the canon-Iaw, 
*^ Fere all that ijElcclea^astics valued themselves upon. It waa 
." the only road by which they oouU hope to arrive at church 
^' Affutka. On the other hand, the Monks, who had crept 
^ bUo ttostof tbe piofessmhips in the univernties, had ovciw 
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^ nrti divinity and philosc^hy widi such a heap of fin^gpn^ tt 
^' sensed only to give their disciples lidse notioiM of luaimgp 
^' add to teach them to tmongle. 

^^ AD Emx)|«e piateionstly wirfied that dieC%urchiingbt be 
^' rdbrmed. Several Bishops seemed to desire die saiae. 
*^ H(S(tmg was talked of in die Coumak but the necessity of 
^* gcnng throti^ irith so noUe a wotk. One ivooU haveeven 
^ thought diat the Councils of Coostanee and Basil intended 
^to Ubour at it to some purpose. But the wdI-«Sected had 
^ tidier prudence nor resolution enough to withstand the 
*' OrdJSces and vfelence of the opposite party. We diaO see 
^ in the sequel, that it was the Popes, the Cardinals, and the 
^ Chiefs of die Cla^, who opposed with aB their mig^ die 
*' KeVbrmation intended, because they were very sensible diat 
^ it would prove prejudicial to thdr temporal concerns. On 
^ the other hand, nrhen a man considers with what eagemesa 
^ and animorfty they laboured to root out the pretended he- 
^ reaes, which ccnnbated die woridiy grandeur of the Cletgy, 
^ he can make no other inference from thence, but that they. 
*^ themselves perceived the necessity of a reformation whkJi 
^ they would not admit, and diat die fountain of the corrupi 
^ tion was in the heads of the Churchy fiom whence it had hut 
** loo great an influence upon die faiferior Cleiigy.* 

After ^ving an account of die schism in the Popedom 
itself, which began m 1878, and lasted fifty years, throu^ 
which period there were actually two Popes, and at me tiipe 
^hree^ RAPrw proceeds :

^ AH Ae world knows that Jdmt Htsft toA Jxmke of 
*' pRAcnrk were burnt ai&ve at CbnstttiM^; bat every body 
^* has liot been sH tike pains to examine for %hat emm they 
euffiered that tigorous punishiliD^nt 'Vhty ^were then, and 
^sffll ate to dfis day^-din^^irift having m^ im* 

ff {nous, horrible^ anddamnaUe tenets, They were coodemn- 
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** ^dtm fliditioQfl, obttinkte, and ineonigible fidlowers and da» 
V ftndersof Wickliff; hardened, crafty, malioout, and convict* 
** cd Henrties. Had there been any stronger terms to express 
** tfaeur hooe^ £oit these heresies, they would. have made no.. 
** scruple to use them. But, after all, wherein consisted these 
<< heiesies? In their being followers of Wickliff: If you 
** consult the authors yffbo speak of their seiitencei you will 
'^ scarce find one winch says more than that John Hun and 
*• Jerome qfPtague wtre fidfew^v of TFidfc/f^ and conse* 
<f cpiently abominable wretches, deserving to be condemned to 
** the flames. In the opinions of WicVfff't then, we are to 
^* seardi for thdr errors. Now herdn is a double meaning, 
'* whidi has been constantly made use of to justify the sen« 
*' tafice of these two doctors. It is hardly to be qujwtionedy 
<< but thai the Coundl of Constance had that same double 
'^ meaning in view, when she caused the errors and memory 
«of fFidU^tobe stigmatised first, befoi^ /o^ JETum and 

^< /m)ffi^ of /Vi^iitf were brought upon thttrtria^ WiiMiff\ 
** cqpinions were of two kinds. The one concerned .the main 
*< doctrines of fiuth ; the other idated to the Hierardiy, 
*^ the Clergy, their jurisdiction, powe^^^ and riches. WickUg^ 
/< did not believe transdbstantiarion He rgected the invoca- 
^< ti(m of saints, the adoration of the cross and images, piU 
^* ^pmages and reBcs. On the other hand, he thought that 
*^ the Hierarchy had no foundation in Scripture. From whence '

<' However h be, /<iAn HiMM embraced WiMfg^B. opi«' 
<< nions, but it was only in what eoncepmed the Hima i K s hy aad 
<< Clforgy. Itis certaidfae bdieved transuhstantiation, and ^Btd" 
^ in thit bdifff. As ibr iplagcs^ Ub cqpinkm was, dial a man* 
'f might honor than, kneel to them, li^ up- wax^tapers be 
*^ fore them, kin theas, because the mind referred that wmhip 
^f to the origittflls. So tfi^ it is a thing past d^mte, that he 
was not burnt tor maintaawing errors in the raun doetriaes 
^ rf fSntfa, but for epnens which combated the emrbitanr 
^ power and lidies of the Chureh, that is to si^, rf the 
*' Clergy. All posable endeavours were used to make Um' 
** deny txahsiibstantjatknt But ho never eould be brought to 
<^that And yet by tke advice of the Caidmal of Fkvmse, 
^ the Cooncil coodemned hhn upon the J iyosi tkin of the 
« witnesaes that accused horn of ^ rqeeling that doctme, wMi- 
^ out having any regard to his own express cbdaration ^ the 
<^ contrary. It is no hsord matter to oonceiver the CouaoS^s 
^ diifi, in causii^ that artide to be inserted in Uttst^s Sen- 
^^ tei^ The Council was very sensible that it mnst' needs 
^ have appeared very strange, that a person should be con- 
*^ denmed to be burnt, whose princifdes teiided to ^ reform- 
^ ation, as well in Ae head, as in die members of the Cburdh; 
^ whidi all Christendom required, and wlneh4he Council itself 
^ feigned to bebeve necessary. It was requisite, th s rclb re, to 
^ justify the sentence, by rendering this man odfioos, as one 
<^ that rejected a fundamental artide of fidth. For this rea- 
^ son, -without distinguishing WklMff^B errors, John But$ 
^ and Jerome tf Fragile were condemned as foUowers of that 
^ Arob-Heretic Whereby it was intimated that they em-

?' AAer, having tak^ a.view. ot the state of die Church m 
'^ general, it ia t^n« to coo^e to 'that of the Churdi of EnglaiMl 
*•' in parucular. Englandi .with r^ard to Relig^, was just in 
•* the same state with the rest of Europe. The people were 
^ extremely desirous of a reformation of sundry abuses which 
<^had crept into the Church. The Clergy werer tooth and 
*^ ninl against it, because no change could be made. but. to 
^ their pr^udice. As for the Eangs, they made. Keligion 
^ subservient to their interest. When they imagined they^ 
^^ stood in need of the Clergy, they found ways and meana 
*^ enough to evade the people^s demands ; but when the Far# 
^^ liament''s good will was requi^te, they assented to suck 
*^ Estates as served to curb . the encroachments of the Pope

^^ As (at THB English nation, it is certidn it was gen^. 
^^ rally WickUfBte in some respects. Wickliff^s opnions 
*^ tended manifestiy td these two main enda : first, to Preform 
^^ the government of the Church, and to set bounds to tha> 
*^ power of^' the Pope and C^leigy ; secondly, to altepr the> 
^ Churches Creed as to certain doctrines long since received,^ 
** andwhidi he thought,coBtraiy to Scripture^ Now, as h6>

« HAVE BEEN BLIND NOT TO SEE IT. But granting that 
^ lustory has carried matters too fiur in this respect, the Sta- 
^ tutes of Provisors and Pl^emuimne^ so frequently revived, 
^ leave no room to question but that the English thought 
^ themsdves oppressed. 

^ In spite oip all the oomplaiiits wUch the English had 
^ frequently carried to the Court of Rome, about her conti- 
^ nual encroachments, and in spite of the precautions niiicb 
^ several P«rHament8 had taken to screen themsdves from her 
^ usurpations, the Popes did not abate an indi of their pre* 
^ tennons. The Acts of Parliament were to them but like 
^ canncm without bell, which made a noise without any effect . 
^ Upon every occasion that offered, they made no scruple to 
^ act contrary to these Statutes, as if there had been no sudi 
^ thing ; and to assert thar Apostolic power without troubling 
** themsdves whether thqr prejudiced the King or his sub- 
^ jects. ^ The Parliament, willing to remedy the abuses which 
^' arose from the continual dispensations granted by die Pope 
^ unthout hearing the cause, passed an Act that all persons 
^ who purdiased or executed any Bulk to be discharged from 
^ the piayment of tithes, diould incur the penalties contained 
^ in the Statute of Provisors. It was enacted by another 
^ Statute, passed at the same time, thatif any person should 
^ procure a provision to be exempt of the jurisdiction cf the 
*^ Kshops, he should incur the same penalties. These Acts 
^ being made chiefly witharview to the Mdnks, were not ca^

** bj .the fufaiesB of his Apostolic authority, exempted the

^* The Bishops, whom this affiiir chiefly ocmcemecl, not during 
^* to dispute the powar which, the Pope assumed, it was 'the 
<< ParhamenOs business to stand up for thdr cause, as wfeU as 
<< their own. To that purpose the Sttttutes upon this subjelt 
^^ were revived, and a clause added, plx)labiting the Monks 
** in particular to purchase or execute any such exanpiions, 
^^ upon the penalty comprised in the Statute of Premunire. ^ 

'^ The Statute of Premunire, which I hove mentioned 
^ upon sevaeal occanons, was a terrible fence agaihst the en- 
*^ croadimentB of the Court of JEl<Miie. It is true, that it did 
^^ not ftll upon the Pc^ directly, mnce ihe Pariiament had 
^^ no pow^ over him. But as it Inndered <he En^ilh fiom 
<^ applying to the Court of Borne for things flcortiary to the 
<^ prerogptives of the crown and the laws 6f the realm, it 
'^ ahridg^ th^ Pope of a good part of the advantages whidi 
/* he pretended to by his ApostoHc power. It wiU seem 
'* strange^ perhaps, that the Popes should be silent when this 
** Statuto was passed, and a good while after. But it is ea3y 
^ to And out the reason. The schism which bq;an in 1878, 
** and lasted till 1409, hindered them from bestirring tbem- 
<« selves. The Popes which England admowledged took care 
^ to ff^t no cause of dtkoee at such a juncture. 

^< MAmTnr V. conadered not this business with the same 
^^ indifference. In 14S6 he wrote a thundering letter to 
*^ Cludidby, Archfalshop of Canterbury, upbnnding him foir 
<^ his remisaneds ih this particular, and enjoiiung him to exert 
*^ his utmost to get the Statute repealed. Hkket VI. who 
^< WHS then on the throne, not being above five years (dd, the 
*' Pope thought it a proper time to compaiis his enda."* 

Rapik then g^ves large extracts from the Letter, m^ach 
are particularly important, and proceeds to inform us, that 
the Axchbisbi^ and his Clergy used great exertions to induce 
the House of Cwunona to repeal the Statute ; going there 
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in person, and making a speech on the oocaaon; but they very 
wisely refused to comply ; and Bapiv then observes .« ** Popiei 
•^^ Martin's letter, and his extraordinary endeavoord to get tl^e 
/^ Statute of Premunire repealed, shew to a demons&ationt 
^< that the main of Rdigum znu made ihen io ctmsist in ihe 
^^ Pop^s prerogaHves^ a/mi ihe Ckrg^9 immvmiHes. Henc^ 
^ it appears farther, how averse Martin was to eonaent to 
(< the least diminution of his pretended rights, and oonse- 
^' quently to a reformation in the head and members of the 
^ Church, denmnded with so much earnestness at the CouncU 
f < cf Constance, where he was present in person. Before { 
f' leave the Statute of Premunire, it will not be improper to 
^ observe, that this Act had two {xincipal clauses. The firsts 
^^ wbioh contained the Statute of Provisora made in the mgn 
** of Edward I. prohibited the soKcitmg and procuring of 
^ Benefices flom the Court of Rome, by way of provisioti, 
^ contrary to the rights of the Crown and the Patrona. The 
<^ seecrnd prohibited the carrying to liie Court of Borne, or 
^' elsewhere, causes ^hich belong to the Hingis Courts. 

f^ Beades the contesu which the Statute of Premunine 
^^ caused between England and the Court of Ikone, Aere were 
**' some others which I shall but just touch upon. In 140S, 
^ i& the reign of Henry IV. the Parliament pasbed an Act, 
^ forbidding all persons that should have provision of any bct 
^ nefice, to payinto the ApoBtoUc Chamber mort thap was 
<< paid m old time. The penalty for thoie that (fiddle contrary 
f^ was, that they should forfi^ to the IQng the same sum 
<^ they paid the Pope. The occasion of this Statute was a 
<f grievance mtroduced some time since by the Court of Rome, 
** which was, that no person should have provision of* any 
I* Benefice that was v<nd, till he had compounded with the 
^^ Apostolic Chamber, as well for the first fruits, as for other 
^ lesser services in that Court, apd had p^ad beforehand the 
*^ sum agreed upon. 

** But the greatest dispute between England and the 
.^ Popes was upon the scoie of the cdlatitta-of the BiAoprics, 
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^-^ TIkm^ thl! Popes, ' wheir tke tank Aof^oStcam^imf^ mom- 
^* veffted, hid salt ItaUan ok oUkt fbrdiga Bkbaps into £ii^ 
^f land^ it is certain that towards the latter end of the Saxcm 
"^ monardiy, the Bishoi^M were chosen by the Chapters. Tha 
^ same privilege was contimied to them after ^ the Normaii 
<^ conquest, and confirmed by King Jdbn^s Charter. Mean- 
^^ while the Pqpes, having gradu^y enlarged their authoritjr, 
^ wsumed the power of bestowing Aichbishi^»ric8 and Bi* 
f* Aoftnui by way of proviwn, sometimes on one» sometimes

Agidn— Grosb observes, «* the luxurious manner of living of thd 
« Monks, so early as the reign of iifenry H. may be gathered from the 
•• Wlowing ftoriet related of those of Cantcrt)ttry and Winchester by 
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f O^mdmm were sounivenally deqpised apd haUd^ that the 
^< world was very apt to be possessed with prejudice against 
*^ their doctrines, for the sake of the men, whose interest it 
f* was. to support them : and the wordi^ of Grod waa so de^ 
f^ -filed with much gross superstition, that, without great in* 
^ ^luiries, aU men were easily convinced, that the Church stood 
^ in great need of a Reformation. This wa& much increased 
^' when the books of the Fathers b^an to be read, in which 
*^ the difierenoe between the fonner and latter ages of the 
** Church did very evidently aj^iear. They found that a 
*" blind supostition came first in the room of true {uety ; and

*^ canioDiaation there was a new fit of devotion towards the 
^^ last Saint, which made the elder to grow almost out of. re- 
^^ quest ScHne images were believed to have an extraordinary 
*^ virtue in them, and pilgrimages to these were much extolled. 
*^ There was also great rivalry among the several onkrs, and 
*^ different houses of the slune cM*ders, every one magnifying then: 
** own saints, and their images and relics most The wiealth 
^' of these houses brought them under great corruptions. 
^^ They were generally very dissolute, and grossly ignorant 
'^ Their privileges were become a public grievance, and 
^^ their lives gave great scandal to the world; so that, as 
*' they had found it easy to bear down the secular Clergy, 
*^ wlien their own vices were more secret, the bulging Friars 
*^ found it as easy to carry the esteem of the world from them. 
^' These, under th6 afqpearance of poverty^ and coarse diet and 
*^ clothing, gained much esteem, and became almost the cmly 
" preachers and confessors then in the world. They had a Gre- 
*^ neral at Rome, from whom they received such directions as 
^ the Popes sent them; so that they were more useful to the 
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^ Papacy than the Monks had been. They had "also the 
" schooUearning in their hands, so that they were generally 
^^ much cherished. But they living mudx in the world, could 
*^ not conceal their vices so artificially as the Motiks had done; 
y and though several refcmnations had been made of tbek 
.^ orders, yet they had all fallen under great scandal, 3nd a 
^* general disesteem. The Kbg"* (Heniy VIII.) " intended 
^^ to erect new Bidioprics ; and in order to that, it was neces- 
•^^ sary to make use dP some of their revenues. He filso ap*' 
<^ prehended a war from the Emperor, and for that end he 
" intended to fortify his harbours^ and tg encourage shipping 
^^ and trade, upon whicb, the balanceof the world began then to . 
^^ turn: and in order to that, he resolved tonnake use of the 
^^ wealth of those houses, and thought, the best waiy to bring 
*^ that into his hands, would be to expose their vices, that so 
*^ they might quite lose the esteem they might yet be in with 
^^ some, and so it might be less dangerous to suppress them. 
^* Cbakbier promoted this much, both because these houses 
*^ were founded on gross abuses, and ^ubasted by them; and 
'^^ because these were necessary to be removed, if a Reformation 
>^ went on. The extent of Xfumy .diocese was abo auch, that 
>^ cme man qoitld :not oversea them; .so he intendi^d to Jtiave 
<< more Bishopric Jfounded, and to have houses at every Ca* 
** thedral for the 4ed^catio1;l ci those wjio should l:ie epiployed 
*^ in the pastoral charge. The visitors went oyer England, 
'^ and found in many places monstrous disorders. The oin m£ 
^^ Sodmn was foimd .in many houses; great faction^ and bar* 
^^ barous cruelties^ ,were in others; and in some, 4hey found 
<« tgol^ for coining. The Report contained wany abominable 
^* things, that aye not £t tp be mentioned: some of these were 
" printed, but the greatest part is lost; only a report of one 
•* hundred and forty-four houses is yet extant'' — ^Burnet's 
Abridgment, p. 147 et seq. ' '' 

Again: '^ They discovered many Impostures about Relics, 
^* and wond^ul Images, to which, pilgrimages had been wont 
H* .to be made. At Reading they had an angel's wing, w^hie^ 
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^ lirodght 6ter die qmr^s point that petted our Sairknir*k 
^ «te: as many ]ri«0M of the cro^ were found, as, joined to- 
^ getber, would haTe made a big ch>88. The Rood dt Gmcfe 
^ at Bexley in Kent, had been miidi esteemed, and drawii 
'^ ibany PUgiims to it: it was observed to bow, and roll its eyes, 
*^ and look at tintes well pleased, or uigry; whidi the cr^ 
** dnloos multitude imputed to a divine power: but aO thik 
<< was disoov^od to be a cheat, and it was brought up to St 
^ BmiPs Cross; and all the q>ting8 were openly diewed that 
^ gioverhad its several motions. At Hales^ in Glocestershire, 
^ the bkuBd of Christ was shewed in a vial; and it was believed, 
^ Aat none oould see it who were in mortal sin: and so^ aftet 
^ good presents were made, the deluded Pilgrims w^nt away 
^ weH satisfied if they had seen it. This was the blood c»f k 
^ duck renewed every week, put in a vial very thfek of one 
^ side, as ihin on the other; and ^ther nde turned towards 
^ Ae PUgiim, as the Priests wa« satisfied with Aeir cibhu 
^ tions. Several other such-like Impostures were discsovered, 
<* Wfaidi contributed much to the undeceiving the pec^. 

^< The richest shrine in England Was Thomas k Bedtef s 
•* 4t Canterimry, whose story is well known. After he had 
^ i9ag eiri)roile4 En^knd, and shewed diat he had a sph4l )h 
^ b»mi to fiKtion, that he cOuU not be at quiet, some df 
^ Helny the Seoond^s offidous servants kiQed him in the 
^ Church at Canteibury: be was jpresentfy canonised, and 
^ held in gr^ti^ esteem than any odier Smnt whastaoever; so 
^' imidi mone w«s a Martyr !for the Papacy valued, dten any 
^ tMit suffered for the Christiim Religion: and hk dtxr lAreW 
^^ht graiter oblations, than those diat were deeKoated to 
*• Chriisft, or fb^ Blessed Virgin ; 0b appeeurs by Ae accounts 5f 
•*t#orfll|eiryeart, 

** kn iMie, 97. tSr, 64. told m another, no% a pene^ wits 
** offered at Chrises altar. There was in one> 6W. 6*. ^ 
^toid hi aMth^, 41. 1y. «f. ofer^ nt the Blemd Virgin^s 
•« tftir. But in liiese very yews there was 89«. l«r. 9d. 
««toid96«.trtW:^iAlwdWSt,Thoma8%altair. TheShriii^ 
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** grew to be ef an inestoaMe vriue. Lewis the Sev^A of 
^ France came over in Pilgrimage to viait it, aivl cffered a 
^ atone, valued to he the ridiest in Europe. He had not 
•* only one hxAy day, the ^9th December, called his Martyr'* 
^ dom; but also the day of his translation, the Tth of Jiriy, 
** wasake a hdy day ; and every 50th year there was a Jubilee, 
««id an InddgMce granted to all that came and visited 
^^ Ms tomb; ami sosMtimefi there were believed to be 1^,000 
^ Pi^rims there on that occasion. It is hard to tell whedier 
^ tlie hatred to his seditious practices, or the l6v« of his shrine, 
'^ set on King Henry more to ims«nt him. His dirine was 
^ broken, and Ae gdd of it was so heavy^ that it filled two 
^' diests, which took eight men apiece to carry them out of 
^ the Church; and his skiill, which had been so mudi wof- 
^ riupped, was proved to be an impostiu^; for the true skuH 
^ was with the rest of his bones in his coffin: his hemes were 
^^ either burnt, as it was given out at Rome; or so mixed 
* with other bones, as our writers say, that it 'had been a 
^ miracle indeed, to have distingui^ed them afterwards.'^

14th, The whole History of Ceanmek and the other early 
Reformers, as given hy Burnet: a single examffle of their 
attadiment to the Scriptures occurs in p. 171 : 

^ Cranmer took occasion to shew tbe vanity of the sdiool 
** divinity, and the imcertainty of tradition; and that Religion 
^ had 1)een so corrupted in the latter ages, that there was no 
'^ Aiding out the truth, but by resting in the authority of the 
*' fkniptures : Fox, Bishop of Hereford, seconded him, and 
^ told them, ^tt7or2(2ze^a«7to«;azx7a)t:^, and would be no longer 
^ imposed on by the niceties and dark terms of the Sdbools: 
**for Ae Laity now did not only read the Scriptures in the 
^ vidgar tongues, but searched the originals themselves; there- 
1^-foretfaey must not think to govern them, as they had done 
:^^ in the times of ignorance;* 

Again, in p. 207 : ** This year (1637) the English Bible 
^ waaifaushed. 14ie Traiislation was sent over to Paris to 
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^^.be printed there, finr the workmen in En^and were not 
<< thought able to go about it Bomnee was then AmbasBa* 
*^ dor in Fraxice, and he obtained a License of FaANCia 
*'for printing it; but upon a compkint made by thb 
^ Feekch ChEMGYy the press was stopped, and manff qf the . 
** copies were seixed on and burrU. So it was brou^t over 
^< to England and finished: Cromwell procured a general 
<< warrant from the King, allowing all his subjects to read it, 
<'fbr which CaAiflfMEa wrote his thanks to Crobcwell, and 
** rejoice^ to see the day of Reformation now risen in Eng- 
•' land, since the Word qf God did Aine over ii all wUhoid 
^^ a doud: not long after this, Cbomwell gave out injunctions, 
*^ requiring the Clergy to set up Bibles id their Churches, and 
*« to encourage all to read them,'' — This was the Jirst Ei^ 
lish Bible published by atUhprityy and allowed to be gene- 
rally used. 

Again : ** Six Bibles were set up ia divers places of St. 
** PauTs; but Bonner being afraid of the mischief they 
c< might do, posted up near them an admonition to the 
<* people, that none should read them with vain-glory and 
** OQUupt affections, or draw multitudes about them when they 
** read them. BtU great numbers gathered about those thai 
<< read; and such as had good voices used to be reading them 
*\ aloud a great part of the day : many sent th^ children to 
*< 8chod, and when, they had learned to read, they carried them 
<< to Church to read the Bibles. Some began likewise to argue 
^* from them, particularly against taking away the Cup in the . 
<^ Communion, and the worship in an unknown tongue; upon ^ 
*^ which Bonner set up a new advertisement, and threatened 
<^ to remove them, if these abuses were not corrected ; and 
*^ upon the complaints made of those thmgs, the fi'ee use of the 
^ Scriptures was afterwards much restrained.'" — Ibid. p. ftSfL 

15th, Burnet's remarks on the Pope's Bull against Kii^ 
Henry VIII.; in which he observes (among other things) : 

" By this sentence it is certain, that, either the Pqpe's 
^* infallibility must b^ confessed to be a phcit put upwi th^

16th, BuBNET^s observations on the change eflTected by the 
BefiDrmadon in die observance of the Sabbath: 

** A great charge was also given for the strict observation

** or Matins, in the morning, and spend the rest of the day 
^^ in drunkenness and quarrelUng, as was commonly practised ; 
^ but it«u^t to be all employed either in the duties of Reli-

17th, Bdenet's account of the abrogation of Ceremonies : 
<^ Candkmass and Lent were now approadiing, so the

Again:^^Soan after this, a genend oider ftdknrad for a 
*^ removal of all imagea out of cfauvdMS : diere wom orory 
^ wlMre gteat contests, ^edier the unages had beon abused 
^ to ouperatition, or not. Some thought the conseenilkm of 
^ tkem W€A an abuse oommon to them aU. Those also duit 
*^ rej^resented the Trinity as a man with three ftoes in on^ 
*^ head, or as an old man with a young man before him, and 
^ a dore over his head ; and some where the Blessed Vkgii> 
*^ was represented as assumed into it, gave so great aeandai^ 
¥ ijmtt it was no wonder if men, as they grew to be better en-

And again : ^< The phun institution of the Saenonent wasr

The importance of the above Extracts must apologiae'for 
■their length. It cost Ma. Dallas, indeed, but a few lines, 
when he sought to destroy the beautiful &faric cf the Be* 
.fisnnation: but «> much easier is it to p\dl down than to 
build iqp, that it has required several pages to shew diat Ma. 
Dallas was net justified in asBerting that ^ the Reforta»- 
*< ticm has generated the moat absurd supentitions ;^ and ta 
prove that it was PoPsaY, aa. the contrary, and not the R& 
FOEMATioN, which was the prolific mother of /^ absurd super- 
«< stitions,^ and the source of grievous corruptinns in doo- 
liine, and of shameful vkes in practice; all of which, but for 
die Reformation, would be at this moment in full and vigor- 
ous operation among us. 

Let the Public decide, whether, afler the view wUdi has 
been given of the state of Rd^dn in England befiire the 
Beformaticm, the honour of God and the interests of the 
nation did not imperioudy demand a diange : we dodl then 
discover whether the opinioii entertnned by Ma.

Now, alttiougli it b true that tfaU nefimNis Wk ww 
written by Pirot, Me. Dallas has not inftnned us tiAit he 
was an eminent Jesuit, who was, on this oocaoMi, the orgitt 
and bstrument of the Society ; and although it m true that 
"die Pope and many Prelates condemned dns wbrk, it is cer- 
taui' that the Society pnbUdy defended it, notwithstanding' it 
contained the ftillest apology for assaesstnation, reheOioh, taH. 
^very thing most at war with the peace and happiness of ^ 
human spedes. In this work, revenge, fidse hdn6^, iKcit 
pleasure, pride, sedition, and murder are expressly ju^ecL 
It appeared in 1667. The Clergy of Paris wene so^ Istrtick 
\rith its pemidous doctrines, that they determinied to denounce 
it to the Parliament; upon which the Jesuits applied to' the 
Court to prohibit the ParBament fiom taking cbgmzance of 
the aifair. The King compHed with tfaeiir w&hed, imd ¥e- 
'ferred the matter to a difi^nt authority— the Clergy pro- 
tested against this, affirming, diat ih the case of tooth^f J^ 
'koit (Bagot), ju^ce had been defeated by a ^hnilib^ rell?- 
ence. They presented a memorial to the Ohmd 'Yfcars of 
I^aris, requiring the condemnation of this woik, at the' same 
time Aspersing a declaration, wluch is the first' of the dBle- 
brated statements published by the Clergy, as a bodj, "a^Mkl 
the Casuistry of the Jesuits ; and which was foflowed by itfee 
others, all distinguished by the vigour of their* oJnrfibrttiJSiJ, 
and the importance c^ their matter. Th^se were' severiS^ 
ngned by the Cieigy of 1*18018 ; and appeareij'iri^tiie years ^ 
1668 and 1669. AbnauId, Nicole, and Pascal, were ihe 
]principat inters of these^ papers ; and a mote fomble and 
masterfy expoation of &e most flagrant crimes, and of' ffie 
casuistry by which those crimes "were defendled,' c)>tild ndt kai^e 
been produced. The Clergy began by coIEng^ th» work )sf 
PiBOT anonymous, although they knew its author^ 4ipoi^

time induced the Faeul^ of Louvain to censure this doctrine.

It appears, therefore, that in every Edition of L^Amt^s 
Work, the great prindple of the lawfulness of murdering a 
Relij^oiis Adversary is dictinctly and podtively asserted : but 
inasmuch as all the Editions do not contain such fiill reasoning 
iqxm that doctrine as the Edition of Douajfy nor pursue it' to 
those consequences which necessarily flow from such a doc- 
trine (because die doctrine itself had at that moment be^ 
publidy attacked, and was about to be publicly ooncfemned), 
therefore Ma. Da(i].as avails himself of the alteration wMdi 
had taken place, at the instance of the Jesuits themselves, and 
assets that *^ the proportion was omitted altogether in the 
^ second edidonc^thework;'' the factbdng, that^e^Editioa 
amtams enough of the proposition to entitle the Writ^ wh» 
eould advance it, to the execration of his own age, and of alT 
succee£ng times*. 

In answer to Mr. Dallas^s assertion, that this doctrine

i The. Faculty of Theology ponounced the public condemn-t. 
ation of thi5.bctf>k, on the 3d of February, 1665 ; and a refer- 
ence ^to that document will shew some of the errors and abo-- 
mioations^of the work, which was justly entitled by a Parisian 
Divine^, ** the ccanmon sewer of every kind of profligacy,'* 
The Faculty declared, that " their reqject for decency must. 
*^ prevent their censuring the abominations which it contained 
^^ oa tbe'subje^t of chaatity, and the infamies of which that 
*^ author had become the apologist.^ 

The King's Advocates stated, that it was ^^ full of many 
'.f ptopositiona wjb^ch were conta^ous, and calculated to cor- 
^^ rupt all Chrisdan morality; that Manslaughter, Theft, Si« 
^.^ mony^ Uauiy, and oth^ crimes, which cannot be publich/ 
*^ fm/me^y were jystifi^.by the hcense of these modem Ca^ 
'^ suists; and that it was impossible to beUeve that the Pope^ 
«< tifho was the protector of the Canons, and of discipline^ could 
^^ mitborize la^ty and profligacy ; that he could wish to 
'^ sanction infamous book3» which were the horror of all the 
^^ virtuous, por permit that maxims so favourable to vice^ 
^* and j^) contrary to the rules of piety, and to the letter and

The discourse of Majuis pronounced before the Univer- 
rity of Paris «i the 8th of October, 1664, and printed by 
J)e9fTeZi will assist in giving a. further view of this work ; as 
viU alaothe puUicat^ons of the Faculty of Theok^^ in one of 
which it is declared to contain ^^ whatever the most irregular 
'* imaginatioa had invented for a centuiy, and whatever had 
** tiU that periodescaped the wickedness of mankind f.^

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Trom th««e specimens we may be better enabled to give 
due weight to the observations of Mk. DAtLAf^, idi«n he drdli 
MoYA " A VEEY VIRTUOUS MAN.** If such chaiadters as these' 
go to the formation of Ma. Dallas^s Pantheon, we must paosfe 
before we become parties to thar apotheosis. Even the Ro^ 
mish Church felt some hesitaticHi in canonizing men who could 
thus call good evil, and evil good ; ^t Ma. Dallas, it seems, 
has no sudi '^ compunctious visitings."* It is enough for him, 
that these men were Jesuits, that they defended the Jesuits, 
aikl were defended by the Jesuits : let such tides to esteem be 
once established, and they shall not want the support of the 
modem Champion of the Jesuits. 

The same remark is made by Ma. Dallas upon Mota as 
upon PiROT, namely, that the ojnnicHis which diey haare ad- 
vanced <^ did not originate with them, but had been taught bjr 
^^ the older Divines previbus to the existence ctihe Order :^ a 
fact whidi only serves mcnre comfdetely to estabhdi the observ- 
ation of Claude in his mast^ly work on the Refonnadon 
(an observaticm which has been before noticed in this Beply) ; 
namdy, that it is impossible to condemn the Jesuistical Ca- 
suists, without at the same time condemning the whole scliool 
of the Casuistical Theology, whether in the hands of Je» 
suits or simple CathoHcs. Ma. Dallas^s observation on this 
head only demonstrates with greater force, that the errors of 
Jesuitism are radically the errors of a corrupted Bel^on; 
and that, although many good men of that commimion have 
abhorred such prindples, and many wise men have ridiculed 
them, yet that they have been in every age the great means 
and instruments by whidi bad men have advanced the interests 
of .that Church, — since the majority in aD Catholic ogu n tries 
receive without inquiry or esuuninadon^ whatever their spiritual 
advisers may suggest. 

The next Casuist over whom Mb. Dallas spreads his 
shield is Bauni (p. 65). 

. It had been observed in the Bri^Jccauni ^ ihe J09aiky 
that ** BAtJNi's Somme des Pichts was proscribed by ' \h% 
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^ MAl^mes Convocation as exching to ticentkmsileas, and the 
** corruption of all good morals ; as vblatkig natural justice, 
^ and the lighta of man ; excusing blasphemy, usury, and U« 
^ most all other ains as things irf* no crimmality;^ 

Mb. Dallas tdls us, in answ^ to this, that ** he was ^ 
<< intimate friend of ikt Cardinal de la RtxheftmcauM^ Jhreh- 
^'Jnshop of Sens ; was a zealous Missionary under the Bkihop 
^ of St. Pol de Leon^ and died of his Missionary labours;^ that, 
^ tf he treated others with lenity, it is certain he did not spato 
«* Kmself;'' that his book ** was 'written by the positive order of 
^ a Bidiop, probably the Bishop of Si. Pol de Leon^ and puK 
« lished by the positive order ctf the Bidiop.'' 

Now, admitting all this to have been the case; tiliat does 
it prove,, but that this intimate of a Cardinal, ArohbiriMip, 
and Bidiop, did not sin alone ; butthateoeof tiieseiUustrious 
personages in particular positivdy ordered him to write a book 
of the most infemous and immoral descriptioo, and then posi* 
lively commanded him to puUish it ? So nmch for the Bofy 
Roman Church ! 

Mb. Dallas, however, goes <hi to assert, that its publication' 
was ^^ unaceompanied btf-ff^e sancHon or appr&kaiUm of m^ 
^ Jestdi, nor was it used in their Sdiools ; consecjttently its 
^ doctrines are no tvise atiribuiabk to the Sociefy:^ Bher whidk 
he adnnts that *^ it contains several relaxed propositions, de- 
^ servedly censured by the French Clei^, in IB^S.*** 

Now the case is, that the Somme des PMiis was written by 
a man who was the Professor of Moral Theology in the Cot- 
Jege of Clemeni (the great College of the Jesuits), for such 
was the ostensible oSce wlueh Baukc held; and his n^ork, 
whidi appealed in 16S9, i^ expressly publiidied in Paris, 
wUh ihe approbation of the Provincial qf Ihe Society of 
Jesuits. 

Th^ Faculty of Thedogy soon af^ condemned it*; but

tboijft had stated that they w^re all in ui^ii. And in order to 
prov^ jbo the Parliament theuaiforim^ of sentiment subsistis^ 
amag the Jlesuitson this point, the Ui^irenity .^utanoe^ Mrijf 
ef their Fatitiers who i|re all named-; fycon whifi^^it cqnc^udes/ 
« that the Jesuits hold themselves ^x>und by no deplazadon*

As learning is not wisdom, the first of Casnedi^ g^fla

of the like kind *• 

. * X. The doctrine of PhUo^PpbicaJ ^ fie peM philosofhiqvej coitf 
•istt in teaching that the divine law obliges the nnner^ so far only as it is 
actually intimated to tiim^ and present with his mind at the time of 
sinning. If he does not at that moment reflect on the evil of the crime 
coannitthl by him» he does not siD» although he violates t)ie law dT 
Ood s if he reflects on its evil, but oaly regards it asooatnury to reasoa* 
and propriety, without thin^g of God» and etemal punishment; he 
sins indeed against reason, but not against God : this is simply a philo- 
sophical sin which merits temporal punishment, and not a theological 
sin which deserves etemal condemnation.

Of this horrible propootion Mb. l)ALtAs wasftot ignorant t 
and since it was not to be demed that Casitkdi had thus pub«

^ OP piety;^ afSrining, that to maintain *^ that the moral merit

' If such reasoning as Mb. Dallas% in defence of such rea-

Now, is Mb. Dallas reaUy ignorant, that the justificatioa 
of this flagitbus practice bj Benzi was so public and une- 
q|uivocalas to induce no less a personage than Pope Beioedict 
XIV. to issue a solenm decree against the doctrise taught by 
Bbnzi, both as infamous initsdf, and as tending to the dqpra^ 
W9^0n of an ordinance universaUy esteemed a Sacrament in 
the Catholic Church? If Ma. Dallas was in possession of 
this fact, did he conceive^ that, by observing silence upon it, 
Cither persons woulfl not coane to the knowledge of it? This 
impiety^ then, was not only ascribed to Beksi l^ ^^ French 
^* i^d Italian Libek ;^ but even a Pope, the infallible head of 
the Hoij lUmxan Church (who must be presiypoed to havf 
potssssed better means of iniormaticMi than mere Libels could 
hti^e fumifihedi and who was not U||^y to have issued a decree 
upon no better authority than they affprdkl), enteoed a public 
Ph>(est in t])e faoe.of the world agunst sudi an, abuse of whal 
the Church at laige ngarded as one of her holiest dtes. So 
§u "wu the P<^ bpta considering 9xn«i^s crime as qnly ^^ m 
^^ questio juris,^ or a mere <^ technical opinion^ on a cast 
iubnitted to him, that he openly charged him with prodaimi* 
iB^ the innoeenoe and pioprie^ of a praetiqe winch mu^ 
atflite the detertation and horrcMr of eveiy one, whose moral 
senses are not beoone oompletely obtuse i It; is remarkable, 
that the Pope and his Council had no sooner puldished their 
eondemnalion, than the Jesuits, in defiance of the.oOisur^ 
pnnfetd a supeckxr Edttion of Bk^si's work at Lucca^ and 
published it at a very cheap late *. 

Upon what gmmd, th^ does Mr^Dallas ventureqn the 
thut BsNai was ^' fiur &om teaching the horrors imr

In the first place, it may be observed, that the course 
which he has taken will not surprise any persons who are 
acquainted with his former writings. In a work published by 
him in 1803, he writes thus of an erroneous conscience: 
•• Those who think that the law which requires us to be faith- 
^ fill to our engagements is not obligatory towards Hebetics^ 
** and that we may lawfully break it, in respect to them, have 
** an erroneous conscience. But what must we do in case of 
** an erroneous conscience? I answer, that we ought always 
** TO follow the dictates of conscience, even when it 
^ IS erroneous, and whether the error be vincible 
** OR invincible,'*' — See Mr. Ballast's Elements of Self* 
Knowledge^ part ii. chap, xviii. p. 201. Now, what is this but 
the Casuistry of the Jesuits? Upon this principle, there is 
not a single persecution which has vexed and wasted the 
Church of Christ, ever since Papal Rome has destroyed those 
whom she thought fit to call Heretics, which may not be 
folly justified! If Mr. Ballast's view of morals be corre<^ 
then the Duke of Alva, the Dukes of Guise, and the Popes, 
who have delighted in Protestant blood, and the Queen who 
lighted up her fires throughout this kingdom, were not only 
innocent of all crime in what they did, but would have been 
guilty of a gross dereliction of duty if they had acted other- 
wise; since Mr. D/jjju midntains, that there is a positive 
yoL. I. R 
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and perpetual obligadon upon us ^^ to folbw the dictates of 
.** ooosdenoe"' whether right or wrong: <* we ought," says he, 
" ALWAYS to follow the dictates of conadeace, even when it is 
** erroneous, and whether the error be vindbk or invindUe.'^ 
It was predsdy upon this prindple that Thomas Pains jus- 
tified his blasphemies and impieties against revealed Religbn. 
Let the answer which was given by the Bishop of Laxdaff 
io the infamous opinion of Paine upon *^ an erroneous con- 
>^ science" suffice for an answer tp Mb. Dallas also : 

'^ A fever" (says the Bishc^), ^^ which you and those about 
" you expected would prove mortal, made you remember, with 
*^ renewed satisfaction, that you had written the former part c£ 
•* your Age of Reason— and you know therefore, you say, by 
^^ experience, the conscientious trial of your own principles. 
" I admit this declaration to be a proof of the sincerity of 
** your persuasion, but I cannot admit it to be any proof of the 
" truth of your prindples. What is conscience ? Is it, as 
^^ had been thought, an internal monitor imjdanted in us by 
*^ the Supreme Bdng, and dictating to us, on all occasions^ 
** what is right or wrong ? Or is it merely our own judg- 
** ment of the moral recUtude or turpitude of our own actions ? 
** I take the word (with Mr. Locke), in the latter, as in the 
'* only intelligible sense. Now, who sees not that our judg- 
** ments of virtue and vice, right and wrong, are not always 
*^ formed from an enlightened and dispasdonate use of our 
" reason, in the investigation of truth ? They are more 
" generally formed from the nature of the religion we profess; 
" from the quality of the civil government, under which we 
^ live ; from the general manners of the age, or the particular 
^^ manners of the persons with whom we associate ; from the 
*^ educadon we have had in our youth ; from the books we 
'' have read at a more advanced period ; and from other acd-

**. tatesof. his conscience, on all occasions act right An Inqui- 
,<< sitor, y^o bums Jews and Heretics; a Ilobeq)ierre, who 
5^ massacres innocent and harmless women ; a robber, whp 
^ thinks that all things ought to be in common, and that 4 
^^ state of property is an unjust infringement of natural 
.^^ liberty;— these, and a thousand perpetrators of diflerent 
^^ crimeS) may all follow the dictates of conscience ; and may, 
'^^ at the real or supposed approach of death, remember * with 
<< renewed satisfiiction'^ the worst of their transactions, and 
/^ experience, without dismays ^ a conscientious trial of their 
*^ prindples.^ But this theii* conscientious composure can be 
^^ no proof to others of the rectitude of their principles^ and 
>< ought to be no pledge to themselves of their innocence^ 
** in adhering to them." — See Watsotf s Apobgy for the 
Bible,' p. 6. 

llie next remark which occurs on Me. Dallas^s defence 
•f the Casuistry of the Jesuits is, that his attempt to exculpate 
the Jesuits from being the origirud atUhors of the detestable 
opinions which they have promulgated, will not avail him. 
It iQ not to be doubted, and may without hesitation be ad- 
mitted, that the doctrines which the Jesuits have pushed to 
extremities were more or less inculcated by those members 
of the Romish commimion who were not Jesuits, even before 
that Order had an origin. Such errors necessarily arose out 
of a corrupt and unscriptural faith, which produced, by a In- 
timate opnsequence, corrupt and unscriptural practices. The 
tree bebg radically bad, the fruits were bad also ; and the 
scholastic dieology which prevailed in the Church of Rome 
before Jesuitism had a being, was any thing but the Theology 
of the Bible. It may b^ also admitted that the same gross and 
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(NdpaUe errors hav^ obtained in the Romish Chnrdif €imee ihe 
Order of Jesuits was instituted, even amongst dMe of h^ 
members who had no connexion with that Society, and were 
avowedly opposed to it They did not indeed go to the same 
lengths which the Jesuits did, nor pursue the doctrines which 
they prc^ewed in commmi with the Jesuits to the same dan« 
geious and destructive consequences; but they were equally 
pKjfesson of the same perverted and deteriorated rdigkm, 
which, by an inevitaUe connexion, involved a eourse of prac- 
tice, that was in direct opposition to the reveled will of 6od^ 
and the best interests of man. If the members of that com- 
munion who had> wisdom and courage enou^ to expose tHe^ 
corruptions of the Jesuits, had only proceeded a few steps 
farther than they did, they must have seen that the abomina- 
tions which diey opposed were not so mudi the vices of a par- 
ticular class of men, as the vices of their own ^^stem ; tfaia 
indeed was a ccmdusion, to which if they had consented to 
come, they could no longer have continued in communion with 
a Church, which had so completely departed from the purify 
and simplicity of the Apostolic age : we find, accordingl y , that 
some who did adopt that conclusion, openly quitted the bosom 
of a Church, where such abuses prevailed ; while they who 
remained, not choosing to allow that their religion was in faulty 
attacked with peculiar acranony the men whb were foremost in 
propagating the opinions which necessarily arose out of their 
common creed. From this state of things, however, the greatest 
advantages have accrued to the cause of true religion:, the 
dissennons which arose between the Jesuits and the CathoBtis 
have tended to elicit truths of die utmost importance ; sincethey 
have served to develope the pollutions of Popery, both in doc- 
trine and practice, in a way which perhaps would never other- 
wise have been exhibited. Mr. Dallas, however, has no right 
to clum any credit for the Jesuits, because they only contended 
for the errors which other men had proclaimed befiire, and 
which indeed were interwoven with the religious profesaon of 
other Cathdics, as well as themdelves ; nnce the Jesuits were 
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ill no vise le^s cmunal because they were partakers of other 
loen^a sins of doctrine, and sinoe they carried those doctnnes 
inio actual practices of regicide, rebellioB, and in^uety, which 
the less hiirdy professors of the same doctrines who preceded 
them, had been more generally content with assertiiig and ar^^. 
guing upon in Schools and Cdileges. ^ 

In tl|e next place it may be observed, tliat^^ the danger to^ 
froiestcmts^ from the revival of the Order of Jesuits, is only* 
increased in an infinite degree, whea it is considered that it i» 
i>ot from the Jesuits alone, as a peculiar and insulated body, 
that we have to a{^9rehend the inva^on of our own rights, 
and the ri^H of our own existence ; since we have seen, from 
^ admission of Mb. Dalu^s himself, that the pernicious 
doctrines of the Jesuits are by no means confined to that body, 
but that the same tenets are held by other members of the same 
Church, and, when iHtHight into practical operation, can only 
* Ifsad to the same disastrous results. 

If) therefi>re, it could be shewn thai no cause of alarm 
fxists on account of the Jesuits in England, yet, so loi^ as the 
members of the same Church are daHy increasing the number 
of their converts among us, and struggling with greater ear- 
nestness and ardour for the participation of power (if not for 
^ exclusive possession of power) in this Protestant State ; so 
loi^g is it important that all who can think and reason, should 
consider' the peril of conceding to those whose principles of 
Casuistry are in such strict onison with tliose of the Jesuits, 
that portion of political weight and influence which, under the 
fUlacious and sophbtical term of Emancipation, they have 
perstlade^ themselves they ought to Seek, and persuaded many 
mnong us they ought to obtain. 

Mil. Dallas, in p. 69, with his accostomed incorrectness, 
quotes a passage m favor of the Jesuits as written by Batls, 
which BArtE in fact qUptes from another writer, namely, the 
'author of La Religion des JestiiicSy ^ work published at the 
Hi^e.-— But Mb. Dallas omits, as usual, to give any part of 
SayIe's j»tatement which is unfavourable to the Ji^its> partf« 
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cularly the following passage : " It is certain that some persons 
** who do not appear to be prejudiced, maintain that many 
** things have rendered the Society deservedly odious, and con-. 
*< tend that such an extensive influence could never have been 
«« acquired, or so long maintained, without the aid of a very 
** profound worldly policy.'' Again, " Have they not an Ency-*. 
^ clopedia of corrupted morals on the subject of Spiritual 
** sins ? It is the Jesuits who have contended the most stre- 
'* nuously for the consequences of many doctrines which were 
«* maintained before them, but pushed farthest by them ; doc- 
^ trines which expose Sovereigns to continual Revolutions, 
^ Protestants to carnage, and Christian morals to the most 
<* deplorable relaxation that can be imagined.^ — See Bayle'» 
Dictionary, Art. Loyola ; and the Notes (R),and (S) HAd. 

Mb. Dallas proceeds, in p. 71, to copy the Speech whidi 
has been attributed by the Jesuits to Heney IV. at the time 
when hb Parliament, with Haelay, their First President, at- 
their head, remonstrated against the reception of the Jesuits : 
of this Speech, however, that Monarch was perfectly guiltless. 
It was, in fact, written by the Jesuits themselves, and is a 
forgery of the most impudent character ! Its internal evidence, 
indeed, is sufficient for its conviction. Is it conceivable that 
any French gentleman, much more toy Sovereign of France, 
could have made use of the following language ? " / am oc- 
'< quainUd tvith things jHMty better than any person whaU 
" every — " You set up for mighty statesmen^ and understand 
" state affairs no more than I do the drawing the report of a 
" came. Why not say, that your Daughters are as mudi reli- 
'^ gieus as the Nuns called here the Daughters of Grod, and that 
*^ you are as much of my Order of the Holy Ghost, as my 
** Knights and myself?^ — *^ If the Sorbonne has condemned 
** them, it was quite like you, without knowing them .**—" It is 
** objected, they get footing in cities and towns by all means they 
<< can: so do others: I myself got into my kingdom as weU as 1 
<< could^ &c. &c. Again — that part of the pretended Speech 
wliich makes Henry say of the two first assassins who at^ 
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tempted biff Hf^ (Barrikes and Chatel), ^ BAKMorE vnm 
^ not encouraged by any Jesuit, Chatxl never accused tbem, 
^ttor could any torments extort any charge aj|;mnst Va&ad£ 
^ or any other Jesuit,*' is so dii«ctly at variance with the inr- 
poitant statemento of Db Thou and Sully, at well as so ^m- 
pletely opposed to a8 the other accounts of those attempts on 
Ae Bfe of Hekrt IV. that it is imposmble for any one who 
believes die conourrent testimony of the most fatbAil Hist&A 
nana to admit the genuineness of this Speech. With respect 
to Babbibrb and his instigator (the Jesuit Vababb), De 
Trou and Sully both agree that BABBiBiiB rec^ved his fint 
mstructions from the Jesuits of Lyons, who trained odiers aa 
weDas Bareiere; and that without the Jesuit Varade (who 
was RecUMT of the Jesuits^ CoUege at Paris), he would not 
have had the resolution to proceed with his scheme. It waa 
VARABE'whe, in conjunction with a Paris Divine (not a 
Jesuit), encouraged Barriers, assuring him that Hbvry^s con« 
version to Popery was only pretended, and that die attempt ott 
his life would be a deed which would merit salvation. Varade, 
adding impiety to r^dde, confiessed Barribre, gave him abso- 
lution, and sent him to one of his brethren, to administer the 
Sacrament to him. The statement given by De Thou is more 
drcurastantial dian thi^ of Sully. The fi3rmer will be 
found in De Thou^s History, Lib. 107, n. 18 ; the latter, iif 
Sully'^s MenKnrs, Vol. i. chap. 41, Edit 1768. With r^ard 
to the attempt of Chatbl on the life of Henry IV. it may be 
remembered that Sully was actually present at the time of 
that attempt ; and his account of^ it has been already givt^^n in 
this Answer (p. 83). So much for the internal evidence sup^ 
plied by this Speech, which tends to prove it a forgery ; but^ 
fortunately, we are not reduced to reason fimm its interna) 
evidence alone ; since Dk Thou has satisfaclorily shewn that 
die whole Harangue was no other than an invention of 
the Jesuits, and was never actually spoken. He produces the 
dearest proofs, that this Speech which was imputed to Henrt-

{ The Jcmiito republished this supposed rqilj in the Jfi^r- 
cmfe Ftanfoitj Vcd. iL p. 170, and ebe^nhece : after mtaiidi^ 
the Jesuit Matthisit printed it in his fiistorfj; the Jemnt 
Dan^bl inserted it in his History of! Fxan6e i. and PoMSrur 
the Jesuit gave it a place in hkJ^Jod^jM; The Jesuits idso' 
translated it into Latin and 'Genaao.

greater ii^nuity than even Ma. Dallas ta disprove. That 
gentleman, however, in terms not the moflt civil or respeotf\il 
towards a Member of the British Parliament, thinks proper 
to push this pbeation to a consequence whidi he is pleased to 
term <^ absurd ;"" and having thus summarily cKqxMed of it, he' 
observes, that ^^ the despotism of the Gceneral, and the blind 
^ obedience of the ccmipanions <^ the Order, are calumnies ta

Perhaps Ma. Dallas may be disposed to oonmder Sctllt 
as great a dupe as Sir John Hippisley. It is thus that

^' rather to the Pope, that althou^ they might persmally en« 
<^ tartain, on this pdnt, the Qiost correct and peaceful inten-» 
'^ tions, they can take no step without the concurrence of those 
f^ two Superifors; of wh(nn one, namely the Pope, can do us 
<( much injury, and the other, th^ General, is always a Spa* 
*^ niard by birth, or a creature of Spain : it is therefore impos* 
<' nble to sui^x)6e that the Pope and this General of the Je- 
^ suits can ever see . the Prokstani Religion flourish in 
" France, under its own banners, with a favourable eye. The 
*^ consequence must be, that the Jesuits, imbued with foreign 
*^ maxims, adroit and intelligent as they are, and struggling 
t^ for victcnry for XhAc own party, will occasion a perpetual 
.^^ schism amoi^ the people by their confes^ns, their sermons, 
f^ their books, and tb^ conferences; from whence an injurious 
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^* change 'will take place among the different members of the 
^* body politic, which will sooner or later lead to intestine

Me. Dallas then proceeds to reason upon Sie John 
Hippisley's objection as to foreign allegiance, and contends 
(p; 85) that " the obedience which all Religious as well as 
*f Jesuits paid to their chief Superior, who generally resided 
** at Rome, was well understood to relate merely to iheir pro^ 
^^Jemomal duties f after which, he observes, that the " na- 
^ live country of the Pope was never alledged as a motive fcwr 
** rejecting, bis authority.^ 

Most certainly it never was, among his devotees or their 
defenders : but among all those Protestants who have undefr- 
stood the nature of Popery, and have been aequaint^ with* 
their own interests, the aUegiance due to the Pope by afl Ca- 
tholics ; to the Superiors of Religious Orders, by the mem* 
bers of those Orders ; and to the General of the Jesuits, by 
all the members of that Order— have been invariably protest- 
ed against ever since the Pope, Religious Superiors, anH the 
General of Jesuits^ had an existence. 

Sie John Hippisley, dierefore, in objecting to the ope- 
ration of foreign influence, and the admission of foreign su- 
premacy in Protestant Empires, does no more than every 
Statesman may be expected to do, who knows what danger- 
ous consequences have invariably flowed from the profession 
of such doctrines ; and wkh regard to Me. Dallas''s asser* 
tion, that the obedience which all other Catholics, as well a$ 
Jesuits, paid to a foveign Superior, was well understood to 
relate merely to thdr ^^ prqfessiofutl duties,'" Me. Dallas 
must fail in establishing this pmnt ; unless he can persuade us 
to forget the Bulls and Decrees of various Popes, command- 
ing the Catholic subjects of other Sovereigns, in all times, to 
depose and murder their lawful monarchs, and to sti^ up in- 
surrection in their kingdoms ; or unless he intends to deng*

Me. Palla9^8 taunting questicna* in p. 86, ** Can Sib

With r^;ard to the question between Sn Johv HiPty^ 
LjET and Mr. Dallas as to the conduct <^ the Ekfbjbss of 
Russia, imd her motives in protecting die Jesuits (see p. 67 
et seq.), it may be observed, that hear patronage of the Order 
no more proves it worthy of royal: favor, than her invitatioo 
V> D^Al£Mbebt to come to Rusai«. and educate the Gcond 
Dake (which she aooompanicd mih very flattering ofiei^), 
pi;oves that D^AtEKBEiT deserved the ocmfidenee with whidi 
bel* linpenal B£ajesty''s misplaced taste for French genius md 
French profligacy would have led her to, repose in him : nel* 
iher does the goodt opinion which the Kvsg of PsussiAen*

If Boyaji p^rona^e would estdilidi the atlvantagea of the 
Orda* o£ Jesuits, Mi&. Dallas might haVe found examples 
mijich better suitedto his pnipose, in the Popes who have em* 
ploy^ Jesqils as their .agents in evevy species of pdbhc icrime^ 
and in the Kings '^ who have made them their 'Confessors and 
Confidants,. ill accomplidiing the great work of enslaving their 
Cadlotic subjects, and destroying their Protestant suliyects^ 

Tli^ utmost whidii the argument .of aulhority con do 
fiir Mm». JiAiajAfi kf to prove what ad^ fcian who knows ai^ 
thing 'of the history xif the world will diapiite,««^"ii«nidy9 
tjbataoaie&sareomgn Prinoss have in all tiroes ibstered and^ 
anplo^ed designing foen^ under whose advice they have por'% 
sued measures entirely at variance with their own interests,

tion of its adults. Mb. Dallas, indeed, records, apparently 
with high satisfaction, the *< unsuspecting hberality^ widi 
which his friends th^ Jesuits have been long treated in Ru^ 
Bia ; makes honouraUe mention of the erection c^ their Cc^ 
lege of Polosk by the present Emperor, ^< into an University, 
•* by which they became exempted from the control of the 
" University of Petersburg^ ;*** and speaks of a Jesuitical 
** College of Nobles^ in that Capital, whete the Superior of 
Jesuits is pleased^ very condescendingly, to permit a Priest ot 
the Grreek Church to explain on Sunday the National Cate- 
diism to these noble students, " in a private room^ beyond 
which, Mb. Dallas informs us,- ^ he has nothing to do in the 
^ house.'' 

It happens rather unfortunately for our author, that the 
Bmpevor of Blisua should have altered his opinion about the 
Jesuits smce Mb. Dallas^'s Defence of the Ordar appeared; 
but, perhaps, the Emperor did not read Mb. Dallas^s work. 
However this may be, that Monarch has afa*eady seen abundant

Jesuits have proved themselves in Russia, as dbewher^ tkil 
sworn foes of every valuable institution : they have QtJrenu> 
ously opposed the Bible Society^ although wdl known to have 
ei^oyed the particular auspices of the Emperor ) and they re^ 
sisted the printing o[ the Persian Testama^it in that Empire^ 
although undertaken with his sanction : they have been indefieu 
tigable in their efforts to make cotiverts to Popery, and have 
jBucceeded to a large extent, even in the most elevated classes : 
they carried on intr^es at Rome, which had f<»- their object 
the dismemberment of the Greek Church, and the disgrace of 
its Clergy : they sought to excite the voigeance of the Pope 
against the duef supporters of the Bible Society in Russia; 
and but for the salutary overthrow they have experienced^ 
would soon have succeeded in occasioning disturbances in thut 
vast Empire, which it might have been found impossible to 
allay^ Every person who m^ntains a correspondence with 
Russia may satisfy himself, without difficulty, of the correctness 
of this information. 

It was not, indeed^ to be expected, that these ministers of 
darkness would permit the diffusion of reli^ous light without 
exerting all the opposition in their power, nor permit the coiw 
Nuance of concord, while they had the means of stirring up 
strife ; but the example may not be without its use, if oifier 
.Sovereigns be»des the Emperor of Rusaa shall learn from it, 
.that, unless ancient and modem History be tlie fiction whidh 
Me. Dallas would represent, no Monarch who harbours the 
Jesuits must look f(N: any spedid reservation in his own favor, 
-or expect that the indulgences which he may concede to the 
Jesuits will be repaid by that Sodety in any other coin than 
that which has ever hitherto borne their ^^ image and super- 
** scription.'^ 

In p. 93 Ma. Dallas imputes to Sia John Hippislxt 
. the same motives with which he had charged the author of the 
. Brief Account of the Jesuits, namely, an attack on the Ca- 
tholics in general through the Jesuits ; as if it were pos^ble 
to separate the two cases, or at the same time to convict the

Jesuitd, and to dear the Catholics : but this point has been 
ao amply adverted to before, that it is ^e kas necessary to 
connder it again. 

Ma. Dallas (m p* 9^ expresses lus surprise at Sik 
JofiN^s opinion, that modem Catholics (such as Ma. Plow^ 
fiSN and others) must find sdkne difficulty in condemnix^ thfe 
wisdom of one Pope who suj^nressed the Order of Jesuits, 
while at the same time they applaud the wisdom of another 
Pope who has now restored it; but sahce it is impossil^ that 
these Pontiffs (however infallible some may consider them) 
can both be in the ri^t, this really doe$ appear to be a di- 
lemma, upon one of whose horns, such inconsistent reaaonera 
as these modem CathoHcs and their Defenders do voluntarily 
place themselves ; and therefore there seems nothing unrea- 
sonable in the suggestion of Sib John Hifpislsv, that the 
3ull which abolished the Order, and the Bull which revived 
it, should always appear together, as the best exposure which 
plain Protestants can give of the contradictions of CatlkAe 
logidans, and the best refutation which they can afford to the 
claims of Papal Infallibility. 

In the following page Mb. Dallas qpeaksinocmtemptuoui 
terms of two French works which have lately iqppeared 
against the Jesuits ; the one entitled, DuPape et desJesuUes; 
and the other, Les JeauiUs teU qu^ih oni iU dans POrdre po- 
lUiqu£j religieux, et morale; whidi worics, however, be ad- 
nuts that he has not read : after which avowal he proceeds to 
state, that ^^ their titles and authors aie enough to eoavinee

Mm. Dallas, in p. 07) enters upon a course of itt^^nln^^ 
wkkh' he ptirmies Enough aereHal pages, the main otigect of 
whieh is to prtyve, diat idthough Ganoanclli (ClemCnt 
-XIV.) suppressed die Order of Jesuits, yet he was only in^ 
iduced to do so, partly frcwi modves rf policy, and partly 
of compuUctti ; and that such act was altogedier opposed to 
hia own private and personal convictions of the utility of the 
Order. " The Jestdts" (says Mi. Dallas) ^ were to be saeii- 
^ fieed in' spite of their ifmoccnce^ in spite of their rd^iom 
<< and moral virtues (! ! !), in spite of his own" (Clement^s) 
^< atCadnnent and approbation, to the necessity of preserving 
<^ the power of the Moilarchs of Europe ;" and Mb. Dallas 
then quotes abundantly from the woric purporting to be M^

UdfertHiuitely far Mb. Dallas, all die ress^nlng by wjbieh 
be arrives at the conclusion that Pope CLEBiEirr XIV. aba-; 
lished the Order of Jesuits contrary to his own oonvictic^^ is. 
founded upon a work which has been long and onivataUy 
disavowed as authentic, both by the Religious and Literatry 
worid, nasKdy, Ganoanjelli's Lettbbs. It is only the part 
of charity to presume, that Ma* Dallas was ignorant o£ the 
general understanding and belief respedting< these Letters, and- 
to coochide that he never would have consent^ to reason upon, 
such materials, if he had not supposed them to, be genuine : 
in this ease his defective information alone wUl become the 
sutgeet of oensture; and it is far bett^ thata writer should- 
be'^onvieted of resorting :to a modem forgery in ignorance of 
its nature^ than that he should have called in its aid under a 
coBsciouffliess of its falsehood. Mb. DaIiLas, therefore, shall 
have ill the btiiefit which he can derive from this cotu^easioi^.: 
though, afler all, it must be admitted, that an author who 
professes to- inform the Brit&h Public upon a pdnt so essen- 
tial to dieir interests, cannot be too careful to be well-infotoi'^ 
ed himself upon the character c^ his authorities. The ques- 
tibfi i«ised in France respecting these Letters is wdU known, 
and has never yet been answered — ^^ Whebe abe the obx- 
** ausAiA?^ In urging that question, and in d^nonstrating 
die firind which was attempted to be put upon the world by 
the publication ai these Letters, Voltaibe, perhaps, was 
most suocessful ; lior can the general Infidelity of that writer j 
be mixied with' this question, as any reason f<»r rejecting his 
aid in detecting imposture, since the question is rimpiy one of 
fiict,* namdy, whether Ganganellj did ok did not write the 
Letters attributtel to him after his death. If a man gives 
such information as may preserve our House fhrni pliudes^ 
we do not object to him the unsoun4ness of his religious 
pxuiciples as a reason for discrediting his testimony. Db.

Ther evidence, therefi)re, to be dmved irom these frfari* 
catod Letters, as opposed to the great public and sohnn aet of 
the Fdntifieateof Cx>kicxkt XIV. cannot be admitled to have ^ 
aay wdght ; and with reguti to Me. Dallas^s sugfastiofl 
(p. 104), thait in suppresang the Order by a Bri^y Clxmjemt 
diDse to adopt that mode, because it was not usual to oonsidt

The same observatiooy indeed, occurs in a work, entitkd, *

It is only necessary to observe upcn such a remark, frona • 
whatever source it may proceed, that the whole tenour bbAt 
object of the Brief of Suppression oomjdetely refutes it; 
since that document contains an abstract of the History of the 
Jesuits, so £ar as regards ^ various public condemnations of - 
the Socie^ by several Popes who had preceded Clement : all 
which censures having been found (as he expressly declares) 
utterly inadequate to the end they had prcqx)sed, he resolves ' 
to adopt the only effectual means, by laying the axe to the ' 
root of the tree, and abolishing such a Sodety altcgetha:. 

If this be not a tolerably explicit statement of an advent^ 
opinion, it is not very easy to divine what Mb.

there is no account of the Inquisition, either ancient or

With r^ard to Mr. Dallas^s assertion, that, ^ for more 
<< than two Centuries, the penal laws have driven all Engliih 
^' and Iri^ Catholics who were not content to live in igno- 
<^ ranee at home, to seek education abroad;"" this is, in the first 
place, no great compliment to the learning and talents of those 
Catholics who do not happen, in that space of time, to have 
had thdr education abroad; and, in the next place, it is a foul 
slander on those members of the Protestant communion, who, 
without going abroad at all, have been enabled to obtain such 
an education in the United Kingdom, as has qualified them to 
adorn the various stations they have occupied. I^ indeed, by 
the word ^* EducaHori^ Mb. Dallas intends an educatiiMi in 
poUtics as well as in science, in rebellion as weU as in reH^on, 
there is an end ol the argument; dince it is not diqmted, that^ 
in order to the perfection 6i the clerical character in the Ro- 
mish Chim^, certain other doctrines must be acquired in the 
course of education, besides those which are more immediately 
connected with the sacerdotal profession. 

We find Mb. Dallas next protesting (p.* 116) against 
Sib John Hifvislet'^s proposal, thait the large sum of money 
whidi has been devoted to the endowment of the Jesuita' Semi* 
naxy in Ireland, should be appropriated to the Establishment 
for Educating Roman Catholic Priests at Maynooth. 

What Sib Jomn has promised himself by this transfer of 
property, it is not indeed very easy to discover. That such a 
diversion of the fund would be more in unison widi ^ ini». 
taken and fatal eriror into which the British Legiriatuire has 
.permitted itself to fall, in harbouring and cherishing within its 
own bosom, the natural and eternal enemies of its own existn 
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' ence and repose, may be readily conceded *: and it may he 
also admitted, that if the sttm of <f 80,000, or any annual Pav^ 
liamentary grants, must necessarily be devoted, either to the 
support of Romish Priests or Jesuits, any man would dioose 
the least of two evik, and prefer that the ibrmer should re- 
ceive the money rather than the latter; but if the views whidi 
have been taken throughout this Answer dunild prove correct^ 
all honest men who wirii to live in peace, must surely depre- 
cate pecuniary grants to either of these objeets; nor wiH it 
ajqpear to them a matter of much consequenlee, whether the 
money is renutted to Catholic Priests, ot to their sworn friends, 
advisers, and colleagues, the Jesuits. 

If to this it should be r^Ued, that the Jesuits and the 
Priests have by no means always preserved the rektkns of 
amity; it may be answered, that, howev^ they may have differ- 
ed at other times, they have never failed to merge their mu- 
tual animodities, and to make common cause, when it was a 
question between themselves and tsx Protestants: thus, 
we read that when our Saviour was to be destroyed, ^< the 
^^ sanDie day Pilate and Herod were made friends t<^;ether; 
*^ for, befiire they were at enmity between themselves^ (Luke, 
ch* xxiii. ver. 12); and we know that the Romans finrgot their 
bitterest quands, whenever Carffiage was mentioned. 

Before the subject of the Jesuits^ College i^ Casde 
Browne is quitted,- it may be asked whether Me. Dallas, 
when he exalts this, as a Seminary for general learning 
(p. 117), seriously imagines that his readers will not distin- 
guish between '^general learning,"^ and the utter abuse of 
learning, above all, of sacred learning, which has ever diarac- 

• It is utterly inconceivable upon what principle a Protestant Le-

We come aonr lo the authoritaes joited by Mk. Dmma m 
£mr di the Jesuits (p. 1S8). 

The firat is that of the Ekpbsss CAuaaixBOF Bbssia, 
of whose eiddence in fiuror of the Jesuits snraftfMig has dU 
jieady been aaid. Ma* Dallas begins by assating, that th» 
good peopleof Mohiloff in Russia ^^ were very mudi mttached 
<< to the Order of Jesuits:"" he then prooeeds to atate, that the 
fimpress. reessred and favored the Jesints in her doeuDions ; 
Jmt he takes care to observe a profinmd silenee upon themo- 
jtive which has been generally ascribed to CAVioAiim for the 
4ttylum she afforded to the pnoscribed Ordo'.of Jesuits, 9cai , 
cf which he oould hardly be uniitfoxmed — namdLy, her .ecmfr^ 
Aa^ hope and eKpectetion that the Jesuits <rf Europe ^iKJlme 
rica would bring into Wlute Russia their ill-gotten gain, and 
enrich her empire by their wealth and industry. The qxnls of 
Paeaguay, however, never found their way to Mohiloff. 

Whether the absdute deqx)tism .and the subtle pobcy of 
^the Empress might not have prevented the JesiAts from -elect- 
ing the same mischief in Russia latterly, as they had adiiev^d 
there in an earlier period of their history, may forp a problem 
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for ibe^rtu^ents in political kiuom^i but jjt m»y bo oanfidtttljr 
affirmed, that the patronage of the Order of Jesuits by auohaii 
Emparess as Catherine, in suoh an Smpre as Bussiay affords 
jio example fen; titie jmitariaw ct England <Mr her MTrpMHiih 
JBie was juatly accused of boiag, not ocif a most lioqn- 
tbus and.abandooed woman, but even of murdering her h^-

ancouraganent in England;, .the <»ses of -die jtwa^aiwitiie^ be- 
4o^ in no way aaalogous, and oniq^qiumitly ^JKgllCfi^ 
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^wn tnm their receptkm by her^ bebg invalid as affecting 
ourselves. 

It has, indeed, been asserted, diat the vices of the late 
Empress supplj no reason {or rejecting the evidence in favor 
of the Jesuits which her patronage afforded : and that arga- 
ment is quite consistent, when used by such Defenders of the 
Order as Ma. Dallas, who ather do not see, or wUl pot ad- 
mit, that the vices of the Jesuits themselves affivd any gtxA 
evidence against them ; but in a country where moral probity 
holds so high a rank as in our own, this oonnderation will 
have its weight, nor can all the sophistry of those who defend 
<nr deny die recorded iniquities of this Order, or of its royal 
'and literary Patrons, weaken its force. 

But fiirther : Me. Dallas gives a Letter of the Emjpress 
of Rusaa to the Pope in favor of the Jesuits, from Castbea'*s 
History of Catherine II. ; although it appears from that very 
History that the Empress herself positively ^bsavowed this 
Letter in the Grazette <^ St Petersbuigh of the aOth April, 
1788 (see Castbba, VoL ii. p. 828). If, indeed, the Letter 
had bem authentic. Me. Dallas was bound to have present 
ed it as it appears in Castera; but he omits the last para- 
gvaph for obvious reasons. That paragraph ruqs thus: '< Who 
^^ knows whether Providence may not design these pious men 
^^ as the instruments of uniting the Greek Church with tJ^e 
** Catholic f an umon whidi has been so long desired. L^ 
^ Your Holiness dismiss all apprehension, fbr I will muntain 
•* wiA all my power the righie tehich you have recdvedjrom 
•* Jeeue Christ/' Now, as Mr. Dallas knew that the Pnv 
testaats of England did not deeire that the Jesuits should be 
a medium of reconciliation between the Reformed Church and 
the Churchx>f Rome, and as he knew, also, that the King of 
Ei^and did not mean to maintain, with all his power, the 
ri^ts of the Pope; he percetved> at once, that the want of ana- 
logy between die cases c£ Russia, under Catherine II. and of 
E^and, under Greorge III. would be too striking: he there- 
fore does not permit this concluding paragraph of the Empresses 
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8upix)8ed Letter to the IVipe to appear ; but gires, as in other 
cases, ji^ so muchof the Letter as suits his purpose, and no 
more. Again: Ms. Dallas, even with CasteeaV book be- 
fore him» ventures to assert, that ^^ the pladng of the Jesuits 
*^ in her dombions was a probf of the sagnaiiyof Catheiine ;'^ 
and adds, '^ I doubt whether Russia was eter more inddbted 
^ to any Sovereign than for this st^, which was at once mag' 
** nammousy wise, and popular;^ while, in the very same pag» 
of Casteka,' firom wUdi Mr. Dallas had been quoting the 
Empresses preitended Letter, the following passage appears: 
<^ Perhaps the Empress only attadied so much importance to- 
? the negotiation, because she flattered herself that all the Je- 
^^ suits of Europe and America would bring their treasures 
<< and their industiryinto White Russia: but vrfiatever her 
^ hppes might.be, thie plimder of Pabaguay never found its 
*^ way to MoHiLOFF. The Jesuits were too cunning to place. 
^ themselves and their wealth in the hands of a Princess widi 
^ whose despotism and insatiable ambition they were weD ac* 
<< quainted.^ We have here, therefore^ first, the worldly poKcy 
of Catueeine in desiring the return of the Jesuits pretty* 
distinctly announced ; and we have, secondly, an allegatioa 
that they were too wise to accept her oiiflfer : consequently, the 
vast advantages accruing to the Empire of Russia frcMn sudi 
** a magnanimous, mse, aod popular^ step, never had any 
other place than in the fertile imagination of Mb. Dallas, who 
takes care to quote no more of Castsba'^s History than wouUt 
have estalilished his own object, piovided no one had looked aft 
the History besides himself. 

Pope Clement XIII. is the next authority dted by Mm. 
Dallas in favor of the Jesuits, and he gives, at the end of h» 
morkj a translation of his prindpal BuU m their &vor : a Bull 
T^hich his Successor Clement XIV. affirms (in the Bull whidi 
i^ippresses the Order) was extorted from CLEstENX XIII. by 
the Jesuits, rather thap cbtamed (^< Uteres extortae potius quam 
« obfentse"'). Whether this was thefact or not, we are litde con- 
earned to know; Ma. D.ii at fuU liberty >o take all the benefit 
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wfakkli^ can Active f^Tom^tbirBall^ or any other. There te# 
gnat store of this pontifical madiinery {or his selectbn : tfa^ 
cdlfectioR of Bulk obtainedl by the Jemiits in their Alvot, aff 
breaftebe 1^ sane laagnage^ and aie equally suited lo Ma. Bal- 
tAs's pufpcMe, with die BuU of Clxmewt XIII. ; but, how* 
cfver he may hatire studied and admired these ecdeotetieal eoln^ 
positions, does he behere that those of the people'of Enghoid 
ifho hanre ever oonsidered the qiMstimr ti thdr own f^giott' 
and their own histofy, are likdy to be dtjqped and dekxded'bjr 
Bidls granted by the Popes in favor of the Jestfitt P The nil 
most to which the ataticm of this authority goesy is to Atw 
tfaflit Clsmekt XIII. committed as great an error as.maay of 
fair infidhUe Predeeessors ; butsoiar foam this beihg any vea^ 
aon'why those persons who deny their anthcmty, and diipattf 
thdr wisdom, should go wrong also, it is the \ety Ttastm^ of 
all others^ for their taking a contfaiy course. 

Of Oanoaitellx, die tuooesscK* of Clem^kt XIII. (wha 
is Mb^ Dallas^s next authority), periiqis enough has haOi 
said, as well as c£ those fabricated Letters which it has answer* 
ed die purpose of the Bookseflers to publish, and of Ma^ DaIi^ 
&AS to quoee^ under hn nama 

If Me« Dallas had sueceeded in settingup these Letters^ 
of whidi Oangakelli was nai the author, against the Bull 
scippressing the Jesuits, of which he was the audior, the only 
ajflhwntag^ he would hsive derived from this success: would 'hav« 
keen^ to Aew that a Fc^, as well as meaner men, knsry enters 
fain two difibrent o]nnkiA8, at di£Pcrent times. As afl anthen^ 
tic evidence, however, is against his having thought in any 
way favorably of the Jesuits, either befere he became a Pop^ 
cr'af))^rwards. Ma. Dallas'^s {facing him ^^ amoi^ the anthb*- 
** rities in favor of the Jesuits,"^ upon the m^re graluitmit 
assumption of his having written the Letters asmbed to hintf; 
tfdy affords another ^cample of the untenaUe groimd whidl 
heis compelled to oecupy in the support of a sinkang cause. 

The next authority for the Jestuts is the President 
irEoviLUs (p. 1B8), to whom an (^pknon is ascribed in ftvt9# 
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of the Sodety, without our being infarm^ from what book 
that opinion was extracted, or in what peat of the book it ap- 
pears. Adnntting it to be tme, that tins personage said just 
what ^^ is set down for him,^ the opinion can only take rank 
with the fSEi^rorable sentiments of other good Cathbhes in sup- 
port €j{ ihm brethren the Jesuits. 

The some may be also said of the opiitiofi of the Abb£ 
Pac^AST, cited in p. 135; unless, indeed, it should appear, 
as has been strongly suspected by many, and loudly asserted 
by others, that the worthy Jbbi himself was not a aimjde Ca- 
thdic, bat a Jesttii, 

In the same page we find Voltaieb (n^(Mk dieM) 
classed mnong the firiends of the Jesuits, after he had beeil 
charged by Me. Dallas with anxiously seeking th^ desthic- 
tion, because they were the chief supports of reBgion and 
monarchy, both which, he himsdf opposed When the De-' 
fender of a Religious Order is compelled to resort to sadi an 
authority as that of Voltaiee in its suf^i^rt, it seems high 
time tD abandon its defence allogedier ! A blafiphemer upto 
ao large a scale as Voltaiee — a creature of such unpiypallded 
profligacy in his conduct, can only disgrace that O^er whidr 
takes shelter unckr the sanction of his name, unless ite own 
vices riiould already have reduced it so low as to place it out* 
of danger of fdling lower. Surely it would have been prudent 
in Me. Dallas to have suppressed the fact which he reodlds^ 
of Voltaiee Tueomg received Ms edueaikm in a College €f 
JeeuiU! 

We have next the authcHity of Moi9TSsairiE0 for the Je- 
suits (p. 137): and, as usual. Me. Dallas gives us just ar 
much of what MoNTEsuuneir has sud as serves his purpose*, 
but no more. The Chapter from which Ma. Dallas quotes' 
a few sentences which favor the Jesuits, i£ taken oHoge^er^ 
will be found to convey the most severe reflection on iheit 
iXHTTupt and worldly policy. 

The Chapter in question (book iv. chap. 6) is iirteiMled 
to desccibe certain extraordinary Institutions in the govern* 
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loeot of nations ; and Montesquieu, who, so Icxig aa an e& 
feet appeared to be jHroduced, was (like the Jesuits) not very 
scxupulous about the means which were emplojed, thus de* 
scribes those Institutions : ^^ I request attention^ (sajs he) 
^^ to the extent of genius which these Legi^ators (Lycujusus 
^^ and Plato) must have possessed, to discover, that, in vio- 
^ luting all establidied usages, and in confounding all th^vir- 
*^ tues, t^iey wo^ld display tlieir wisdom to the world. Ly^ 
*^ ouEGUs gave stability to his City by uniting theft with the 
'^ spirit of justice, the most rigorous slavery, with the great- 
'^ est liberty, and the most atrocious opinions, with the 
^^ greatest moderation : he seemed to deprive his City of all 
'^ the resources of the arts of commerce, wealth, ^md fortifi^ 
'^ cations ; there was ambiticm without the hope of advance- 
^ ment, and the sentiments of nature without the characters 
*^ of diild, husband, or father ; even shame itself was taken 
'^ away from Chastity : it was by these means that 8pajlta 
** was conducted to gr^eatness and glory.*" 

After stating in what parts of Greece these laws ptevailed^ 
and with what difficulty the nations vrho were governed by 
them were conquered, he process to remark: ^* This ex« 
« traordinary character, observable in the Institutions of 
^^ Greece, has been displayed in the dregs and corruption of 
<^ modem times. An honest Legislator has formed a pec^le 
<^ among whom probity appears as natural, as bravery among 
^ the Spartans. Pskn is a true L ycu&gus ; and although peace 
** was the object of the former, and war of the latter, they re^ 
<< semble each other in the angular method ci treating their 
^ people, in the ascafidanoy they have possessed over free 
*^ men, in the prejudices they have surmounted, and the 
^^ passions they have subdued. FnAAGVAYjiimUhes u^ with 
'^ another esccmple. It has been imputed to the Sodety^ 
(of Jesuits) ^^ as a crime, that they considered the pkasure 
" of governing as the chief good of life; but'' (hsare Me. Dal- 
LAS^s quotation begins) ^' it will ever be a glorious ambition to 
" govern inenby rendering them happy,'' &c Ma. DallaS)

kt proceeding with the quotation, skips over the foflowlng 
pttSBage as not very favorable to his Mends the Jesuits : " The 
^zeal of fhe Society Jbr a Religion which hiwibles ikose who 
^* hear itj much more than ifiose who preach U^ has made it 
** undertake great things, and it has succeeded.*^ 

Now, taking the whole of the above extract together, it is 
evident that Moktesquieu meant to compare the exertions of 
the Jesuits, in the dregs of modem times, with those of the 
Heathen Legislators Ltcuugxts and Plato. It is true that 
he praises the Jesuits, and so he does their Pagan predecessors; 
Ibut for what ? — for accomplishing thar object of govern- 
ing by measures of- the most subtle and corrupt poBcy : 
he expressly instances the Jesuits as imitators and followers 
of the Grecian L^islators, who ^^ displayed their wisdom 
^* to the world by violating established usages, and con- 
^ founding every virtue." Well might an inspired Apostle de- 
clare, that " the world by wisdom knew not God!"" Mont- 
EsaciEU further remarks, that the Jesuits afford a proper ex- 
ample in modem times of those ancients who united theft with 
justice, slavey with licentiousness, and atrocious opinions with 
great T^ deration : all this andent and modem contempt for 
Teaaoti and revelation may present a very fine picture to the eye 
of tMs phflosophic Catholic, M oNTEsauiEU, who, in observ- 
ing the near approiadies which the Jesiuts have made to the 
perfection of Heathenism, discovers much to admire and com- 
mend. Perhaps the PubUc may see rather less, when they 
have thus before them tTie whok of his views upon the sub- 
ject ; and they may probably see farther occasion to distrust a 
writer whoj when affecting to give the opinion of Montes- 
Q1TIEU upon the Jesuits, selects firom that opinion just so muc^ 
as suits him, and leaves the rest. 

We next find Bufpon adduced as a witness in favor of 
the Jesuits (p. 188). 

All who are in the slightest degree acquainted with the 
cfaacBcter of B0FFON, will be not a little surprised at finding his 
authcri^ referred to^ upon any question of uK>ral8; and will 
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wonder Bol wUI^t cause, vhat he coidd faww 
or morality cf the Jesuits. The nent cf deep ifivestagptioi^ 
into thephiloBophy of merely ammal natoie, cannot indeed be 
denied la Butvon; but with leapect to that moial monstsr the 
Jesiut, he Wiethe last man whose (opinion U worth poeeesau^ 
at once the greatest sensualist, and the greatest student of Ina 
Mgjfil hb whole time was divided between his vices and hif 
writing The giossness of his oonveraation obliged k£es of 
any charartfT, even when th^ were his own guests, to withdinw 
from lus taUe, that they mi^t escape from his indelicate and 
ficentious observations. Durii^ the life of his wife, hf wn 
chaiged with frequent infidelities, and he prooeeded to the unr 
warrantable ertreme of debauching young womo^ and then em- 
ployiiy means to procure abortion. 

His confidence in the latter period of his lifis, was afaaost 
wholly engrossed by a Mademoisdk BkiseaUp who liml intk 
him £br many years. Of his infiddity^ his wor^ afford aii|^ 
e^dence; and it was this wludi suggested to him^ that inwiiorMil. 
renown was the most powerful of death-bed cnwrialiinns. In 
his contaiQpt finr Belig^ he added hypocricy to impie^,. 
attending with regularity the external observances cf nSgmf 
under pretence that as tliere must be a reEj^Kin for the mult^ 
tude, we should avoid ^ving aSenoe. ** I have always^ (hf 
said) ^ named the Creator, but it is only putting,; mentally, in.. 
<< its {dace, the energy of i^iture, which resultsi fieof% the two 
<^ great laws (rf'attraction and impulse *• ly^ien tik^Sorbftuif , 
^^ mdiested me, t gave all the 8ati9&ction which they sdic^tfd: 
^ it was only a form that I deqnsed, but menace weak enough 
^ to be satisfied with forms. For the same cewm, when. I i^; 
*^ dangerously ill, I Aall not heflitate to send foy the j^j^ipgits, 
<< Tins is due to the public reli^on. They who act otherw^ 
^^ are madmen.^— Yet gross as diis hypocriqr was, as, I9 ex- 
ternals, fiuFFov never permitted it to interfere with his per^ 
sonal \dces, which he practised to the last, with an obdwcf^e

He never fidls to allude to sensual gratifications in hit 
works, and never kst a^ht of them in his practice*. Yet 
this is the initn to whom one of his countirymen (HercmU ds 
Stehdki) dared Xowp^j the eptheta of <^ great and gooiC* 
and this loo b the man, whom Mr. Dallas selects as an ev>* 
deuce in fi»ror of the Jesuits ! 

lift. Dallas must not hope to shdter himsdf under the 
plea that Buffon'^s imjneties and immoralities have nothing to 
do iritb this queMioo. They are essenthlljr connected with it, 
because it is evidence to moral charadery whidi Bufbon pvei^ 
and whidiMB. Dallas quotes; andit then becomes of ifliport- 
ance to a^e^ijlahi whether the person who gave this evide&ce h^ 
any moiial diaracter of Usown. It is one thing when a men 
writes reqpectii^ awmals, mmerals, or vegetal^; and another 
wfaien h^ ventures iQxm high^ ground, treats of Morals, and 
eidoffseB a JUiigious Order. The opimon of a Philosof^ier 
may be ve^ cocrect upon the seccmdary causes of Thunder 
snd Lightlying; but if die same Philosopher were boldly to 
deny die God wlio was the great primary cause of theseaj^peaiv 
anoes^we should without hesitatian.rgect hjs evidence, upon a 
questicii of: reli^bn and mosaUty. Thus the Philosopher m 
questiav^ who virtuaDy rejected die Bevdadoa which QoA 
hadgiven tothe worU^ could be expected to know but little of 
the wi^ in whidi the Jesuits had adhered to, or departed froqi 
it, eidier in the. doctrines they taught, or the pmctioes they 
observed. 

The.next authority is that of Hallee (p. 189), and has 
cMdly reference to the Missions ^of the Jesuits, winch will be 
oomfidered hereidfWr. 

The acrfbority of. Hallxe is suceeeded by that of Mvea* 
TOEt, the Italian Sdiolar and Antiquary^ who also qpaaks to

and Sceptics of the Frendl Revohition, FasDEiRic of Phussia; 
whom Ms* Dallas, nottiithstanding, Iionours with the epithet 
of THE Geeat, a title which other spkncBd villains, «nd mighty 
eoDqnerors, have shared in commeki with him, irom the fbunda- 
tion of the worid. 

, The dpinion- of Dr. Joskson,: which fbUows in p. 144^ 
lequires a fitdcfaaore examination. * 

Mb. Dallas is perfectly welcome to all the benefit df 
Mas. Piozsf s abcount of Dr. Johnsok'^s opinioa of the Je^ 
suits, if he evar expressed any such opimon. It is somewhdt 
strange, however, that m all Boswkll^s cotiversaticms with Db. 
Johnson, he should never have reported him as advandng 
any opimon in fistvor of the Jesuits; and it is certfdn that Mas. 
Piosai is not to be implidtly depended upon for correctness. 
BoswELL convicts that sprightly Lady, upcm the clearest evi- 
dence, of various inaccuracies In her narrative, which convey 
the most erroneous impressions of Dr. Johnson*s character 
and ojnmofis. Inone place he observes : « As a rincerefiiend 
<* of die great man whose life I am wnting, I think it neces- 
♦< aary tb guard nly readers against the mistaken nodon rf 
*♦ Dr. Johnson's character, which this Lady's Anecdotes oT

Again he observes: " I have had occasion several times

iK too much in behalf of my illustrious fiiend, in saying, that, 
.♦« however smart and entertaining her Anecdotes are, they muH 
.*' noth hid as good evidence.^ lb. 360, In the same page 
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BoswBLi^ i^peaks cif bei* ^^ euggeratbn And dbUnrtiosD :^ and 
he adds, ^^ It is with concern that I find i^iyself obliged to 
" animadvert on the inaccuracies of Mas. Piozzfs Anecdotes, 
" and perhaps I may be thought to have dwelt too long upon 
^' her little cdlection; bnt as, £DOm Johkso>«'« long inthnacy 
^^ with her, the account which riie lias given qf him, m^y hav« 
i^ sdi^Q an unfavorable and uiijust impression, my duty as a 
^^ &ithful bio^riqpber has oUiged me . reluctaatly to pec^rm 
^^ this unpleasing task.*" 

Let it however be admitted, for the sake of giving to th« 
friends of the Jesuits all pebble advantage from Dk. Johk- 
•OK^s opinion, that he really did, when in conversation with Ji 
Frendi Jbbi at Rouen, condemn the destruction pf the Ji^uits» 
as stated by Mas. Piozzi, and what does this ;amount to? 
Simply, that a learned and exccUent Protestant, who is knoirn 
to have had a strong leaning towmxls some of the tenets of 
Fop?ry, expressed an opinion, that this powerful Catholic 
Qvder was of advantage to tlie world, and that therefore it 
fxnild not be advantageously suppressed. The History which 
follows may, paJiaps, convince all who are open to conviction 
that Da. Johnson was completely mistaken, in the &vorable 
opinion which he is supposed to have formed of thisi body of 
inen ; and that his notion of their being useful to the world, 
no more established that utility, than his opinion of th^ ^vaiw 
tage of praying for the dead, established th^ hciii^t th^e dea4 
are any better for our praye^rs. On one oqp^on Da, Jojo^soy 
argued $)r tub I>'(iuisition ; maintaining (says Boswell), 
that ^^ false doctrine should be checked on its first appeaiv- 
^^ ance, that tlie dvil pojver i^uld unite with the Church, in 
^^ punishing those who dared to attack the established religion^ 
^ and that such only were punished by the Inquisition.^— See 
flosw^'s Life, Vol. i. p. 421, Edit 1799.— Now, although 
fioswELL asserts, that this was not Johnson^s real^ opinion (in 
which perhaps he is correct), yet it fit least shews, that the 
icoUoquial remarks of that great man cannot be always ad- 
mitt^ for the purpose of setthng a disputf^ proppsitiion. He

We are than infimied by Mm. Dallas, that Diav Ku- 
wait, as wdl 88 Vgltaiee, had his Educatkm among the Je- 
suits; but, if one of these diaraclers sunnountcd the cinn» 
of his education, and the other did not, this wiU not ptonre that 
the qrstemof education pursued among the Jesuits is therefore 
arightone. 

Baussst, a Catholic Bishop of our own times, is next cited 
(p,145), toprovetheexcellenoeof the Jesuits; idiich is about 
as much to the purpose as if Bishop Milmeb were caOed t6 
estaUish the same point 

To him succeed Juan and Ulloa, the two Spanish Ca« 
tholies, cited by Pkofbssok Robsetsov. 

In the shqie that thb PrafessoPs statem^it ttom those 
wtketB qspears in the bq^nning of Mb. Dallas^s work, the 
£xtaetisaU«ii/bi»or of the Jesuits in PAaAGUAT; and there- 
fore Mft. Dallas, in afterwards adverting to Juan and Ulloa 
as authorities m favor of the Jesuits, briefly observes thht 
^ their very name^ suggest the virtues and praises of the Je- 
^ suits,^ and that he does ^ not think it necessary toextaid 
*^ their testimony.^ They who have honoured this Answer with 
a perusal may remember that Ma. Dallas'^s partial and im^ 
perfect Extract from Robeetson respecting Pabaguat, has 
been already exposed: the testimony of Juan and ULLdA, 
from which Robutson took his account, isby nomeansexdu* 
aively in favor of the Jesuits, as Ma. Dallas would have us 
hdaeve. The fkct is, that althou^ those Cathdic Historians 
intended to pesase all they fbmud, even they have said enoug|i 
to let us see that all was not quite so praiseworthy as they 
wished us to tfiink, while the weoght of other testimony against 
the Jesuits in Pan^piay is decisive on the sid)|ect 

%ICH£LIEU is Ma. Dallas'!! nekt aiithority (p. M/T); but 
as every Protestant who might read Ma. Ballasts bbbk^ 
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m^tnot reooDect that Has ambitious and imperious MinislQt 
was a Cardina] of the Romish ChimJi, and might not kntnir 
that he was devotedly attached to the Order of Jesuits, Ma. 
Dallas sinks both the one and the other of these &ct8, and 
leaves it to be mferred by those who choose to believe it, that 
he was altogether a £sinterested witness. 

T%^ Cardinal is fblkrwed by ah JfM (p. 148), which is 
quite in orthodox order. This is no other than the Abb£ 
Rayxal, who is called by Ma. Dallas himsdf, << one <^ this 
^^ Utterest enemies of Christianity.^ Persons of Ma. Dallas^s 
sentiments may conader Political Caxdinals and Infidd Ahb& 
as very unexcqitionable witnesses on behalf of tiior iiieiids 
the Jesuits. If the British Public and its PariiaHietit aM 
satisfied with this kind of evidence, it will have been additced to 
some purpose. But it happens farther, Aat the Abb^ was a 
Jesuit hhnsetfl Perhaps they will Hke his testimony no kss 
. on that account ! It certainly fbnhs no objection iritti Hir; 
Dallas ; he is much too liberal to think the worse of a mah> 
or <^lns testimony, because he was a Jesuit*. 

The next personages who appear i^ array as die CHailn- 
pions of th^ Jesuits, are the Bishops of FaANes (p. 160). 

The judgment of these right reverend Ardates has beeii 
coneUered by Mm. Dallas as of sulBcient importance to print 
at lei^gth in his Afqsendix. 

It will form no subject of astoniiimient, that the BIshoM 
OF Pkakce should hate identified the existence c^the Cathdie 
Church with that of the Jesuits, when we recoBect that eHreii 
the Catholics of our own time, and our own country, are at 
diis moment doing the same. It b a Clerical ihember of tii^ 
Catholic Churdi, who has stood forward in defence of die 
Order, in the public newspapers ; while both die Clerical and 
Xsj members of that Church are pursuing the same pons 
weak in the Popsh Magazine, whidi ventures every month to

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libel our EstaUished Religion and constituted Autboritiest. 
and to abuse the patience* which has hitherto left such a work 
to the fidlent contempt which indeed appears to afford the best 
answer to it. 

This judgment of the Frendi fiishops was given as late 
as the reign of Louis XV. and indeed may be considered as 
the last great public act of the French Hierarchy: for, in 
little more than five-and-twenty years from its date, the Bishops 
of France were driven from their place in the nation, by the 
hurricane of the French Revolution. This act on the part of 
the Bishops if as the result of the most notorious intrigues on 
the part of the Jesuits,, and it was pronounced at a period when 
the corruptioo and wickedness of the National Church of 
France had nearly reached their height. 

It was in consequence of the decinons of the Parliament 
against the Sodety in t^e year 1761, whoi thdr pemidous 
doctrines were publidy condemned, and thdr books com- 
mitted to the flames, that the Jesuits exerted themselves 
to the utmost of thdr power, both at Rome and in France, 
for the purpose of preventing thar inevitable ruin. They 
induced the Pope (Clement XIII.), at the instance of 
their creature, Cabdixal Tokaegiani, who was paid for the 
purpose, to grant one Bull after anothei-, in their favor, ad- 
dressed to the French King, to the Bishops, and to the general 
body of the Clergy. The Jesuits were particularly assiduous 
with the GraUican Prelacy, as well as with the Papal Consist 
tory, in the hsfe of averting thdr doom; and after havii^ ]u> 
belled the Parliament of Paris, for its bold tmd resolute cojht 
duct, they naturally turned to the Bishops of France, as their 
last resource. 

The four questions which led to the judgment of the 
Bishops in their £stvor, upon whidi Ma. Dallas rests with so 
much confidence, were put at the suggesticm of the Jesuits 
themselves, with a view to the Judgment which they antid« 

• u Quousque tandem abutere, Catillnat paticnti? nostra T'— Cicsaot 
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pated, and which has geiiert^y been ascribed to the pen of a. 
Jesuit, of which indeed few who read it can entertain any 
doubt In this Judgm^it the charges against the Jesuits d 
abusing the monstrous pivileges which had been granted to 
them, are passed oyer in silence; as are the errors of their Con^ 
stituticmsy their infamous nuN*ality, and their regicide doc- 
trines, with the exception only (as to the last) of an endeavour 
to exculpate them from the charge of employing Ravaillac 
to assassinate Henry IV. (which is slurred over in Mb. 
DallasTs translation), but without dispro\dng their part in 
the attends of Babbiere and Chatel on the life of the 
same Monarch. To the Judgment of these forty-five Bishc^, 
may be o[qpo8ed the Judgment of the seva*al Bishops of France, 
ever since the Jesuits had an origin^ as enumerated in the foU 
lowing History. 

In March, 176S, afqpeared the Decree of Louis XV. which 
had (at its object the regulation and reform of the Society, 
ttnd its restraint withm certain limits. A measure so feeble, 
afqpeared at once to the Parliament as worse than useless; and 
they presented to the King a collection of the Assebtioks of 
the Jesuits themselves, extracted from their avowed writings^ 
in order to shew the impossibility of r^orming a Society, whose 
princ^les were so radically vicious as to endure and encourage 
doctrines opposed to the main articles of, Religion. On the 
other hand, useless and hopeless as this Reform would have 
lieen, the Greneral of Jesuits (Laubekce Rjcci), and the im- 
potent Clement XIII. who was governed by their creature 
ToBBEOiAKi, absolutely refbsed to lend themselves to any 
reform, notwithstanding the wishes of the King of France oii 
that point — ^^ Let them continue as the^ are^ (said they), 
'' or continue no Icmger— ^tftti< tU suni, a/ui non ^in^.""— This 
was all the answer which Louis XV. could obtain ; whidi 
db^ed him, however reluctantly, to declare in the end against 
their continuance at alL 

To return to the JuncMEirr of the Bishops. It was 
UBposnUe-thal such a documoit sl^ould deoeive4he Cng, or 
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wiA M»7 the stains whidi rested iipBd the im^kBi Ror 
was it posttble, for itistanee, tot any man who was aoqaainied 
with the History of France, to befieve the assardon of the 
Bishops, thai ^ the Jesuits professed no other obadieii^ to 
'^ tl^ General, than was consistent with their duty towards 
^ their King and Conntry T As wdl might the same Hmg 
hare been paetended of the Papists in Enghttd, femeriy, and 
in Irdand at this moment! Accordingly the Kii^ knew 
better than to be thns imposed upon. 

On the 6th August, 176S, the Pailiament imanimousljr 
resolved on a Decree against the Jesuits, of the moat ttasteriy 
description, which oondudes by aMishing the Order. This 
argmnentative and able document is supported by mofantestaUe 
Ipioofi, and it is only to be r^retted that its leogA shoidd 
piwdude its publication as a propar antidote to tHS JuDGMnrr 
or TH£ BisHors, which had just appeared before k*. It was 
« matter of duty in Ma. Dallas, fiom which no oonsidefaitioiia 
can discharge Um, to hare noticed (however briciy) the com* 
plete and triumphant answer which was given by this power* 
fill and coDckisive piece of reasoning to lus vaunted Jud|pBiait 
ef the Frendi Bishops. It was not to be expected, indeed^ 
nor is it required of Mx. Dallas, thcrt he should ckher ba^e 
Mbnired or ^^[dauded that Refdy. He has fixrmed his o|». 
nion ; and even such a Be{d|y aM that of the Parfiament, waa 
notlikdytohaveaka^it; but it was at least due to the pmb* 
lie, that he should not have passed over, in contemptuous 
tflenoe, as solemn and judicial an act on the past of the Parfia- 
ment, as that which he has thought fit to record on the part 
^the Bishops, and an act whidi followed the Judgment of the 
bishops, withm a few months of its promnlgation. 

Let us now look a little at the secret history of the oonduet 
efthe Bi^Mps of France, on this memcn^ble oocaaon, and we 
shall perhiqps discover some of the qirings and pullies which 
M the machine of Episcopacy in motioii.

&vor; his pirafound ignoranoe and exoesdve yamty indoeed 
him to neglect Ins Diocese, and occupy himself in the conoomt 
0f die Jesuits. He seconded the Pope m the most Tigoroui 
manner, making obedienoe to the Bulk in finror of iht 
Jesuits, a test of orthodoxy throu^out his Diocese : he muM« 
{Aed interdicts, expelled fiom Livings, and exercised many 
IKfaer aibitrary acts of £{^oopsl mithority, with a view to the 
exdusiremtarestsef the Order of Jesuits; and so manifest waa 
his pattiahty and mjustice, that hb Pastoral Chaige in fkvor 
(of the JesuitB was burnt by the Parliament ; and he was pidv 
lidy denounced by the Magntrates of the reahn as a fitfttouft 
distuiber of the peace of Ins own Church md IMooese, who had# 
for fifteen yeitfs, only etcked agitation where be should lutTis 
promoted onion*. 

Another Prelate who was at this time devotedly attached to 
the Jesuits, and who dnefly assbted in influencfaig the rest ill 
dedsfring for them, was M. nx la Boche-Aimoit, who waa 
Presdent of the Ass^nUy of the Clei^gy at this period.<>-«>i 
He Iras a Prelate in the highest Ikvor at Court, having tffe 
disposal of the principal Church-preferments, in fistribufing 
which he had fay ik> means forgotten himself: he was, in tile 
first place, Bidiop of Sarepta abroad; while, athom^ be was 
Bishop of Torbes, Arcfabidiop of Thoukmae, Aidibidiop df 
Narbonne, and lastly Archlnshop of Bheims, Grand AfaiMmer 
^Prance, and a Cardinal! He was okie of the greatest fUendi 
and patrons of the Jesuits ; and it was not less owing to him 
than to the Arddnshop of Paris, that tile Jesuits wereenabled 
to inlhienoe die Bishops akid Cleigy in thor fiivor. 

The third Eccleaastic wha had a duef Aare in produdi^ 
the same result, was the wdl-known Lomewis db BBtsNiiE»

tection and support of Use Jesuits. He was the intimate firioid 
of D^Alebcbs&t, and was generally thou^t to have bad him 
ism an a4vi8er ; a trait (by the way) whieb, if it l^ eohnect, 
may serve to shew that D'Albmbset himself fii^red the 
Jesuits, contrary to the assertion of Ma. Dallas, who, in the 
early part of his work, seeks to establish his of^Msitnn to the 
Order of Jesuits. However this may have beoi, it is ootam 
that BaiSNVs himself eqxMised the cause of the Jesiuts with 
t)^ greatest ardour. In the prosecution of that olgect, he 
influenced several of his Brethr^i cm the Bench, and many of 
the inferior Clergy, in their favor; and, by this means, aaaste^ 
in widening the breach between the Church and the Parlia* 
ment, and in aggravating a dispute, which thou^ not one of 
the primary, was one of the secondary ^causes of the French Re- 
volution. The Bishops, as a body, although by no meanssunk 
80 low as thor leaders, were yet, as a general question, in f 
state of secularity and corruption, whidi partook of any thii^ but 
th? jue^ and zeal of vital Christianity. Their condition was 
at the same time truly deplorable ; for, on the one hand, they 
wnrcf compelled to witi^ess the powerful attack which was uow 
in full operation on the part of the various Infidels and Philo* 
aophers, who were assailing Reli^km in general, throu^ the 
aides of Popery and its vices; while, on the other hand^ .they 
were urged by the Pope and the Jesuits to a vigorous dedanu 
tioB in favor of the Order, although they had themselves well 
nigh lost the confidence of the nation at large. 

In this critical state of things, the Jesuits succeeded, by 
their intrigues, in inducing the Bislu^ to believe thai they 
could not better promote their own interests than hi declaring 
for them. Instead, therefore, of making commcm cause with 
that portion <^ the Church and Nation^ m winch some r^uaiqs 
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•f Md piety luid good aette were yet to be fbond, they openly 
«qpaii8ed the cause of thei Jmdt^ levived the maest' cfppoa^ 
tion Hxy JAvnamOir toad ffeeohvd to make the aoeeptaaoe df 
the fiuBom Biill Umfftnikif, a tMchatene of thie fiatfa, io aD 
iwfad law lifhwktari totheprieBtlyoftce^aadeven in Ligrmen, 
overwhom they poseeaKd any influeDce. In this digect they

The final Edbt of Lotm XV. against the Older, wfaidi 
tDok'|)l«»'kiNo^refa[iber^ H6i, sidBdently prares howlitde

now hist die confidence of the King and the Pariiament,' by a 
VMd obedience to the Pope, and an infatuated attachment to 
the Jesuits ; thdr protection and support of whom against the 
nnited ^cioe of all the suthorky and virtue left in the nation^ 
jKt onoe' sealed dieir own destruction, and precipitated the 
Ai f e a l hffpsr of the national Church, over which they so unwor*

£ourisb in the . Schools of the Jesuits ; and that University 
^otes their, behaviour hb to Education in the Universities of 
Treves and SCayence, of Pont-iuMousson and Douay, in 
confirmation of the same fact. The University of Cracow 
join^ in ^ilar complaints.

Me. Dallas must not hope to shelter himsdf under the 
kQ^^adoB that the Univernties were rival teedi^is, and, there* 
fore, enemies of the Jesuits ; once Engs, Chapters, and the 
%i|^e8t orders of die Clergy, have declared themselves to the 
same efliect. 

In SAmmKiA, their conduct of Education, at rather thdr 
keeping Students in ignoranoe of every thing whidi it waa of 
importance they should know, determined tibeir King' Victoe 
Amadetts, in the year 1728, to dose all their Cdleges at 
once; wMch he £dbya public Edict, and consigned the 
diarge of instructiiq; youth to others. The fbUowing King, 
Crasles BifAHfTEL, Completed the work by another Decree 
m 1781 ; for the Jesuits had continued to teach in the Capi- 
tal of Savoy, notwithstanding the prohibition of Ins fiohcr. 

The Aechbishof of Vienna, in a Memorial winch he 
transmitted to the Pope in 1789 ^fafidied at length in the 
SuiUs de$ NouveUa initrismfUetJy complains of die dqpkar- 
able state of Education where it was conducted by the Jefluits» 
declaring that there was scarcely any discipline among them ; 
that they sen^bly n^lect«ed the study of theology ; that no 
watch Vas kept over morals, or decency of exterior, even so 
&r as concerned the penon. He, therefere, had been obGjged 
(he says), after giving them a yeai^s trial (but to no pur- 
pose), to remove youths firom under their care. 

The Protestation published by the Chaptee of Leo- 
roLPj in Poland, dated die 8di Sei^ember^ 1789» establishes 
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the same fiu^tsr^Ued^ng, thiit the 8ciioian<)f4iieJ)MiaHsiir^^ 
undisciplined; that it was^notoiicms that tlvejconstalidy dis- 
turbed the peaee of fhe ddzetls by tumtdta, by attaddng 
their houses, and desjpcnling Uie Synagogue of fhe Jiw%z 
Aat th^ had oocaenoned to the Eetkaa^tical Cdmnrnnities, 
and the other Inhabitants of tlie Chy, consideraMe pecotuaiy 
injury by the damage don^ to thcsr property ; that thrir ex« 
eesses were likdy to be followed by worse, emboldened as 
they were by the privUegies they dumed as a University. 

The Kino of PotttroAL dedares by his EdHtct, dated At 
S8th June, 1759, Aat die great object of the Jesuits in reti- 
dering themselves Dirteti»^ of the Educadon of youth in lui 
Kingdom, was, to thrcfw obbtacWin the progress of their stki* 
£ed ; in order diait, d^ having long brought up thdr pupils 
in ignanmeef they nnght alwajfs retain them in a state cf 
subjection and ^dependence, Vfhich was as unjust as ii was 
pernicious. 

The same system of Education appears to have beent 
pursiMd by them in their 'Schools and Colleges in France, so 
br m teg$xiu ^tm absence of all true Philosophy, and th^ 
ti^gket of all useftd arts. They appear to have opposed 
dwmsehres at all times to the progrelB and improvement of 
file humto iiftdlect, and to have pertinadously resisted the 
eultiivatkm of real sdence, and the introduction of light and 
truth. Their larger Estalibhments in France were diiefly 
known by the mnnense wtalth of which they were the fertile 
iource to the Order ; or 1^ fiie monstrous errors which were 
fin(e taught witfnn their walls, and afterwards diffused abroad 
by dieir diedples. It was thus, also, with thdr smaller semi* 
flaiies : iHiait, indieed, ondd be expected from Students 
issuing fiiirth under siich auspices? 

It was fmr these reasons that Bobbomso deprived them at 
the sup ei fat endenee of the Seminary whidi he bad first com- 
mitted to their care, declaring at the same time (hat the Com* 
'^ pany only took all interest in what concerned its own ad» 
vine^itt, Th£ Bishop of AKotiMOUs, in his LetCter to 
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FofB InmoMT X. iaquiret on the sutgeet of Education, 
** What good can Fafcben denve from all the Inatruction that 
« 18 given to thrir Children, if, in dqpriving them of their in- 
^ teresting appel^ for the purpose ci attaching them to them- 
^' selves, they at length dimiss them wiih th^ disgiaoe of a 
^^ very supei&aal instructioii T 

Perhaps, |iowever, enough has npw been said to shew 
that the Ugh pretensions of the Jesuits, on the score of £du» 
cation, rest upon no sdid foundation; that they never took up 
the task of Education, except as a nec^psary adjunct of tfieir 
own system, without which, it would most probably have 
fpeedily sunk; 'and that, in pursuing die task, they have 
confined themselves to those sciences which were cakubted 
rather to make men partizans than scholars — iver^ fitter U^ 
qualify them for governing the world, than for enlightening it; 
and for enriching themselves, dum for benefiting mankind. 

With respect to the second pomt which Ma. Dallas^s re*^ 
marks on Education have rendered it necessary to potice, 
namely, what sort of Religion was tau^t by the Jesuits ;^ 
and whether mankind was the better for sudi a.rdigioii; it 
will be the less necessary to enlarge on this head, becaiise it 
has been virtually examined already in much that has- gone 
before. If Popery, with all its unsodptural additions and 
gross corruptions, could be shewn to be the rdipon of the 
Bible, even then the rehgion of the Jesuits, as it did not al- 
ways rise even to that standard, but freqiiently presented a 
still more debased modification, both of faith and morals, than 
Popery itself, was far from being entitled to the eukgiiini 
which Mr. Dallas thinks fit to lavish iqx>n it: i^ however^ 
it could be established by him, that,^ in th^ main, the Jesuita 
really taught the doctrines, and observed the practioes of th^ 
Romish Church, what subject for exultation or ecstacy should 
this afibrd to such as possess way knowledge at, or alfection 
for, a purer mode of faith and worship f 

Until the advocates of the Jesuits are able to pfove tha^ 
Popery is the Religion of the Gospel, thegr po^ fieol in.prpi? 
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iotg tbat Piotestanto can, with my Aegtea of pfdfvi^ oif 
consbteney, advocate the Mai of the Jesuits in dURialig bhcA 
a Religion, anfd making Cobrerts to it ; but if they dan esta? 
bliah that Religion to be indeed the Reli^o^ of Ae Word of 
Gkwl, they if31 then act whh'far greater honesty by espoiriiiig 
it AaoBdresy and etasifag to be mere nominal Proteatants. ' 
If it be meant to be aasmed in this age of Hberal bpl^ 
nioBs, dait there is no essential diffeneAee betW)c$Mi Popeiy and 
Plrotestantism, and that one is about as good a* tbe'dther^' 
let snch an opinion be fairly ayowed ; and the Region of 
4iie Refonsation, which i»:at present esta^shcd in diis 
kxruntry, may at least 'staad a chance of ftring ais wcfi in 
the alignment ais the Ri^gion of die Cfanr^ of Rome.

Iq addidcn to the observations which have been adduced

It is no more than a sunmiary of Rules 
Msiiltn^ ftom their various doctrines ; which Rules, although 
th^ may strike the more forcibly from being thus collected 
into a single focus, may aD fif taken separatdy, and reduced

^oetriAes which have hem avowed and acted upcm by the 
Metebetfs of that Orders firom its earliest origin; 

Another circumstMioe which may be noticed, as furnishing 
farther coUataral evidence to the authority of the Sercbta 
MoNtTA is the fact, that the Jesuits were always known to 
possess and act upon other rules, than those which were pub* 
tidy avowed by them, and which secret Rules were understood 
to be confided to their Rectors and Superiors aloqp. The 
U/uversity of Paris, so far back as the year 1624r, reproach*

WiA r^iard to the improbaUfity luged by the writff of 
the Letters in the Pilot, thit any body cf moi should have 
adopted sudi corrupt maxims, or been held togethertiy dien 
If they did, it is equally unlikely that any Order professi ng 
Rdigion, should have adopted a set of morals whidi were at war 
Irith an Religion, or which inculcated re^dde as a duty: but it 
is not less certain that they did so^ because it ii improbable 
^t they should, or because theit Defenders deny that iiiey 
did; nor will the glaring absurdity of adopting a code which, 
in the nature of things, must be some time or other exposed, 
to the disgrace of its professors, afford, of itself, any poi»- 
tive proof against its having been adopted at aU— since it ha« 
been often seen, that " quern Deus vult perdere prius de- 
" mentat."* 

The observations upon the Sscbeta Movtita migbt^htfe

it 18 by no mant neeemuy to tho^ who irould e^tiUiah cidier 
the one or the oAcr of those points, to oonteod widi any perw 
tinaci^ for Bxdes whtch, Kthether lliey be geninne or not, wM 
leave «wry gneat cpiestion whkfa is at issue between the Je*. 
suits and othtfs, pracisflly as it stood brfete^ Such a joass of 
«videnoa mil atiU rcnuon, draim fipom the kast snspaded 
sonroes, oecumng in every nation where Jesuits have apfpear^ 
ad, (and where have they not ajqpearsd?)^ arising ont of every 
period of their history from its eariiest to its hrtest date, that 
the woiU can well afibrd to spare all the testimony wUdi can 
be iujqified by^the Secebta Monita widieut beng inaoy 
degree senttble of the d ef al c ation. 

Under these dromnstanoes it becomes the less inqpartart, 
whether these partieular Bules are demonstrated to hi^pebaen 
die genoiite prodactioiig of the Sodety, and anqdoyed as sudi 
for the actml government of its members , or whetfaer diey 
were ndier die fabrication of an Enemy, who deigned fay 
aueh an artifice to paint the Jesuits Uacker dam Aey taaDy 
were. The truth its^ will in no wi^ be affected, if^ in 
balandng this great question, we should delennine to plaae 
diese Rnlesnekharinone scale nor the other, but resolve to lay 
tbem entirely out of our consideration. They rssembte, in 
Ab particidar, the fimmus ^^puted passage in St John^s 
Ist EpMle (ch. y.xkT); which may, widiout lelwrtaaee, be 
given op by those who believe in, and maintain, the Doctrine 
of the Trinity, widiout their fearing to concede any thing 
wUchcan, in the remotest d^ree, either afect their owti findi^ 
or invaSdfltte the doctrine itself— -since there wffl stitt ranuda 
inMnneiaide procrfs, aU ineontestably establishing the same 
great truth, fixun the beginning of the Bible to its end* 

Mr. Dallas (inpage S26 et seq.) presents a most fidla- 
^nous view of ihepreicni state of the Jesuits in this Caunirjf^ 
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oad one wUoh is calculated to deoeire aad to mialead the p4|p 
lio in iio ordinary d^ree. 

He fltateft, that, on the destnictiaii of their CoUege al 
Li^e, in the year 1794, ^^ a few of these andent men who 
^ had weathned the Storm, having availed th^nselveB ci the 
^ TB^">g*'««^ of the Britiah Government, on leavii^ the Ne* 
'^ dierlands, sou^t an asylum in their own oountry, and that 
^* they here subsist in the security of coDsdtoua innoooDQe."^ 

Ifi inmakiflg this statement, Mb. Dallas was igncxvnt of 
the large EstaUiahment of Jesuits, which has^faaisled fiir the 
last thirty years in the heart of our Protestant Empire, he was 
altogether unqualified for the office which he has assumed, of 
iffarding information on the subject of the Jesuits: if, on the 
other hand^ Ms. Dallas was aware of the &cts which, are 
about to be noticed, the suppression <^ those facts bears a far 
more culpable aspect It remains for him to decide which of 
these remarks apply to the erroneous and defective represent- 
atioa which he has thou^ proper to afford to the puUia 

Judging from his poetical statement, it would a{^)ear thai 
A YEW old and weatherbeaten men, who had escaped the revo- 
hitionary storms of the Continent, had adopted the hmpyy 
which Shaksp£a&£ puts into the mouth of Wolsey*, and 
had thrown theidsdves upon the commiseration which it was 
impossible they could abuse. 

Now, how does the fact really stand? A reference to the 
extenave and increasing EstabUshment of Jesuits at Stony- 
hurst, neur Frestcm in Lancashire, will best answer the ques- 
tion: at this fdaoe the Order c£ Jesuits has for thirty years 
past possessed a spadous College, whidi is exclitsively a 
Cdlcge of Jesuits ; is amply provided with aU the nuOtriel 
tixiA morale of Jesuitism, and is carrying on the Woric oX Ca- 
tholic Instruction, and Protegtant Conversion, upon the moat 
large and extenave scale ! The studies at this pkoe are oon-

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ducted upon the same system^ and td the same extent, as at 
the Catfac^ Univernties abnnd; and there«re regular profes- 
^aors in Divimty, Mathematiet, Philosoi^yy Astronomy, &a 
The College, which is a very large Buflding, is capaUe of 
-containing at least four or five hundred pupils independently 
<if Professors, Managers, and domestics. It is supposed to 
contain at this time five hundred or more Individuals of va- 
rious descriptioiis. 

About eleven hundred acres of land are attadied to the 
College, which the Jesuits keep in their own hands, and farm 
•themselves. A Jesuit (who would be called, in a similar atu- 
ation in a Nobleman'^s Fafojlj^ the Land Steward) has the di- 
rection and management of the Land, with a very liberal Sa- 
lary, besides board and accommodation. The Jesuits consume 
the produce of the Land in the CoU^e, and alio make large 
purchases in addition, from the Farmers and. Graziers for 
.many miles round ; from ^^^h eircumstanoe, their influenceia 
amsideraUy augmented, and thm principles are widely dif- 
fused throughout tlie Country. Adjoining to the Cdlege, they 
have suitable Officer for aU manner of Tradesmen and Arti- 
ficers, such as Tailors, Bhoemabers^ Smiths, Carpenters, 
Butchers, Bakars, &c; . 

They have Pupils from irarious parts of the Continent; 
from Ireland and fixMn diff^rent parts of Great Britain: they 
have, of course, a oorrefipondenoe with most parts of the work), 
and they adopt particular precautions with regard to their Let- 
ters. Thdr present number of Pupils may be from two to 
ohree hundred, and the general average for the last twenty-five 
years cannot have faflen far short of that number. 

At Hirst Grrecn, within a quarter of a mile of the College 
of Stonyhurst, is a Seminary for boarding and educating 
young boys, preparatory tojtheir entering the College of Stony- 
hurst The apartments and grounds c^ this initiatory Esta- 
Jilishment, ire a pp ro priat ed aolely to those who are destined 
for the superior CoU^; and the ahnost entire secliinon of 
ihese youths from all intercourse with mankind, which tiikes 
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place diuifig theb pilblMitioiuiTy studiesy is Bot calcahted to re* 
moye the dUtruat and i^pprdienbon irbiA tate notimdly oc 
dted by the mystery whidi attaches more or )e» to Janikuai 
in general, and to this fa^st in partkndar. 

The aniount c^ die iKseunmlatjng Cajntal of the Jesmts 
is "Very oniadeiable, arising fitnn the vahie of their Ertate^ 
and the annual pmfit accruing from theb Fupik ^. 

The influence of the Jesuits m the a^acenl Coiinli7 ip 
ineredihle: the Manor and sunomidBng district being their 
owtt, they are more or kss the aocreditisd heads of the ne^i- 
bocirfaood; they are at once bold and indefii^able in making 
Prosekjrtes; and, in cdDsecjuenee of their iexertions, Fcfpery has 
vity oodsiderably increased in ^ Ticini^ of Stonyhnrst, and 
in the town of Preston, within the ]fat thirty years. 

Be&Nre the establishment of this CoUegi^j there w&re not 
half a doMn Pa|nsts about Stonyhurst, but now the greater, 
portioii of the FopoiMfaoa in that part of the Country arf( 
Papists to the amounlof mpny ^boosands. From thb Jesints* 
cJkge oir/fo Soman Caffudie ChapOa in thai part qf the 
JRilgilom (wkieh are neaHy as numerous as ^ Protestant 
ChmrOies) areJOedwUh Prieets qft^Qrder of JesuUs^ 
though they are unwiUing it should be known that they aihe; 
$aay other' than ordinary Bomish Priests. Therr are several 
Jesuit Priests stationed in Preston, wW frequently travel ftora 
thenoe (0 Ireland ; and, since the last peace, diey have great 
intereoute with France, and other parts of tlhe Cpntinent

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If any one should be disposed to think tfiat sudi a juri* 
dical pmfession of fiuth as the above, or any simikr profession, 
can consist with attachment to a ProUitant King and Oox>em* 
meniy he is at perfect liberty to enjoy dnit ojnnion; but it ap- 
pears so impossible that such an opinion should be supported 
by any one sound argument, diat it may perhaps be safely left 
to its own fiEite. 

There are two observations which naturaUy arise out of 
the above statement : the first is, the magnitude and danger of 
such an Bstablishraent as this in our own country, in the pre* 
sent state of its continental connexions, m the perturbed con- 
jdition of Irdand, and in ike smsible increase of Popery with- 
ki our own realm *. If JesuitiBm, like her twin-sister Pojpexj^ 
contunie what she has been cvot since History has recorded 
her crimes, it is then a matter of no common importance, that 
such a Sodety should thus have gained so strong and central a 
pomtiqn ; should be proceeding umsiolested in the holy work 
of proselytism; and should be annually turmng loose upon tfait-

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nation so large a number of disciples, imbued with all the doe* 
trinal and practical errorswhidi have been superadded by Jesuit- 
ism to the native corruptions of Popery. It would be absurd 
to gappom that all this influence has been acquired for nothing ; 
that so many converts have been made, and so many scholars 
trained, without an object ; and that an EstaUishment whose 
plan is method itself, an^ whose union is well worthy even of 
our own imitation, should be thus concentrating its forces and 
talents, augmenting its influence aiid funds, and multiplying 
its converts and adherenta, without dai^n^ to our Proieskmt 
Church and State ! J ! Under these circumstances, it is not , 
surely too much to assert, that among the many objects fiir 
which this country has a right to look for pcotection to its . 
Parliament, as the natural guardian of its religious and poli- 
tical liberties, there is perhaps no one whidi stands out more 
prominently, which is pregnant with greala danger to this na- 
tion, or calls for more prompt remedies on the part of its Le> 
gulature, than the revival oi the Order of Jesuits. 

In the second place, it may be obs^red, that nothing can 
more dearly evince the careless indiffoence and'unsuspectiiig 
Hierality of Protestants, so called, than the support which they 
are thus ailbrding to the natural and avowed foes of their own 
refi^ous and civil establishment We find from the above rela> 
tion, that some of our own Protestant Clergy, seme of tha 
Protestant members of our Le^slature, the Protestant Magis- 
tmtaes of an ancient and honourableC<H7poration, and some of the 
most opulent and respectable of our Country Gentlemen, are 
content to open their arms to the Jesuits ; can consent to advocate 
their cause, to support their Schools, and to advance their inte* 
rests : they find these characters persons of talent ; are pleased 
with their socie^, and inquire no £EBlher : wearing their own 
religion but loosely about them, they can hardly conceive that 
the professors of another religion would proceed any undue 
lengths, or make any unworthy sacrifices, to promote their 
own faith : theQ)selves the professors of a tolerant £uth, they 
will not believe tlmt the men whom they find so ainiiftUe and 
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twwinlriw without powei^ would become intxderaDt and perse- 
cutiog upon princijJe, if power were placed in their hands : 
, canng but little, themselves, whether men are CathoUcs or 
Protestants, and indeed scarcely knowing in what those systems 
difier, fx whedier they differ at all, except in name, they 
would not take the trouble of crossing the street in order to 
convert a man &<Hn Popery to Protestantism ; and therefore 
can form no idea of the indefatigable v^planoe and propor- 
tionate success, with whidi the Jesuits (hke thdr protoQrpes, 
tl^ Pharisees of old) ^^ compass sea and land, to make coe 
*^ prosdyte.^ Themselves loyal to their king and attached to 
r^^lar government and good order, they are unwilling to 
think so m of any men, as that they could betray the country 
which protects them ; and observing, as yet, no overt acts of 
sedition or treason on the part of the Jesuits, they will not 
believe that any oppcnrtunity can ever arrive, which will be 
more favorable to the developement of the Jesuits* talents m 
this way, than the present Being themselves men of candour 
and hberal sentiment, they entertain no doubt) that while they 
.and their Protestant countrjrmen have been so eminently be« 
nefited by the increased li^t and civilization of the age, aU 
others will have derived advantage in the same prcqportion; and 
never suspecting that Popery is unchanged and unchangeable, 
t^y are disposed to refer all the atrocities and abominations 
with which its Professors have been charged, rather to the 
darkness and ignorance of abarbarous sera, than to the radical 
and fundamental errors of their religious tysiem. 

<< Several persons^ (says Dean Milnkr), ^^ and even some 
<< of our leading Saiators, suppose that Popery has long since 
<^ been abundantly meliorated; but I wish ihetf may not be 
'* nearer the truth, who think that the spirit of Protestantism 
/^ has greatly degena^ted."^ — See Milner^s Preface to 5th Vol. 
of his History of the Church of Christ 

The good-natured Protestants of Lancashire do not stand 
alone in these erroneous conclusions: they may be taken asafair 
spedmea of a large [Hfoporticm of the British nation, over 
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wkkh ^mti of judicial infiieuatioD appans to be ami 4Mi 
wliM^ unksB it rixNild awake to a seme of its prop* ia^ 
tnreats, and its real danger, will sooaer or later h»re abiimknt 
OBttK to regret its apath j, wlieii pcrhi^ it will be teo kte. 
The fact is, that k is now ao loiq^ since Fopo^ had pewer m 
Ais Uf^ly^mmd land to diut up 4Mr Bibles and to «p«fr 
our n^aens, that we aie wholly tatgtiAji of the Miacws sli# 
«K» inffiotad, and idnaoet nrndhh ef the piifileges we now 
eqoy. Let it nearer be toiyiten^ iMwe fe i ^ Aat we are otdy as 
great and five as wie are, becanae we have the bappness to be 
ruled by a Pfc o tastant Monarch, to be rqiresented by a jPro- 
testant Pariiament, to Ihre mder a Protestant Government^ 
and to be protected by Protestant Laws, wbidi are admi* 
nistoed by Protestant Judges, Juries, and Mi^strates, If 
dbe Piwtestant advocatts for Cadudic Eassncipatidn shonid 
succeed in tbeir^pnescnt street, the whc^ fine cf tl^agli iniust 
in no long period undeigo audi a change as wifi eonvkice 
die pntrona and partizans of the Jesuits in Lancasbnr« and 
dsewbere, that,. as the wont of pow^ on die piit of ^k Ca- 
ibslioswasthesecBet spring of all the damour for Emancipa-^ 
tion, 00 the poeseaoon of power by the same parties will be ft 
fiur more femndi^le thing, than, in the jrtantudeof dieir ibei> 
rality, they have mret dreomtr Nor letjiuB opinion be birandedl 
with want of duurity, or be thou^t to originate tn hardmeas 
and prejudice: the proof of its correctness will be f^undintiie 
present work; the generaUnng and latitudinarisn sprit 
which cherishes the Jesuits, and would invest tlu^ With 
power, is not duority of a l^;itiniate kind-— w^ich^ to be eharity 
at aU, dxrald *< begin nt home.'' The hx and indiscriitoiiiate 
fiivor, which embraces, without distinction, the worst classes of 
offienders, will never be thought to provide sufficiently for its 
own security. There is a fsilae and prurient species of €ha^ 
rity, which, however qiedous in appearance, and however 
common at the present momeRt, is but the bsestard and eoun- 
teifttt of another, and a noUer principle.

On amrii^ at Me^Bulas's fourth Chap^ (p. 290), i^ 
tftasasty to roBuak that he makes Abundant uitr 
thRM^ his Work of the name of Poicbal: as in odier isN 
stansBSj Ae Lattars first printed in the Pifet N«wi|Mpar nnd 
Psfish immd^ foaushed him with a hint on this lAatteiv 
whichhehaaiiotAdladto impvofre, by inimi^ suoh a ctond of 
dnst ahont tU^ Psatuguese Mmiater, as to raider it very difi* 
cult lo Ihoaa who merdy read his hock to undevstand any part 
of PosiBAL^s Urtory ; whether as aScctiiig the part taken by 
him against the Jesuits, or the conduct of the Jaaaits tham« 
sahwa on that -occasion. 

In the Dedication to Ma. CAMmKO, Mb. Daxxas calls 
Posnax. ^^ the uiq[»iiiri{^ and unreknting Miaistor of Jo* 
<' asph I. of Portugal:'' dnd althou^ he states that Mb. Cmm* 
KCNo 13 *< on the spot where the Jesuits were parseouted with 
<* the greatest violnice,'' yet he doubts whether the prgudices 
which were raised cm this 8uI:geot, may not hinder ercn Mb. 
CjOrKmo hhnsdf (who is oaUed ^^ the liberal advooale of the 
^ Catiboik body'') fitxn understanding this question, cnrooming 
at the truth j e Bpecti ng it; and therefore kmdly puts^him onJiis 
gnacdi^amst those p re jud ices. In p. IS of die Pre&oe the 
#uiat«f PeaUAL rises i^^ain, but only to vanidi as speedify.* 
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This i» a|^ the case in p. 16 ; oaiy thai, k the Ialte4»^ 
stance, he is called '^ an arbitrary Mimster who choae to ttk^^ 
^^ the oonsdaice of his Prinee under Ua own cave^ (* crimen it 
is imsumed, of whidi the Jesuit Confessor weie never guifag^)*/; 
In p. 97, FoxiAL qjpears again, but (miy for tfaepurpoae of 
shewing that somdxxiy waff his ^^ devoied createfe;? in p. 
^11, PoBCBAL just shews himself, but immediatdy Asapptata r 
as before ; in p. 141, he appears in the sew ehanjcter of a 
BictatcN-; in p. 155, he is called ^^ the great cmpny of 4hef 
<< Jesmts, and of every virtue.'' In p. 168^ we fiadl him mtiir 
gumg for gold-^ninas, exchanging territories^ and asidaayonriqg. v 
to transport the whole Indian pcqmlation of Paraguay a thou-- 
sand miles off, at ^ quarter's notice ; of which a mournful stoij 
b related from an anonymous work of no authority, entitled^ ^ 
MevuArs of the Marqnii of Pombalj . which a0r«- apperired - 
di the year 1784, when Pombal was dead and ^coiiU not^ 
a a nwu it Ma. Dallas's grand attack upon Pombax. is, 
however, reserved for his fourth Chapter, at which weare BOMrj^. 
arrived in course; where we find tins Minister ^<. deterttnwL ■ 
^< to ruin the Jesuits" — ^^ persecuting them'* — *^ inqiuting ibe 
*^ disorder among the Indians to their influence, and 'ai)db»-\ 
** tion'*— ><< propagating an absurd ftUe about Kisig Niehqks 
** all over Europe, with great industry end many fovi arCs*'— ' 
^^ amUti(Misfy engrossing all authority and power" — ** mq/emg^ 
** the King with jealousy of Ins ownbroAer"— " then ^voMiig- 
*^ vengeance against the King, his Jesuit Confessor, and the. 
^ whole Order of Jesuits" — <^ sending his brother, a deqMitkr> 
^ and outrageous tyrant, to the Brasih"-^^ almost drivenmad' 
** by the accusations of the Jesuits agaiiut his bnither"«-^dl^ 
^* horring the Jesuits for thrir adnnraUe conduct titer the 
^* earthquake"— ^^ assuring the King that a coaspiiacy was 
** formed to overturn the govemmait, and that unless Mali^ 
^ guida the Jesuit were withdrawn, a public sedition would 
*^ ensue"— ^* and keeping the King in constuit dread of inui-^ - 
^ ffnary plots, conspiracies, and imurrections" — after which kei^: 
^1)ecame absolute and displayed hb real character in «ufihv%^ 
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I of despotic acnd tyramikad deeds 88 the ann^ 
<< kiixl cannot eqiud.'*^ 

Now, in the )fi4ioIe course of the above posthumous Bill of 
AttauMfer against this Portuguese Minister^ the least hint at 
the real cause of the banishment of the Jesuits iVovn Portugal 
dunng his Ministry, is studiously kept out of sight by Mb. 
Daclas. The attempted assassination of ths Kiko of Pos- 
TUOAL in the year 1768, wbidi led to the expulsion of the 
Jtants, widi Malaoeioa at dieirliead, is not so much bb 
Unted at; and notwithstan&ig this gross suppression of <me 
of the moat public and notorious facts of modem History, Mm. 
-Dallas^ ii seems, presumes that he shall succeed in involi^ig 
a teryjtlaincitiestion in such intricacy and confuaon, that, with 
aft this dost ia our eyes, we shall be unable to see into the real 
merits of die case. The following statement may perhaps throw 
aome light on this subject 

Joseph MAscAasNitAS^ Duim of Avi!ibo, was one of the 
tot noidemen of Portugal, by his birth, his wealth, and his 
r ep u tation. During the reign of John V. he possessed uidi- 
auted power; but having on ihe aocessioh of his successor 
JotePH dipcKned in favor, he formed the design of all attempt 
on die person of that Monardi : he endeai^mfed to influence 
.an who had any subject of complaint, and to indte them to 
acdon by the most imfounded calumnies. ^ 

It had happened, in the preceding t^gn, that CAftVALHO 
MAsatns of PoIcbal had brought to Lisbon^ from Vienna 
(where he had been employed on a secret embassy), a lady of 
rank as his wife : the then Qu££n of 1(^ostuoal, Maria Ann 
of Austria, became much attached to this lady, and interested 
herself greatly in order to procure scxne appcnntment tott her 
husband the MAmauis de Poicbal ; but in vain. On the 
death, however, of John V. which happened on the 80th of 
Jidy, 1750, die Queen had more success with her son Joseph, 
who immediately on his succesaon ajqwinted the Marquis his 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, and this was the begin- 
vingo^the resentment whidi the.DciE of Avxibo coooeived.

Some perBoos of diirinchon» among whom were the Dmot 
or Ateoo (who, as has been Boticed^ was fimartiiig usder the 
sfi^t he had reoeived), cosqoired i^jsinst the Kabovs sb 
Pmbal, and ras Kim. The Ihdoe, in order to anenwyBih 
his purpose^ comieoted himself with the Jesuitc; who;, haiiiig 
soaoie tuaebedgore, kst their credit at the CoRStof Portngal^ 
ceased to be the Baf$l Ccakammy wiUii^j emeredinto the 
oonspinqr*. 

The Coiupirators engaged the MxcduonaBS DowtA Euift- 
iHajL OF Tatoba, the Duke^s 6ist^4ik4aw, in thcar scheme. 
The hauj^ty qrarit ^ad unbounded ambitton c^thai kdj had 
been wounded by the title of JDuke having been refbsed to 
THS Maboi^ of Tavoea, her hiiflband; and her talent aT 
inti^ue soon engaged her whole familj in the deogn. Her 
husband, her two«ins, her two daughters and their huAandis 
her two brodio^in-law, and their knore ooo&kntial attendants^ 
became the depodtanes of tins secret 

These persons, like others who have meditated raular 
cnmes, sought encMxugelsikeai fiotn Casuists and Gonfessors, 

• The di^nce of the Jesuits at the Court of Lisbon, waa chiefly 
referable to the following circumstance. They were, as is well known, 
in effect the real Sovereigns of Paraguay, while the King of Spain was 
the nominal Ruler : the Court of Spain had, by a treaty of exchange, 
ceded certain districts in Paraguay to Joseph the King of Portugal, who 
was of the House of Bragaoza. The Jesuits were accused of having 
opposed tbemselvQsto this arrangement, and of having incited the 
population, which was destined to fall under the dominion of Portugal, 
to resist the transfer in question. This cause of coQipIaint, in addition 
to many others, had occasioned the loss of the Jesuits' credit at the Court 
ofPoJtugiL

only a vma^sih^and notaiporte/one: a arcwnstanee^ which 
^rappKes aaodier exampk of the abuse of Auiicular C^^ 
and the influence of the Catholic Priesthood. 

lilie Conspirators, fortified by such couneils» and. protided 
with'thmr piadons for the other world, Await^ a &yorabfe 
opportunity for accomplishing their purpose; this occurred on 
the nightof the 8d of September, 17£8, when, as the King of 
'PoftTVOAL was retumii^ £rom his country reaidekice at Bel* 
iem^ thtee of the piincipal Conspirators, who were on horse- 
faaek, fired their guns twice into the coach, but fortunately 
' only suceaided in wounding the Monarch: a discn^very ensued. 
Some -imprudent ooodiKt of the Dvijb of Ateiro led to 
his detection : he was seized with his accomplices, and on the 
18th of January, 1759>»the Duke of Avbibo, and the Mar- 
axns AJfm MARCHiomss of Tavora, as well as all the c^her 
CoBspratars (with the exception of the Jesuits), wore exe- 
cuted. 

An event of this description produced,' as mi^t be ex- 
pected, oonsideraUe sensation throughout Europe, more eqpe- 
' dally as it was immediately foDowed by the expulsicm of the 
Jesuits from Portugal ; as having supplied out of their body, 
the instigators, or, at all events, . the Confessors of the Conspi- 
ratofs. 

The three Jesuit^ who were more particularly deserving 
of punislmient, escaped death because the King himself could 
not (consistently with the aUegiance he owed to the Sovereign 
Pbntifl^ cause an Ecclesiastic to be condemned to death with- 
out fiiBt obtainii^ the consent of the Court of Home I The 
Bong tried fer above a year to obtain permksion &om the 
Pope to put those Jesuits, who were his own sdbgects, upon 
thcdr trial, for no less a cnme than a conspiracy against his 
• <nm life ; but Tie toaa unable to obtain itll! The consequence 
was, an open rupture between the two Courts, the result of 
' ^eb, it was generally ejqaected, would have been a renuncia- 
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ticm, OD the part of Portugal^ of a yoke wUdi En^and fiad 
thrown off h^ore : but such event did not take {dace ; the 
dominion of Rome over that opundry being too absolute to 
permit even audi a cause of complaint as this to dissolve the 
connexion between them. 

On the death of the Kmg in 1777, the Mabodis of 
PoMBAL loBt his it^uence, and retired to his estate, where he 
spent the remainder of his life. 

The Edium of the Dictiotmaiit HiOariques fiom wUcfa 
part of this account is taken, observe, *^ The Jesuits wlv» 
<< were sent out of Portugal by the Maequis iib Piocbal have 
*^ painted him as a monster, unfit for bis office, who iiyured 
^* the state, brought every thing to^ccmftiaon^'aad neitho: 
^* pfud the army nor knew how to employ it The cqpponents 
^^ of the Jesuits, on tl^ omtrary, have rqireseoted him in 
*^ a very diftrent pcnnt of view, coipmending him as a lifi- 
<« nisler of genius, activity, and vigilance, as the restore of 
** miUtaxy discipline, of commeh^e, and of the marine, all 
** which had been entirely neglected before i" and they then 
very properly notice the importance of an impartial collection of 
fSurts, in OTder to furnish the means of an eqoitable^deciaon 
on this question ; and conclude by observing of the Memoirs 
of the Mabquis of Pombal, which iqf^ieared in J 784, and 
are quoted by Me. Dallas, that they are destitute of that 
character of impartiality which appears so pecuharly dear- 
Me.'-'^St^ Dkikmnaire Hiaioriqiu^ Articles D'Avbibo and 
'Pombal; and also the Acoedao, or official Declaration of the 
Royal Coui^ of Lisbon. 

Now (to advert to the observation of the Editors), does 
'Mb. Dallas imagine that he has furnished us with ^^ the 
^ liiawnii of ah:eqmtable decision"* in keeping back one of the 
most important features in the History of Pombal ? Can 
we suppg^e him sincere in his wish that Mb. Caknikg, ^< that 
«^ Hberal advocate of the Catholic body^ (as he calls lum), 
dumld form a right judgment upon the guilt oi innocence of 
the Jesuits in PiHtugal, when he withholds fixxnhiro, and 
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from otBers, the main fiict in the case? Admitting that Mb. 
Dallas did not believe that the King of PQrtugal''8 life was 
attempted : admitting that Mb. Dallas did not believe that 
three such Jesuits as Malaobida, Alexambbb, and Mathos, 
were the Counsellars and Confessors of the Conspirators : ad- 
mitting that Mb. Dallas did not believe that the Catholic 
Kng of Portugal endeavoured, but in vain, to obtain from 
the Head of the Catholic Church a licence to try his own sub- 
jects for an attempt on his own life: admitting that Mb. 
Dallas did not beHeve that the whole Society of Jesuits were 
jexpeDedfrom the Kingdom a( Portugal for the conduct of three 
oftheir Order on that particular oeoaacm; yetwinMB.DALLAs^8. 
disbdief of these several points justify his keefHUg them all 
out of sight ? Mb. Dallas was under no obligation whatever 
to have adverted to the History of Pqmbal in his Defence 
of the Jesuits; but if he chose to do so, for the purpose of 
proving that the Jesuits were the innocent victims of <^ an 
*^ unprindpled and unrelenting Minister,^ who was ^ th^ 
<^ enemy,^ he is bound to give us the whole fiiets of the case, 
from which the Public may judge, as well as he, wheth^ 
Poubal^s hostility did or did not arise fr<mi the nefarious con*- 
duct of the Jesuits^themsdves. Mb. Dallas, instead of sup- 
plying us with proper means of information, pre^nts us only 
wMi m ex parte statement to answer Ifis own purpose : and he 
musty thenfiare, be informed, that, among honest kgicianlB^ 
the ^^ suppressio veri^ has bec^ generally placed on a level 
with the << suggestio fiila ;^ imd that a British Public can no 
more sanction the concealment of known truth, than the assev- 
tion of deliberate filsehood. 

The erroneous statements respecting Pombal which occur 
in Mb. Dallas^s fourth Chapter, are succeeded by a phiU{^ 
against thb Modbbn Philosophebs; which has no other harai 
in it than that it invdves another attempt on the part of Mb. 
DallcVS to connect the existence of their system with the sup- 
presaon of the Order of Jesuits, and to jmyve that the lOu- 
' minati of the French Revolution attainted the Jesuits because

they were every where the friends of Religion *, the advocates 
of Loyalty, and the promoters of Education : assertions ni 
this description (£»* they are nothing else) have been ah'eady 
so iuUy considered, that it is the less necessary to dwell upon 
them here. The fact is, that the modem Philosophy was do 
more at war with tlie Jesuits than as Jesuitism pre«Qted more 
tang^k and palpable .Blatter for ridicule and argument than 
the milder and less ofiSensive form of Popery, whic^ was exhi* 
bited by the Catholic Church at large. In proportion as Je- 
suitism was the most corrupt moifification of a corrupt system. 
It was only to be expected that lafideUty should have fastened 
on sMne c7 the ranker aboaes to whSdi the Ordo: €f Jesuits 
gave a greater protmnence than any other Order; but, so &r 
-ftom the viriues of the Jesuits having been the occasion of at. 
tracting the notide of the Philosophers (as Ma. Dallas would 
have us beheve), it was their vices akm^ which obtained them 
this distinction, and helped to friniish the enanies of BdigiMi 
Hith the strongest weapons against Religion itself. 

' So far frcAn die su{^re8ffl(ni of the Jesuits having given 
rise tb the Infidelity of the Continent, it is<a notdii^Ais fiiet^ 
that Infiddity had abounded Umg before the Suppression of 
the Jesuits became a question ; andr it is Remarkable that one 
of the first acts of Clbmekt XIV. en fais elevation to the 
Popedom, was, to dispatch a Brief Jto Louis XV. the sole 
o))ject of which was to dbite his support in opponng the 
cflbrts of Infidelity fmd Ineli^on. He observed, that a ge^ 
neral conspiracy against Christianity was aotuaUy then in mo^ 
lyon— had advanced a conaderable way, and threatened ieet 

"* The obligations which ReUgion was under to the Jesuits may be 
estimated from the following remark of Monclar : ** Religion" (says 
he) << has been demoralized by their pushing it to the contradiction oJP 
^ its own principles : an alliance of secular policy with certain espres* 
f* nons of devotion has thus, by an alloy of good with cyiJt for<ne4 
<< pious fanatics, and subtle politacians, who are all strongly united tOr 
*^ g^her b^ a devoted attachment to their Order, and equally inflamed 
** by a spirit of party, in which some are Agents and others arc Inst^ 
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more feifous coDBeqiuaees to the world than Mr. Dalla^^^s 
8oppo0ed Coospmqr against the lesuits : under the strong 
cmTictioa of impending danger, he called upon the French 
I pi^g toaanst him in stemming a torrenL which menaced the de- 
stmetiiHi cf irfuiteTer had till then beM held sacred among 
men. This Brief was preoeded by a Circular Letter to the 
Clergy of Fnmce, Having the sflfltte object : is it probAble— is

* few 7«ais aAier he had dispatdied such a Blri^ and LetteST^ 
have ksued Ae Bdictfor the suf^irdssion <^ the Jesuits, if the 
nun of the Gfaurdi, whic^ lie'so anxiously desired to aav^, 
was likely tohat^been dtJierocca»Hied or^cedefttted by thi^' 
jmomire? A more unfbrttmate aaadutmism was, peihaps^ 
never committed, thadr when Mb. Dallas tma^ned that the 
9a{4)ies8«)n'of the Order of Jesuits preceded the appearance 
of bfldehty; and ^go, that the sa]^p«esffion ih question pro-' 
dueed such Infidelity. M&. Da&las bhould at least have en* 
devroored to brcorract in his dates, if not in' ins facts. 

In di0 s«ne spirit,' and with a*^ikr^Aiiect, we find Mb. 
1Ialla8» eonduding his argument upon nm ^cesbitt of , 
RsLioiOK IV EnvcATiev^ from p. 'S44 to p. S67. 

The Sflimj a^mrent throughout this statetnient is, that 
Mb. Dallas assumes -from the outset, first, that Religicm 
formed -the greal diaracter of Bducation among the Jesuits;

It is a notorious &ct, tftewise, that the British systeih of edu* 

A weakiec of the 
Establkhment, for insUnoe^ might,, perhaps, desire that th^ 
Church Catechism fihoald be used by the Dissentor ; a Disk 
aeoter, on the contrary, might prefer the Ammkifs Cate^ 
chism ; and some classes of Dissenters might reject them both; 
but still, so long as the Bible is used m all, the patrons of 
die Jesuits, and the admirers of their system of ^^ducation, 
haye no right to assert that R^i^on is neglected in edueating 
pur population.

them that their deeds are evil ; nor can they ever permit it to 
be read or studied by the mass of the population : their De« 
fenders love it no better, and can as little endure the thought 
of its being placed in the hands of the Poor, or generally 
orculated throughout the country ; hence Mb. Dallas says 
(and it is to be hoped that this avowal will not be lost upoik.. 
Englishmen and Protestants), *^ Nor without previous oral

ed by the mendieFS of that Churdi, as to the danger of the

Ignatius Loyola, the Patnm and Founder of this So* 
oety, was bpm in Spain -f^* He foUowed at first the profesrioft 
of arms. Thrown upon the world by this occupaticni, he gave 
himself up to his passions ; and the Jesuits who have written 
his Hfe, observe that vanity and ambition were his raln^ pur- 
iliuts. In 1521, bang then 80 years of age, he was at PaoK 
peluna when the French beneged it, and had his right hg 
broken, which was unskilfidly. treated. During his core he 
met with a life of the Saints, written an a nmiaiitie styfe;^^ 
read.it, and was imfMressed by it If we may believe tfad la«

themBelves at the feet of the Pope, to offer hun .their services^ 
and to proc^ under his orders wherever he might think 
proper to send them. At length they wcire joined by three 
pliher disciples, namely Le Jay, Codub, and Bbouet. They 
arrived in Rome in 15SS : being assembled at the house of 
QuimiMO Gabzokio, they agreed* that the Society should be 
established) as soon as possible^ as a religious Sodety^ in order 
Xo prevent its bdng dissolved in future, and to enable it to 
extend itself in all places^ and to subsist to the end of time^ 
In spite c£ every obstacle which he encountered, he accom^* 
pli^ed his object of obtaining the sanction cf Pope Paul III« 
for his Order f . He had presented the scheme of the Insti^ 
fution to that Pc^ in 1539, who referred it to three Cardinab 
for examination. 

« 6uit>ic€ioKi I, one of the fteferees^ a mlm of great merit 
9nd learning, strenuously (q[^x>sed this new Institutiop; he 
even wrote a book to establish the reasons of his (^po6itial:^ 
and his authority determined the two other Cardinals. 

During this examination an ev^it tQok pUoe, which was 
the .origin of the great credit whi(^ the Jesuits afterwards ob- 
tained at the Court of Portugal. John III. King of Por-* 
tugal, widied to send Missionaries into India, and directed his 
Ambassador at Rome to select ten for the purpose : that Am- 
bassador was M^^scABBNHAS §, who was clo^iety connected with 
JoKA^rius, who is even said to have been his Confessor: he 
|hen asked him for some of his companions ; Ignatius gave

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him RoDEiGUBs and Bobabiila ; the ktter having ftUaf 9, 
Xatisb was substituted. 

Mascabekhas carried these two MisAonaries with himt* 
into Portugal: they departed frcm Rome^ 15tli March, 1540^ 
above ax months before the approbation of the InstitutioR^ 
RoDBiGUES remained in Portugal, imd Xaviee went to India. 
Ignatius now engaged for unlimited obedience to the Pope;: 
Paul III. flattered by this promise, began to shew himsdf 
more &Torable. At lei^th, upon the most urgent acJieitatians^ 
and upon assurances of the most entire submission, Paul III. 
by a Bull of the 27th of September, 1540, confirmed the Instil 
tution. Upwards of forty BuDs have followed, in which thejr 
have procured exemptions from all jurisdictions, as well ecde^ 
ttastical as civil ; and from all tithes, and imposts cm theAiand 
their property. 

The Institution is a universal conspiracy against the 
tights of Maliops, Rectinrij Universities, Corpdrate Bodiet^ 
Princes, Magistrates, and every power bodi spiritual am) 
temporal ! the exorbitant privil^^ with whieh they hav# 
cbthed themselves, are only fit to overturn every state, and tQ 
spread (fistress and confusion in all places; It b d^dd^ hf 
the Bulls, that the government of the Society is pair^lf tnonari ; 
chical, and it will appear that, f\KXa the origin of tiieir e»C^ 
bfishment, the Jesuits have proposed to swdlow up all othar 
Orders, authorities, and possessions ; in a ti^ord, to conMu 
Irate all power in the Society, and to become usdv^^ Wh 
^larchs. 

Every other Establishment has Assemblies, where ali 
which concerns them is dedded in Chi^tei^ but in th« 
Houses of the Society nothing is so decided. Pope Gbegobt 
XIV. by his Bull of 1591, declares that Ignatius desird 
that fhejmm ^ goverwm^ in At9 Soddy should te monai.- 
CHiCAL, arid that every tiling shaM be decided hy ike will q^ 
ihe General alone. One of ihe fim privileges that ICKAiriua 
sought from Uie Pope was, that bis disciples should not be oonn- 
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^ellttd to take part in the public service of the Church * : inii 
won), in the privileges obtained by the Jesuits, we observe 
merdy a plan formed with address, and dictated by ambition^ 
not only to establish an absolute monarchy in the Sodety, but 
to raise the Society to the monarchy of the whole world, in sub-" 
jecting every other authority to itself. 

No sooner had Ignatius obtained the approbation of hii^ 
Institution, than- he spread his companions over the whole 
world. Lainez had already penetrated to the Court of the 
Emperor Charles V. -f : he was even employed to negotiate 
the marriage <^ the daughter of the King of Portugal with 
Philip II. the son of that Emperor, and he accompanied the 
new Queen into Spain. He thus opened that kingdom to his 
Society ; and it is certain that the Jesuits, having attached 
themselves to Philip II. succeeded at last in obtaining for him 
the crown of Portugal 

Ignatius and his companions had promised the Pope, in^ 
their Petitions of 1540 and 1543, to fight under his standard ; 
to be Ms soldiers, as they were those of Grod ; and to obey him 
in all things. Paul III. in consequence, loaded them with 
favors : he sent LainAz, and Salmeron, to the Council of 
Trent, and Le Jay went there also in the character of Theolo- 
gian to the Bishop of Augsburgh. 

The remarkable protection afforded them by the Pope^ 
and the zeal displayed by them against the Protestants, induced 
many Princes to admit them into their States, and to assign 
diem establishments. 

In 1540, when they presented their petitions to Paul III. 
-Qieycmly appeajped in the number of ten. In 1543 they were 
not more th^ twentjr-four. In 1545 they had only ten 
Houses : but in 1549 they had two Provinces; one in Spain, 
and the other in Portugal, and twenty-two Houses : and at

Vinces^ In 1608 RiiADi^KEfRA reckoned 20 Provinoes, and 
two vice Previnces, 21 HouBes of Profeaaon, S9S CoU^;es, 
dS Houses of Probation, 93 other readences, and 10,581 
Jesuits. In the Catalogue printed a^ Rome in 1629 are 
found 85 Provinces, 2 vice Provinces^ 88 House»€f Pn^es^ 
mon, 678 CoIl^;es, 48 Houses of Probation, 88 Seminaries, 
160 Refldences, 106 Missions, and, in all, 17,655 Jesuits, 
of whom 7870 were Priests ♦r At last (aocoiding to the cal- 
culation of Father Jouvency) they had in 1710, 24 Houses 
of Profesrion, 59 Houses of Piobadon, 340 Rendenoes, 612 
Collies, of which above 80 were in France, 200 Missixnis, 
157 Seminaries and BoarciUng Houses, and 19,998 Jesuists I 

When they thought to establish themsdves at Sakmancs 
in 1548 f, Mblchioe Caho, a Dominican distinguished 
for his learning and piety, perceived some unfcntunate pre^ 
sages which appeared to threaten the Romish Church with the 
greatest evils, and publicly declared, that he saw in the So* 
aetyl ^^ the marks which tl)e Apostle had asagned to the fbl^ 
*^ fewers of Antichrist ^ and when Tuerian, one <^ his 
friends who had become a Jesuit, besought him to abslain 
from persecuting the Order, and alledged the approbation 
which the Holy See had conceded, Jie only repBed^ that '^ he 
<< thought himself ob%ed to warn the peqpk as he d^, in 
*' Older that they nught not suffer themselves to be seduced.^ 

The authority of Melchior Cako made a great impres- 
wm upon the inhaUtants of Salamanca: the Jesuits were 
pointed out and driven away : they would no longer confide 
to them the education of their youth, nor the instruction of 
the reHgious : in a word, the Ma^trates, in concert with the 
tJniver^ty, deteitn'med to banish them from the dty as a ooT- 
ruptrace§.

tnent which he had at first pronounced i^ainst the Sode^ : 
indeed, this Prelate, whom the Kino ojp Portugal, in his 
Manifesto of June, 1 759, states to have distinguished hinw 
self by his science and virtues, expressed himself in these terms 
in his letter to the Confessor of the Emperor Charles V. 

" God grant that it may not happen to me as it is fabled 
" to have happened to Cassandra, whose predictions obtamed 
" no credit until after the capture and burning of Troy. If 
" the Members of the Society continue as they have begun, 
^ God grant there may not come a time when Kings will wish' 
•* to reast them, and will find no means of doing so*.^ Th^ 
Jesuits, however, were only then in their infancy. 

Among other privileges which Paul III. granted* was 
that by which he exempted the Society and the perions and 
property of aUits members j from every kind of mperintend' 
enceyjurisdieii&n, and punishment of Ordinaries : hejmiher 
prohibited all Archbishops and BishopSy and every other au^ 
tharityj as well ecclesiastical as secular, Jrom obstructing or 
molesting the companions qflgnatiuSj tfieir hauseSy churches, 
or colleges f. With such arms as these, nothing could resist 
them in countries professing a devoted submission to all the^ 
Decrees of the Popes. 



CHAP. il. 

EAfiLY jarYORTS OF THE JESUITS TO P^TABLISH

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fikms in different parts cf the world, had sent some IKsaples 
to Paris un4€i' tl^ care cf Eguia; and afterwards undear that 
of DoviKiauE : but the King having ordered all the subjectjr 
of Charles V. to quit the kingdom, the greater part of thia 
small society, which consisted of the Emperor^s subjects, with* 
drew to Louvain*. 

In 1545, however, there were thirteen in the CoU^ of 
the Lombards, dther Bursars or Students, and und» the 
guidance of Viole, but without being known : they fotind a 
powerful protecUH* in Guillaume du Prat, Bishop of Clerr 
mont, natural aon <^ the famous Du Pbat, Chancellor, Car- 
dinal, and Legate, who had offered 120,000 livres for the 
purchase of the P(q)edom, and who had left great wealth to 
nis son : this Prelate had first established some Jesuits in his 
town of Billon; he afterwards lodged those who were in Paris, 
in his Hotel de Clermont, and left them a con»derable l^acy. 
Ignatius had insinuated himself at Rome into the favpr 
of the Cardinal of Lorraine, who promised to protect his In- 
stitution at the Court of France, on his return : accordingly, 
^ the instance of this Cardinal, Henby II. of France issued 
Letters Patentf in January, 1550, by which he approved and^ 
cai^rmed the Bulls obtained by the Jesuits ; and gave ihem 
permusion to erect^ wUh ihe Junds which mghi be ^a/fUed 
ihem^ a House and CoOege in the City <^ Paris onlt/y and 
not in other cOieSj there to live according to their Rules and 
Statutes; and commanded Jus Parliament to sanction such 
Letters^ and permit the Brethren to enjoy the said privileges^ 
The Jesuits presented their Letters Patent to the Parlia-^ 
ment« which determined that the subject should be referred t6 
the Crown Lawyers for thar opinion: M. Bbuslaet, the 
Attorney Greneral, whom Pasquieb and Du Boulay call the 
Cato of bis age, consulted with his odleagues, M. de Maeil-

iLAC and M. Seguieb;. who gav^ their written opimons against 
ratifying and accrediting the same,, and advised that, at dl 
?vents, the Parliament should remonstrate with the King 
against validity being given to the Letters in question: the 
Jesuits, however, obtained a Mandate, by fiuudulent mean^ 
for re^tering the Letters Patent ^. 

Shortly after, the University agreed to petition the Ejng 
^hat the Bull of Paul III. might not be inserted in the Be* 
gisters of the Parliament; and the Parliament refefrred the con* 
ada*ation of the subject to the Bishop of Paris, and to the 
Dean an^ Faculty of Theology of that City and Univeratyi 
in order to a proper conclusion bong formed upon it 

EusTACBS DU Beixat, Bishop of Paris, after observing, 
that the Bulls of Paul III. and of Julius III. had been 
communicated to him by order of Parliament, does not hesi^ 
tate to pronounce that <^ iJuae BvUs eoniained many ihings 
'< which appeared io him utterUf contrary to reason, and sueh 
*^ as ought not to be tolerated or received in the CJtristian re-- 
*^ hgionT' He calls the title of the Societjr, ^^ an anrogaml 
^^ name, as if they would represent themselves as alone con* 
^^ stituting the Church ;^ affirms that, << in spite of their 
'< vow of poverty, they held and diqxised of Ecdesiasticd 
'< dignities : that they would not be oonrected by Bicbops ; 
<^ that they usurped the rights of those who have the cure of 
«( souls; and the rights of Bishops, and even of the Pcqpe him- 
^ self, whom they speoally vowed to obey, and to go where* 
^< ever he should send them ; while their Superior might recal 
'< those whom the Pope should send; and that they had ob» 
'< tained exemption from jcnning in the pubUc service.^ The 
Bifihqp of Paris concludes in th^se terms : ^< Finally, let the 
<< Parliament conader that aU innovations are dangerous ; and 
<< that from these^ many unforeseen and unexpected dangm 
'< mint arise.^

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With regard to the o[Mman of the Faculty of Theology i 
after a discus^on wblA lasted several months, the Faculty, on 
the 1st December, 1554, came to that celdurated decision which 
has been so often cited ♦ : " This new Society' (sigr they) 
f ^ applK^priates particularly to itself the unusual title of the 
'* name of Jesus, recdves with the greatest laxity, and with- 
*^ out any discrioiination, ail kinds of persons, however en* 
•* niinal, lawless, and infamous they may be — it withdraws 
<* from the obedience and submission due to Ordinaries— ^n-i 
^ justly depives both temporal and spiritual Lords of their 
f< rightfr— -biings disturbance into every form ct government, 
<< —and occaaons many subjects €t com[Jaint, many law-suits, 
f< contentions, jeakniues, and schisms, among the people. 
•^ Tlie Society J ihertfbre^ appears to U9 to be dangtroia in 
<< aB that concerns theJaW^ calcukUed to disturb the peace 
^ of the Churchy to overturn the Monastic Order ^ and more 
f^JU to destroy than to build upT* 

When we call to mind the universal disorder which the Je^ 
suits have occasioned throughout the world; their multipfied 
crimes; the pertinacity with which, for more than two hun- 
dred years, they have reasted all authority, both spiritual and 
temporal ; sought to ruin all other bodies in succession ; at- 
tempted the lives of Princes, and of all {^thera who were re* 
giftrded as unfriendly to them ) thar flagrant orrors \ipon all 
points of theology; the dangerous maxims in morals which 
they have ather fathered or countenanced ; must we not re- 
cognise in the. judgment thus formed of them, even from their 
origin, by the Faculty of ThecJogy, a prophecy too jn^edsely 
verified? 

Thei opinions of the Bishop of Paris, and of the Faculty 
of Theology, operated as *an ordeal to the Jesuits. They 
admit-f that opposition arose in every quarter; that the 
Preachers did not spare them in the pulpt ; that the Ckrgf

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loudly attacked the Institution ; and that the Professors made 
them the sul:yects of their lectures. 

The Bishop of Paris, thus supported!^ thesuffiragesof his 
vdiole diocese, interdicted them from all th^ functions *; and 
this examjde of Eustache ou Bellav was fdlowed by all the 
Prelates who were then at Paris ; but, in defiance of the Bi- 
shop, the Jesuits, as intractable dien as since, retired into 
the Quarter of St Germain, where they pretended they were 
exempt from his jurisdictional-, and where they continued' to 
exercise their functions in spite of the interdict 

Ignatius, who was still alive, exhorted his disdples to ex- 
pect every thing from time, and not to be discouraged (a 
maxim of which they have since made abundant use ^) ; and, 
in order to console them, he obtained fboh th£ Inouisitioii 
OF Spain a Decree, censuring the opinion of the FaouUy: 
the Jesuits, however, did not dare, for many years, to shew 
themselves in France. Before their rcrappeanmce there in 1560 
IS noticed, a fe^ facts concerning them may be related. 



CHAP. Ill- 



PJFFERENT EVENTS RELATING TO THE JESUITS BETHTEN 
THE YEARS 1554 AND 1560. 

It is not alone in France that so unfavorable an opinion was 
formed of the rismg Society : Geokge Bronswbll, the Ca* 
tholic Archbishop of DubHn, in 1558, pro[dieaed of them as 
fidlows: 

<^ There is a fraternity whidi has lately arisen, called 
** the Jesuits, who will seduce many; who acting, for tii^ 
^< most port, like tiie Scribes and Pharisees, will strive to 
M overturn the truth : tl^ey wi]l jgo pe^ to aooomjdish their

^< their advisers n^ecdng to observe the laws of God and of 
^^ his Goqpd, and conniving at the sins of Pfinoes. Not- 
^ withstanding, God wHl, in the end, in order to aivenge his 
^ hnr, cut off this Society even by those who have moat sup- 
^^ ported and employed it ; so that, at last, they will become 
^ ^odious to all nations ^."^ 

It was in Portugal that these Fathers formed thdr first 
establishment : before even the Bull of 1540, which confirm- 
ed tfadr institution, had been granted to them, the ambassa- 
dor Mascakekhas had canned with him into Portugal, Fean- 
cis Xavier and Bodriguez. While Xavdsb, full c£ zeal, 
crossed the seas to convert the Infidels, the Patriarch Igna- 
tius did not omit to send many of his companions into Por- 
tugal, who knew how to make th^ way at Court They 
obtained permission that the Schools eliould be confided to 

thant* 

The University of Ccnmbra opposed, in a body, the CHrder 

which it received in 1555 (fifleen years after the introductico 

of the Jesuits in Portugal) to deliver up to them the College 

•of Philosophy. At the congress of the deputi^ cf all the 

citiea in the Kingdom convoked by King Sebastian in 1S6S, 

|he people presented thf strongest remonstrances against, the

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great wealth which these Professors had ahready acquired 
(^nce the twenty-two years which they had been in the king- 
dom), and against the system of education pursued by them. 
The nobility and people of Oporto met together on ftftd No- 
vember, 1630, to deliberate upon the Schools <^ned by them 
in that year, and enacted severe penalties against all who 
should go there, or send their children there. 

War having arisen between France and Chaal^s V. some 
of the Jesuits were compelled to quit Paris: they retired, 
with Dohana their superior, who took them to finish their 
studies at Louvain : thence they spread themselves over Flan- 
ders with Bcme proselytes : having been there some time with- 
put any fixed readence, they influenced some Magistrates cf 
Toumay, who took pains to procure them a CoU^e*. 

New intrigues followed on the part of the Jesuits : Igna^ 
Tius procured a Letter from Cardinal Carpi to the Nuncio o^ 
Brussels, to maintain the privil^es of the Jesuits; he olv 
tained also the recommendation of the Queen of Spain. 

Their expulaon from Sarragossa took place in 1655 f: 
they had obtained a House there, while wfdting for die build- 
ing of their College; but finding they had not rooftn enough^ 
they seized upon a piece of land whidi belonged to the Au« 
gustines, on which they erected their Church. Those monki 
complained of the encroachment, and caused notice to be 
ffven to the Jesuits not to continue that building : but ihe 
Jesuits availing themselves of their privilege, which authorizes 
^em to build wherever they may think proper, accused the 
Augustines c£ disobedience to the Holy See, and continued^ 
ih&r building. When it was finished, without apjdjnng to 
the Ordinary, they put in force another of their privileges, 
wUdi enabfesthem to consecrate thar own Churches, and 
they said Mass in thebr new Chiqpel. 

The Archbishop of Samgosaa^s Grand Vicar sent to pro.

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hibtt-^them fifom proceeding any farther; but they paid no 
attention to the admonition, whidi obliged the Grand Vicar to 
forbid aD persons, on pain of excommunication, from goin^ 
to hear Mass among them, or taking part in any sacred service: 
he eaused the Decree to be affixed at the door of their Church, 
and directed all preachers to publish it from their pulpits. 

The Jesuits persisting in celebrating divine service, not- 
withstanding these proceedings, and in spite of the prohibitions, 
the Grand Vicar excommunicated them, as well as all who had 
assisted at it ; and in order to oblige these Fathers to quit the 
city, he placed them under an interdict until they should de- 
part: they quitted the dty ; but founds at length, the means of 
returning ; for which purpose, they obtained a Letter from 
Queen Jane the mother of Charles V. * 

Thar credit at the Court of Spain was already so great, 
that, as has been obsenred, they interfered in the marriage of 
Philip II. They produce a copy of the Letters Patent, which 
they pretend to have obtained from that Prince for their esta- 
blishment in the Law Countries, dated in August, 1556, the 
authenticity of wUch was attacked by M. Grebebt*— See Ri^ 
fonifi de M. Gbebsbt, p. 12.

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the more necessary from hbeesy having begun to spread ; diat 
they only asked, in order to check its progress, such revenues 
as might give solidity to their Establishments ; in short, that 
this Monarch would^ *^ by his compliance, perform an action 
*^ worthy of his great mind, agreeable to the whole Church, and 
** to Religion in general.'" 

The King contented himself with requiring of the Jesuits 
their request in writing, which he sent to the Council of 
Flanders : as soon as it was communicated to them, the Bi- 
shops, Rectors, Magistrates, Religious Orders, and even the 
People, declared unanimously against their Establishment. 
The disturbances they had already exdted in Touraay, and 
.Barragossa, were the general theme of conversation ; and the 
indignation against them was universal. 

The Magistrates contending, amongst others, that the pri-* 
vileges of the Jesuits would overturn the rights of Bishopsi, 
and of the other religious Orders, the Jesuit RiBABEKEtBA 
maintained, that *< those privileges oould not be attacked with- 
'^ out attacking the omnipotence of Jesus Christ; because 
'^ Jesus Christ having bequeathed that to the Pope, it was « 
*^ crying injustice to wish to annul, rectify, or alter what the 
** Soverdgn Pontifls had once settled.*" This extraordinary 
position had no wdght with the Council of Flanders, and the 
Jesuits were at that time sent back. 

The afflictions which followed their eariy disgraces iu 
France, Flanders, Sarragossa, and Spain, were alleviated by 
the magnificent establishments, which their industrious Patriarch 
was enabled to procure for them at Rome *. 

This Professor of poverty, by the contributions which he 
drew from different persons, accomplished the erection of the 
two superb Roman and Grerman Colli^;e8, and a very agree* 
able and commodious country-house, for the advantage of the 
air. These Establishments, which have been since enlarged 
and multiplied, have furnished the Jesuits with die

«if aooommcxlatiiig about six hundred of their members t^ 
Borne, and of pr^iding &om thenoe over the wcH-ld at large. 

Ignatius, the main spring of this great body, died on the 
81st of July, 1556, haTing the satisfaction of sedng his com^ 
pgny so increased that it was aheady divided into twelve Pro- 
vinces, and possessed at least a hundred Colleges, without in- 
duding its other Houses. 

Laixiz, the oldest of Ignatius's companions, a subtle 
character, and one who appeared to have had the greatest 
diare in all the operations of Igxatius, caused a Greneral 
Assembly to be convened for the electicm of a General ; and, 
m the mean time, he succeeded in obtaining for himsdf the 
mi^pcnntment of Vicar Greneral to govern during the inter- 
regnum. 

As soon as the Deputies appeared at the General Assembly^ 
that skilful Politician made them sign a kind of Formulary, 
the principal article of whidi was, that no other buanes* 
should be proceeded on by the Chapter, until a General should 
b^ elected. 

Pope Paul IV. having seen, however, with jealousy, that 
the authority of the General of this Order over his subjects wa^ 
parallel with hia own, had appointed Cardinal Paoheoo to re« 
ptesent him at the Chapterj and to signify to it his determina- 
tion; which was, first, that the Generalship should not be 
perpetual, but only for three years, as in many other Orders ; 
and secondly, that the Jesuits should join in the public service 
^ the Church, as was practised by other Orders. 

With a view to get rid of both these conditions, the Jesuits 
repres^ted that they were unable to discuss any subject until 
the election of a General had taken place : they were there* 
£)re su£^red to proceed to it, and on the 2d <tf July, 1558, the 
dioice fell upon Lainbz. 

The election being once decided, no respect whatever waa 
paid to the two demands of the Pope : he was much incensed 
at this ; and when the new General came with many of his 
Order to amxmnce the election to Paio. IV. he treated them 
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Bs rebdUous inilDjeots, and fementers of heresjf cm the .groUnd 
of thmr refusal to cdMborate Divine Service in common* He 
also- declared to them^ dial lie objected lo the General^p eom^ 
linuing more than three years. 

Notwithstanding this dedioon and tihe formal notice whidk 
was. given to them on the part of the Pope^ bj Cardinal 
Taant, the Jesuits passed) a Deci^ee, on the 24tb of Aiigust, 
1558^ pKMKnincing that the Gtoeralship should beperpeltial^ 
and Qd the gAh.thej; presented a Memorial to the Pope^^ in 
wfaieh'thejobaerve that tfaey.eould net' avoid deelarkg^ihot 
U was fmsre odvaMdgiKma jbr thd Stxietff <ia^ the GAtrn^ 
^htmldnoiUchcmged during his ifjfii: weitte^ho^inever^ Aej 
added, obedient clMdren^ and quite ready to obsefi^ iehdipmr 
Hofimss shM command. 1\\m onjy object iik d^ese spd:dous

Wtdi respect to the ashrice in coomkon^ fior fxqrii Jeoifdn»- 
vqg to iriiat the Ffiqpe required <xf tfaisi^ ftfaegp paned ^l ihat 
0(ftq;ng*ti(Mi a pbmtive I)e0ree against it 

-Sudi vas, fit)tn theb^;timh^ the subtlety of dxese Fathei^ 
and it has onfy increased firam Chat timet but die pvoffiiiAd 
views of Lainez are best discovered, in^ his having so fidr 
back as in 1558, laid those foundations upon which the Je« 
suits, in order to gain the affections of all men, and to secure 
to themselves the direction of the most tender consciences, have 
in the end erected an edifice of the most monstrous errors of 
f very kind. 

It appears from the History of the Coimdl of Trent •(•, 
that Lainez, on the SOth of October, 1562, made an address 
of two hours long fin: the purpose of attacking die Efnscopal

authority opeidy, and of oonoentratiiig all authority iri the sole 
' person of the Pope« This address, which was Aill of violence^ 
fihocked the Bishopg : Eustache du Bsllat, the Bidiop of 
Paris, who was prevented from attending by illness, oom^ 
plained strongfy of what Laiicss was reported to have ad- 
vanced. ** At present*" (said he *), '^ a Sodgjty a few days 
*^ old, which, in the cpiniaa cf the Univeraty of Paris, is nd- 
^^ ther secular nor r^ular, and which appears to have shewn 
^ itself for the invention of novelties in the Faith, for disturb^ 
^ im; the repose of the Church, and for destroying the whole 
f^ Monastic ^stem, endeavours to abdish the EpiscopBl juris^ 
*< diction altogether, in mddi^ it precarious, and of human 
^ authority-'' 

In the Sitting <rf* the 16th of June, 1663, Laiksz openly 
•defended the abuses of the Court of Rome, which it was wished 
torefenn. He said f, that *^ Ae Disdfle not bei$ig above hU 
*^Mmrter^nat the Servant abaoe Mi Lardj UJbUowedtkatAe 
^^Countilhad no authority to imUrftre in thu re/brm.'^ He 
was interested in defending the greatest abuses of Dispaisationa 
^md Indu^eoces, without which the Sooety itself could not 
Jexist In the same Stting he oontouled that ^ CT^riH having 
** power to dispevue Jrom every kav^ the Pope his near had 
}^ iAr MMVtr.^ HaavBT wrote horn the Council that ** the 
>' Jesuits hadjrom <&rir origfifi resolved to fatter the vices tf 
«« the Raman Pontiffs Xr
